Let's Get Lost 

An invocation on the eve of South by Southwest 


South by Southwest begins tonight (Friday, 
March 9) and runs for nine days. This issue 
is devoted to film, the next to music. Starting 
on Thursday, March 15, for three days we will 
publish daily Chronicles. 

Everything I do now, everything I’ve done, 
every place I’ve passed through, and any- 
thing I’ve achieved started with film. Walking 
across my grandmother’s bedroom to go out 
to the back porch of her home in Lakewood, 
N.J., I noticed this movie that was on TV 
(Having no idea how old I was, I usually say 
I was 9 at the time, but accuracy on that one 
is lost to memory.) Crawling into her bed, I 
watched Frank Capra’s Lost Horizon. I didn’t 
know it then, but everything changed. 

I remember thinking the film had already 
started when I came upon it, although the 
first scene I saw was the opening scene of the 
film. Later, when I learned that Capra had 
junked the original first two reels of the film 
because Lost Horizon wasn’t working at press 
screenings, I wondered. 

Since then, there has been much in my life: 
interests and obsessions, travels and adven- 
tures, music, comic books, politics and love, 
marriage and a child. Films have anchored me 
throughout. They are where I go when I need 
to go away. Hunters, campers, sport fanatics, 
hikers, mountain climbers, swimmers, cross 
country skiers, bicyclists, balloonists, sailors, 
and pilots might find it predictably dull that, 
when I most want to be alone and with myself 

- yet also to confront life and think about it 

- I don’t venture forth. The outside and the 
active I find unbearably distracting. I rarely 
walk and think, especially with others who 
are addicted to pace. 

Work is fun; there is almost nothing I do that 
isn’t close to my heart and driven by my desire. 
Writing excites me as much as anything else I 
do. After only three or four decades, I finally feel 
as though I have some control in my writing. 
No longer do pressure and fear wrap around 
me, ever-tightening, until all is cut off. South 
by Southwest is my favorite time of the year. I 
am so proud of the paper, largely because of the 


extraordinary current staff, which is so passion- 
ately committed and does such an outstanding 
job. And it’s free! 

Still, sometimes I drift off course; it’s like 
driving a car and forgetting where you are, only 
to wake up confused, unmoored, and lost - at 
mundane times, my grip slips. There is none of 
the intensity and uncontrollable passion of the 
past; these moments are much more genteel. 
Still, when you leave the day-to-day for the 
sharp black or sharp white of wandering alive 
and awake without consciousness, you need 
some salve. 

Often, the only course that works is watch- 
ing movies. Sometimes I have to watch films 
I know, sometimes films I’ve never seen, and 
sometimes it just doesn’t matter. 

But, when all is said and done, films are at 
my core. 

Susan Moffat has been my friend for more 
than 30 years and is Chronicle Publisher Nick 
Barbara’s wife. Her father was one of the great 
competitive glider pilots of his time, winning 
both international and national competitions. 
Sailing, he once told me, was his great pas- 
sion. He had entered a sailing race once. As 
far as I know, he never entered one again. He 
told me he wanted something apart, some- 
thing that was his: concentration, skill, and 
relaxation, independent of competition. 

Film is that for me, though I’ve been so 
lucky that I’ve also managed to incorporate 
some of it into my professional life. 

But this is why I get so excited when 
SXSW Film is close, and this is why I’m so 
grateful to and appreciative of Matt Dentler, 
who runs SXSW Film. I’m appreciative and 
grateful as well to the team he leads: Jarod 
Neece, Lya Guerra, Stephanie Noone, Wendy 
Cummings, Hiliary Kerby, and everyone else 
who helps put on SXSW Film and all of SXSW 
There are too many SXSW staff members who 
contribute to the Film Festival, regardless of 
their positions, to name here. 

It is also why I am grateful to and honored 
to have The Austin Chronicle Film staff working 
for us. While so much of media has resorted 


to punchy, short, meaningless reviews, this 
gang still goes out suited up to play across 
the entire field. And, of course, there are my 
deep feelings for the whole Chronicle staff and, 
always, for Barbara and SXSW co-founder and 
managing director Roland Swenson. About 
Annie and Eli, my wife and son, I am beyond 
knowing the right words. 

Think of this as my personal prayer before 
SXSW begins, though not one as sweaty and 
hysterical as they were in the early years. 

Given that I was in a bit of an online hot 
spot last week, some might be wondering why 
I don’t address those issues here. Trying to 
answer unarticulated complaints, accusations 
ungrounded by any reality, and statements drip- 
ping of sarcastic condescension from folks imi- 
tating others is stupid. Any explanation will be 
denounced, denied, disregarded, and mocked. 
Clearly, the operative desire is not for dialogue 
but for personal expression and self-celebration. 
I do have thin skin, because I am passionate 
about and believe in just about everything I do. 
This leaves one completely open and vulnerable 
if, naively, one tries to engage openly with those 
addicted to contempt, who cherish hostility and 
despise reason. 

I love the Web because it is so democratic: 
It invites all voices, and it lets me encoun- 
ter so many voices I would otherwise not 
encounter. Still, it does not legitimate every 
and any voice; it does not elevate vituperative 
foolishness to wisdom; it can’t mutate dumb, 
self-satisfying hatred into a more coherent 
and respectful critique. 

Let me just say that I laid the bait upon the 
waters. They came up to it. While munch- 
ing, they commented on how I need therapy, 
to relax, to have less of a thin skin, to stop 
answering with such apoplectic rage. 

I put out more bait. They came again. If 
you don’t like something on TY change the 
channel. If you don’t like a radio station, 
switch the dial. If you don’t like a Web site, 
don’t check it. If you don’t like the Chronicle, 
don’t read it. And if you don’t like SXSW just 
stay away. Now, if you don’t like me or what 


I have to say, live with it or ignore it. Don’t 
expect much in the way of changes. 

SXSW starts tonight. SXSW wristbands are 
sold out; if we think we can safely sell more, they 
will be available at the doors of some clubs. 

SXSW Film passes are $65 at Waterloo 
Video. There are too many great movies, 
shows, activities, and parties to list them all. 

Some events of note: 

SXSW Film 

The Festival runs nine nights: Friday, March 
9-Saturday, March 17. There will be around 
200 films shown. 

There are too many films to cover them all. 
A few of note are: 

Crazy Sex y Cancer : An irreverent and uplifting 
documentary about a young woman looking 
for a cure and finding her fife. Taking a seem- 
ingly tragic situation and turning it into creative 
expression, the filmmaker shares her wild jour- 
ney with exuberance, humor, and sass. 

Arranged: Two young women - one an 
Orthodox Jew, the other Muslim - meet and 
become friends as first-year teachers at a pub- 
lic school in Brooklyn. Over the course of the 
year, they learn they share much in common, 
not least of which is that they are both going 
through arranged marriages. 

Maybe Baby: An intimate documentary that 
takes a new look at the emotional and physi- 
ological journeys of six women in their 30s 
and 40s as they pursue pregnancy through 
assisted reproductive technology, a multibil- 
lion-dollar industry. 

The Devil Came on Horseback: A politically 
charged documentary look at the conflict in 
Darfur through the eyes and camera of one 
disillusioned American.

Ainslie; Andrew Garrison’s Third Ward TX; a remake of 
Sisters; American Zombie; Fish Kill Flea; James Blunt: Return 
to Kosovo; and The Last Days of Left Eye. 

The retrospective includes new prints of Bruce Weber’s 
Chet Baker film, Let’s Get Lost; D.A. Pennebaker’s seminal 
music documentary Monterey Pop; and Canadian documenta- 
ry filmmaker Ron Mann’s Imagine the Sound.

Eliminate Domain Subsidies 

Dear Editor, 

The Domain luxury shopping center will be 
open for business with much fanfare. Good for 
them. What the Domain developers won't fea- 
ture in any press statement is that the Domain 
is a Trojan horse of enormous tax subsidies 
whose final cost may reach $65 million. 

Through a series of false assumptions and 
steeply discounted future cash flows. Endeavor 
Real Estate cloaked the true cost, convincing city 
and county officials to grant a stunning sum to 
underwrite a high-end retail development of low- 
paying jobs, Endeavor’s own projections showed a 
very profitable development even before the incen- 
tives, But now, with 80% of the city's sales tax col- 
lected at the Domain given back to Endeavor and 
Simon, the giveaway is off the charts. Sixty-five 
million dollars is a lot of taxpayer money to induce 
Neiman Marcus and Tiffany & Co, to provide 
expensive goods to well-to-do customers. 

Here is the good news, A lawsuit I filed on the 
subsidy matter was settled in June 2004, and 
that settlement agreement stripped away the 
city subsidy guarantees for the Domain. 

The developer and the city agreed in writing 
that the city may choose to not appropriate 
funds with no recourse, no damages, and no 
monetary return. 

Most of the city elected officials have moved 
on since the incentive deal was inked. Our cur- 
rent City Council should give this deal the boot, 
or else the citizens must force the issue by 
bringing it to vote through petition or yet another 
lawsuit. Let’s welcome the merchants but say 
goodbye to the subsidies.

Wal-Mart representatives visited Northcross Monday for an open house 
intended to impress upon residential neighbors, mostly opposed to the 
megastore moving in, the company’s good intentions and willingness to 
revise its plans to a (very slightly) reduced size. Responsible Growth for 
Northcross, leading the opposition, says it was not amused. 

Neiman Marcus opens March 9 at North Austin’s Domain, the high-end 
retail and residential development of the Simon Property Group and 
Endeavor Real Estate Group. Despite some complaints about city subsidies 
granted the project, officials defend the decision as keeping irreplaceable 
sales-tax dollars within city limits over the long term. 

Scooter Libby, VP Dick Cheney’s former chief of staff, was found guilty 
Monday of four of five felony counts of obstructing justice and perjury for 
lying to the FBI and a grand jury. A juror told reporters that jurors found 
themselves asking, “What are we doing with this guy here? Where’s [Karl] 
Rove? Where are these other guys?” Libby’s lawyers said they will appeal. 

In a great moment of layered irony, the Texas House voted (House Bill 8) to 
“protect the children” by extending the death penalty to some repeat child 
molesters - while officials simultaneously scrambled to confront a sex- 
abuse scandal at the Texas Youth Commission that had been ignored for 
years and committees dithered earnestly about the mystery of why so many 
Texas children have no health insurance. Would capital punishment help? 

NAKED CITY 


The Homeless Media Project, publisher of street-corner tabloid The Austin 
Advocate, is complaining to the city of illegal harassment by Austin police. In a 
letter to Mayor Will Wynn and the City Council, Project Chair Valerie Romness 
and Editor Clif Taylor charge, “Recently a number of our vendors for the Advocate 
have been ticketed by APD officers for violating the panhandling ordinance. 

These vendors were clearly identified with vendor badges and were not asking 
for handouts - they were selling the paper.” The letter charges the harassment 
has intimidated potential vendors and asks the city to educate police officers 
about legal street sales and to end the harassment. - Michael King 

KVET-FM personality Sam Allred, half of the popular Sam and Bob in the 
Morning, was off the air this week after he used the term “darky” in a jok- 
ing reference to Sen. Barack Obama. During last Thursday’s show, when part- 
ner Bob Cole mentioned Sen. Joe Biden’s controversial reference to Obama 
as a “clean” African-American candidate, Allred said, “Clean darky.” Allred 
told the Austin American-Statesman he was simply mocking a “foolish-sound- 
ing remark.” Nelson Linder, president of the Austin chapter of the NAACR 


quickly waded in to protest and plan meetings with KVET management. 
Allred’s future status is uncertain. In the obligatory online lawyer-approved 
statement, KVET management acknowledged, “a statement [on the air] was 
made that might have been heard as offensive to some of our listeners.” 

And just to make KVET’s position clear, management assured listeners, “It 
is not our station’s intention to be offensive.” KVET management did not 
return calls seeking further comment. - Kevin Brass 

The AISD board of trustees voted Monday to move 143 Wooldridge Ele- 
mentary School pre-K students to the Lucy Read Pre-Kindergarten Demon- 
stration School. Pre-K is available in Austin for children who have limited 
English proficiency, live in a low-income household, are homeless, or whose 
parents are active-duty members of the military. The move will give students 
access to a school devoted to prekindergarten and will also help alleviate 
overcrowding at Wooldridge. - Michael May 

In other education news, the Center on Education Policy, a national nonprofit, 
looked at how high-stakes exit exams are affecting instruction in Austin 
and in Jackson, Miss. The study found that the exams do increase the 
amount of time spent on the subjects being tested but at a cost. The stu- 
dents spent more time on core subjects like math and reading and less on 
electives or other school learning experiences. Students were also more 
likely to learn test-taking strategies during class time, and failing students 
were often given “double doses of the same subject.” This emphasis on 
testing was found at schools across Austin but particularly in schools that 
serve lower-income and minority students - the schools that tend to strug- 
gle the hardest to meet state standards. Educators at schools with higher- 
income students tended to characterize the Texas Assessment of 
Knowledge and Skills test as simply an “inconvenience.” Local educators 
reported that the tests have had one positive effect: Testing and curriculum 
streamlining has meant more consistency in curriculum between schools, 
which helps students who transfer from school to school within a district. 
See www.cep-dc.org for the full report. - M.M. 

Also, Austin has announced its “strategic compensation initiative” - a plan to 
create some type of performance pay plan for principals and teachers - 

but AISD won’t be able to rely on the federal government for any help. Demo- 
crats slashed George W. Bush’s Teacher Incentive Fund in the new budget, 
cutting off significant five-year grants to Houston and Dallas and a possible 
future grant to Austin. Instead, Dems shifted funds to Title I. Some blame a 
lack of applicants - and opposition from the National Education Association 
- for the cuts to the fund. Regardless of where plan funding comes from, 
Superintendent Pat Forgione promises a collaborative effort that includes 
plenty of community feedback. A pilot plan would start this July, with full 
implementation of the plan in July 2008. - Kimberly Reeves

Locally Cool 

Austin embarks on a long but 
hopeful journey

Are you and I doomed? Of course. Is the 
Earth doomed? I don’t think so. 

Those postulates are by way of introduction 
to the group of feature articles devoted to vari- 
ous aspects of global warming in today’s issue 
by a team of Chronicle writers, including 
Katherine Gregor, Dan Mottola, Nora Ankrum, 
Amy Smith, and Richard Whittaker. In the 
spirit and context of the city of Austin’s new 
initiative - under the unglamorous heading, 
the Austin Climate Protection Plan - to address 
global warming at the municipal level, these 
writers have come together to consider various 
aspects of the plan and its potential to actually 
make an impact on what has become the over- 
arching environmental emergency of our time. 

Katherine Gregor delivers a comprehensive 
introduction to the city’s plan, initiated by 
Mayor Will Wynn, endorsed by the City 
Council, and currently being woven into the 
city’s ongoing daily practices. (Austin Energy’s 
Roger Duncan should also be congratulated for 
becoming both a local and national leader on 
alternative energy and global warming mat- 
ters.) Nora Ankrum gives Chronicle readers 
(and folks here visiting for the myriad South by 
Southwest Festivals) a capsule version of what 
each of us can do to join the larger effort. 
(Consult her much more detailed recommen- 
dations at austinchronicle.com.) And Richard 
Whittaker briefly introduces the notion of “car- 
bon credits” and how carbon exchange may 
soon become as familiar as that once-mysteri- 
ous practice called “downloading.” 

This still being Texas, the news is hardly all 
good. Dan Mottola, who has been covering the 
TXU coal-plant debacle from its beginning, 
considers the effects of the pending TXU sale 
and, more immediately for Chronicle readers, 
how the coal plants still on the drawing board 
may yet undermine (or overcloud) all of Austin’s 
yeomen’s efforts to cut down carbon emissions 
above our heads. Finally, in “On the Lege,” 
Amy Smith takes a look at legislative efforts - 
or lack of efforts - to address global warming 
issues, which until now have largely been con- 
fined to insisting there is no such thing - and 
the Earth is flat, too. 

The Bad News 

I’d like to think that’s an exaggeration. But 
already this session, veteran Texas House Rep. 
Warren Chisum, R-Pampa, was caught distrib- 
uting to his colleagues the breaking news 
(from an equally learned colleague in the 
Georgia Legislature, no less) that evolution is 
bunk, the Earth is the center of the solar sys- 
tem, and moreover, modernist notions to the 
contrary are being propagated by an ancient 
Jewish conspiracy 

So we shouldn’t look for a warm statewide 
embrace of Austin’s scientific perspicacity. I

Time Is on Her Side

presume that in this space, I’m mostly 
preaching to the secular choir, but in case 
any of you out there are still dismissing (or 
ignoring) the global warming evidence as 
just A1 Gore’s latest bid for an Oscar, let me 
call your attention to the February report of 
the Intergovernmental Panel on Climate 
Change: Climate Change 2007. It’s a highly 
technical report by a broad consortium of 
international scientists (www.ipcc.ch), but its 
major findings are readily understandable - 
and but a few of those should be sufficient 
to pull up short any remaining doubters: 

• “Global atmospheric concentrations of 
carbon dioxide, methane, and nitrous oxide 
[the major greenhouse gases] have increased 
markedly since 1750 and now far exceed 
preindustrial values determined from ice 
cores spanning many thousands of years 
[650,000 years, give or take a century].” 


• “The primary source of the increased 
atmospheric concentration of carbon diox- 
ide . . . results from fossil-fuel use, with land 
use change providing another significant but 
smaller contribution.” 

• “Warming of the climate is unequivocal, 
as is now evident from observations of 
increases in global average air and ocean 
temperatures, widespread melting of snow 
and ice, and rising global average sea level.” 

• “Most of the observed increase in globally 
averaged temperatures since the mid-20th 
century is very likely [i.e., greater than 90% 
chance] due to the observed increase in 
anthropogenic [man-made] greenhouse gas 
concentrations.” 

And here’s a couple of warnings of likely 
consequences of particular note for Texans: 

• “It is very likely that hot extremes, heat 
waves, and heavy precipitation events will 
continue to become more frequent.” 

• “It is likely [i.e., greater than 66%] that future 
tropical cyclones (typhoons and hurricanes) 


will become more intense, with larger peak 
wind speeds and more heavy precipitation.” 


So the news is not exactly reassuring. But 
I began as I did because I am reflexively 
skeptical of the enormous vanity of declaring 
my particular historical moment as the worst 
that’s ever been - apres moi, le deluge - and 
because even in my own time, what we 
charitably call civilization has thus far sur- 
vived the threat of nuclear weapons, the 
Cold War, the “population bomb,” and heav- 
ily militarized international empires even 
now determined to expand their hair-trigger 
follies to outer space. Yet I note that long- 
time eco-warrior Stewart Brand - once con- 
vinced that explosive population growth 
would starve us all by the Eighties - has 


come ’round to the notion that the planet is 
a very resilient ecosystem and that given 
enough care, research, and planning, we can 
eventually overcome environmental threats 
that now seem quite overwhelming. 

Given enough care, research, and planning 
- those are crucial presumptions, and our 
city officials are to be congratulated for call- 
ing forcibly on themselves and all Austinites 
to begin doing our best to prevent, in practi- 
cal and particular terms, the eventual conse- 
quences of unmitigated global warming. Can 
it be enough - globally and in the long run? 
We simply do not, and cannot, know. 

In truth you and I will be long gone before 
anyone knows whether the small steps we 
take today will eventually become enough to 
undo nearly 250 years of industrial environ- 
mental recklessness around the globe. A 
man planting a tree never knows whether 
another will come behind him to water it 
when he’s gone. 

All we can do is plant and bring water. ■ 


What if they held a zoning hearing - and 
nobody came? 

Today’s City Council meeting is like an epi- 
sode of The Twilight Zone - “The Condos Are 
Coming to Maple Street,” maybe? - but instead 
of being the last man on Earth, we’re the last 
of the developers. (A shame, we know.) In a 
shocker of scarcity, there are only five items 
concerning zoning - three with hearings, two 
without. (By comparison, last council meeting 
had 17, and there were more than 35 the meet- 
ing before that.) Was the entire city designated 
for vertical mixed use last week, in some con- 
sent item that sailed through undetected? 
Perhaps the rezoning demand has temporarily 
cooled (like saner quarters of the real estate 
world at large - everywhere but Austin). That’s 
not to say that next meeting, two weeks away, 
won’t be another caffeine-mainlining affair 
packed to the rafters with variance requests. 

The current zoning system barely works for 
anyone: neighbors and developers looking to 
make their cases face interminable waits; hear- 
ing the arguments, council slinks into the morn- 
ing hours, sapped of alertness and foresight. 
Moreover, with their snouts rooted in the muck 
of zoning minutiae, council members can’t see 
the forest for the trees - or in this case, the 
master plan for the point towers. It’s govern- 
ment by crisis, the city’s future steered from 
the seat of the dais. 

It may sound counterintuitive, but shorter 
meetings would let council consider more. By 
curtailing the zoning procession, more time 
could be devoted to developing a holistic sense 
of the city and her growth - and a rest given to 
the piecemeal zoning patchwork passed off as 
city planning. “One thing we’re considering doing 
is moving the zoning time up from 4pm to 2 or 
3, so we get started on it sooner,” says Council 
Member Lee Leffingwell. “A lot of times we’re 
just waiting.” At their recent in-chambers plan- 
ning retreat, shortening meetings was one idea 
council decided to pursue. Another possibility 
is shortening speakers’ time. Council does this 
already in some cases; opposing arguments in 
zoning skirmishes may be limited to 30 or 45 
minutes, but only if both sides agree. “There’s 
two sides to that argument,” Leffingwell says. 
“In Austin we bias toward the total democratic 
side,” giving every speaker - often dozens, 
upward of a hundred in some cases - their 


three minutes before the dais, but there’s 
“also consideration for other people who want 
to get home before 2 o’clock in the morning.” 
Another concept, proposed by the mayor, is a 
moratorium on votes after midnight. Having 
asked City Manager Toby Futrell to prepare 
some proposals, Leffingwell hopes to see 
something within a month. 

Let’s hope she considers ways Austin’s siz- 
able consortium of boards and commissions 
might shoulder the load - groups like the Plan- 
ning, Zoning and Platting, and Design com- 
missions. (Hell, even the Parks Commission 
has weighed in on Richard Suttle’s waterfront 
variance requests.) They’re the front lines in 
the growth wars and should be doing the 
trench-work while council sketches the big pic- 
ture - proactively heading off whatever existen- 
tial-threat-to-the-people’s-republic they court 
each week. But let’s not hold our breath. 

In chaos, there’s opportunity, and with a dis- 
tracted council, city staff has taken on more 
decision-making power (a recent example being 
the city manager’s attempt to spend bond dol- 
lars prior to the Oversight Committee’s recom- 
mendation). While we wait for Futrell to stream- 
line the meeting process, we can borrow a high 
tech question: Is the disarray on the dais a bug 
or a feature? 

The Bottom Line 

Money’s on everybody’s mind. Last week, 
several retired firefighters came before council 
to request a cost-of-living increase for their 
retirement funds. They didn’t get an overly 
sympathetic reception (except from former fire- 
fighter Mike Martinez), but the process did spur 
council and Futrell to rethink the city’s non-pub- 
lic-safety pension funds; await further develop- 
ments. Also, legislation enabling meet-and- 
confer bargaining for the city’s rank and file 
(endorsed by council last week) is in the works 
at the Capitol, with a bill filed last week by 
Austin Rep. Dawnna Dukes and Houston Rep. 
Kevin Bailey. In more money talk, $170 million 
of those bond bucks get spent today, after 
review by the Bond Oversight Committee. Other 
notables include potential final approval of the 
massive Concordia campus redesign, a brief- 
ing on the city’s suddenly revived Waller Creek 
plans, and a makeover of the parking lots 
under 1-35 Downtown.

Sen. Kirk Watson, D-Austin, chair of the Capital Area Metropolitan 
Planning Organization’s Transportation Policy Board, told participants of 
a work session on Monday that all members of CAMPO’s joint powers agree- 
ment have signed off on proposed changes to the CAMPO board. That means 
a leaner and more local board, with fewer proxies and elected officials, 
should be in place by the CAMPO meeting in April. - K.R. 

Austin Police Department stops of pedestrians drove an increase in the total 
number of police stops in 2006, according to APD’s annual report on racial profil- 
ing released March 5. In all, police recorded 199,016 traffic and pedestrian 
stops, an increase of 7.4%. Pedestrian stops are most common where foot and 
bike cops patrol - in the Downtown, North Central, South Central, and Central 
East area commands - and the increase was driven in part by the midyear addi- 
tion of several new bike patrols, acting Chief Cathy Ellison wrote in a memo 
attached to the report. Though Ellison notes that consent searches of blacks 
dropped nearly 7% in 2006, overall the number of consent searches - where 
police request permission to conduct a search of a car or person though they 
lack probable cause or a warrant to do so - increased 4.9%, due to “initiatives 
designed to address specific problem areas” of town. Strikingly, the total number 
of police searches of pedestrians skyrocketed 56.9%. The report doesn’t contem- 
plate a reason for the increase, aside from pointing out that these interactions 
are concentrated in high-pedestrian areas, like Downtown. Traffic-stop searches 
also increased last year, 15.5% overall and 18.5% in consent searches. In all, 
however, the total number of consent searches reported by police remains low: 
only 326 searches out of nearly 200,000 stops last year. - Jordan Smith 

Fourteen people are behind bars and facing federal drug charges for their 
alleged connection to an Austin-based heroin-trafficking organization, APD 
reports. The investigation into the Castro crime family began in 2005 when 
APD narcos began looking into the dope-trafficking activities of three brothers: 
Henry Castro, Rene Gaitan Castro, and Randy Gaitan Castro. APD’s investiga- 
tion earned the interest and assistance of the feds - specifically from the 
Austin offices of the Drug Enforcement Administration and Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms - and officers made a string of busts, seizing heroin stashed 
inside balloons, ready for distribution to dealers, and uncut “black tar” heroin 
not yet processed for street sales. The 14 alleged members of the Castro fam- 
ily operation were indicted by a federal grand jury on Feb. 20, and by Feb. 28, 
all were behind bars, police report. The investigation into the Castro operation 
followed in the wake of another joint APD-federal investigation into the heroin- 
trafficking of the Celedon family, which concluded in November with the sen- 
tencing in federal court of 17 members of the organization. Police say it’s likely 
the Castro ring grew to fill the market once controlled by the Celedons. - J.S. 

The Travis County Sheriff’s Office has joined St. Paul, Minn.-based compa- 
ny CitizenObserver, creator of a Web-based alert system to connect local 
law enforcement agencies with local residents, to get “critical information out 
to the public” in a timely manner, according to a TCSO press release. 
Consider it a phone tree for the 21st century: Residents register online (at 
www.citizenobserver.com/signup) and are notified - by e-mail, pager, text mes- 
sage, or fax - whenever TCSO posts an alert to the CitizenObserver Web site. 
“We can put the information out on a single site, and we don’t have to keep 
up with any address databases,” said Sheriff Greg Hamilton. It’s “a way for 
us to get critical information out to the public very quickly.” - J.S. 

The Austin Public Library is unveiling a first-ever multimedia history of the city, 
Austin Past and Present, in time for the South by Southwest Interactive 
Festival. Computer terminals at the library system’s 22 locations will carry 
the presentation, which borrows heavily from the Austin History Center’s vast 
collection. Kiosks at City Hall, the Convention Center, and the airport also will 
feature the presentation, and a DVD version will be on sale at SXSW to bene- 
fit the History Center. For more, see www.austinpastandpresent.com and 
Chronicle Screens feature “Community Acces,” March 1. - K.R. 

The Jollyville Plateau salamander, a sassy 1- to 2-inch-long amphibian with 
lots of charisma, is native to five creeks in Northern Travis and Western 
Williamson counties. Late last month, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
announced it has found substantial biological information to consider adding 
the salamander to the federal list of threatened and endangered species. The 
USFWS study was based on a petition filed in 2005 by the Save Our Springs 
Alliance, which cited habitat threats including expanded urbanization, degrada- 
tion of water quality and quantity, and insufficient regulatory mechanisms to 
protect the salamander’s habitat. SOS Executive Director Bill Bunch said the 
central problem is development within the habitat, which includes parts of 
Shoal and Buttercup creeks but primarily Bull Creek. Ideally, SOS would like to 
see more protection of Jollyville Plateau recharge areas, as in stricter impervi- 
ous cover limits and improved sewer lines protections, Bunch said. He added 
that the determination was a result of an SOS lawsuit, since the USFWS is 
now only taking action to list species under court orders. By December, USFWS 
will complete a full review as to whether to propose Endangered Species Act 
protections. The salamander could eventually benefit from the federal 
Endangered Species Recovery Act, proposed by Idaho Republican Mike Crapo, 
which would extend $2.7 billion in tax credits over 10 years to landowners who 
take steps to help endangered species recover. - Daniel Mottola 

In other wildlife news, 50 cedar waxwing birds migrating north through 
Austin got drunk on fermented yaupon berries, keeled over, and died in the 
courtyard of the offices of the state Department of Aging and Disability 
Services on Monday, says state Department of Health Services spokesman 
Doug McBride. A drunk waxwing will do things it wouldn’t normally do - like 
repeatedly fly into a plate glass window - and/or won’t do the things it would 


normally do to protect itself - like puff out its chest to stay warm overnight - 
which can spell disaster for the little yellow-chested, dark-masked bird, says 
McBride, who noted that the avian deaths posed no public-health threat. - J.S. 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Law enforcement officers from across the state attended a military funeral, 
with bugle and honor guard, held Thursday in Cedar Park to honor former 
Williamson Co. Sheriff Jim Wilson, 53, who died March 5 in his home in 
Burnet County. In December 2003, Commissioners Court appointed Wilson 
to replace disgraced John Maspero, who resigned after allegations of public 
drunkenness surfaced in a removal suit. Wilson held this post for slightly 
more than a year until the current sheriff, James Wilson (no relation), defeat- 
ed him in the 2004 election. In January 2004, one of Jim Wilson’s first priori- 
ties was to form a long-awaited, 10-member task force to revitalize the inves- 
tigation of the disappearance of Rachel Cooke, a Georgetown teen who went 
missing in 2002 and was presumed murdered. Prior to his term as sheriff, 
Jim Wilson served as constable for four terms. As a Williamson Co. sheriff’s 
deputy, he was part of the 1980s investigation that brought Henry Lee Lucas 
to justice. A Williamson Co. native, Jim Wilson joined the armed forces out of 
high school and served in Vietnam; he’s remembered as an honest and dedi- 
cated public servant who believed in keeping his promises. - Patricia J. Ruland 

The monthly magazine Prison Legal News filed suit in federal court last week 
against Dallas Co. and Dallas Co. Sheriff Lupe Valdez, charging officials 
with violating the First Amendment by banning inmate access to newspapers 
and magazines in the Dallas Co. Jail. The magazine, which reports on issues 
important to inmates - including stories about excessive force, jail litigation, 
prison rape, and capital punishment - has more than 5,000 subscribers, 
including nine living at the Dallas Jail. According to the Texas Civil Rights 
Project, which is representing the magazine, Dallas Co. officials unceremoni- 
ously issued a policy last year banning inmates from receiving any newspa- 
pers or magazines - TCRP says Dallas officials decided that since inmates 
can watch TV in their cell blocks, they don’t need access to other media. “It’s 
been a while since I’ve seen an in-depth discussion of constitutional rights 
on any television program,” said TCRP attorney Scott Medlock in a press 
release. “Inmates in the jail have paid from their own pockets for subscrip- 
tions to Prison Legal News. The First Amendment gives them the right to 
receive it.” Dallas officials last week told Texas Cable News that the ban was 
designed to “help eliminate clutter” at the jail. Chief Deputy Sheriff Gary 
Lindsey said the U.S. Department of Justice has approved similar bans when 
TVs are available; inmates locked in single cells, without TV, are exempted 
and allowed to have a newspaper and up to three magazines. - J.S. 

The fledgling market for HD radio received a boost this week when Wal-Mart 
announced plans to sell HD receivers in 2,000 stores. It was the smallest of 
baby steps - Wal-Mart will only carry one JVC car receiver, retailing for “less 
than $190” - but it was still badly needed good news for the HD rollout. Even 
though broadcasters have flooded the airwaves with commercials promoting 
HD, a digital format that allows stations to offer more than one channel on 
the same frequency, few retailers carry receivers and local broadcasters have 
been slow to roll out new channels. According to industry group HD Digital 
Radio Alliance, 600-plus stations are multicasting around the country. - K.B. 

Last week the governors of six western states inked the Western Regional 
Climate Action Initiative, calling for immediate steps to address global 
warming. “Western states are experiencing the effects of a hotter, drier cli- 
mate, including prolonged droughts, excessive heat waves, reduced snow 
packs, increased snowmelts, altered precipitation patterns, and more severe 
forest fires,” reads the agreement, which was signed by the governors of 
Arizona, California, Montana, New Mexico, Oregon, and Washington - but not 
Texas. The initiative stipulates: an overall regional goal, within six months, to 
collectively reduce statewide emissions; a design, within 18 months, for a 
regional mechanism such as a cap-and-trade program to achieve global-warm- 
ing-gas-reduction goals; and a multistate global-warming-gas registry or inven- 
tory. Also, as part of the agreement, the governors committed to promote the 
development and use of clean and renewable energy and to increase energy 
efficiency within their jurisdictions. The initiative recognizes the “economic 
and environmental benefits” of such actions. - D.M. 

Austin drivers, especially commuters, are at serious risk of fine particle pollu- 
tion from diesel trucks, according to a report released last week by the 
Boston-based Clean Air Task Force and the Texas office of Public Citizen. 
Researchers tested air quality in traffic behind 18-wheelers, city buses, and gar- 
bage trucks in New York, Boston, Austin, and Columbus, Ohio, and found elevat- 
ed levels of particulate pollution - tied to asthma, lung cancer, stroke, heart 
attack, and infant death. There are “13 million diesel engines in service today, 
and virtually all are exempt from modern pollution controls,” said Conrad 
Schneider, advocacy director for the task force. “However, our study showed that 
simply replacing the muffler of trucks or buses with a diesel particle filter can 
reduce commuter exposure substantially.” Advocates are calling on the 
Environmental Protection Agency to require all highway trucks to be retrofitted 
with particulate filters, which typically cost about $2,000 (or $5,000 to $7,000 
for buses) but never need to be replaced. Also recommended are Texas’ pro- 
posed HB 1291, the Clean School Bus program, and the addition of particulates 
to the Texas Emissions Reduction Plan, which now targets ozone-forming nitro- 
gen oxide. Researchers found drastically less particulate pollution on MoPac, 
where 18-wheelers are banned, than on 1-35. When amid the big-rigs, research- 
ers recommend, put windows up and set cabin ventilation to recirculate. - D.M. 
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1-35 Makeover Update 

Squint as you look up to the bridge over 1-35 between Sixth and 
Eighth streets - maybe on your way to Municipal Court or the Austin 
Police Department - and imagine this concrete no-man’s land as a 
future gateway joining East and West Austin. 

It’s taken about four years for the surrounding neighbors - the 
Organization of Central East Austin Neighborhoods and East 
Cesar Chavez Neighborhood Planning Team, along with the 
Downtown Austin Alliance, the East 6th Street Community 
Association, and Keep Austin Beautiful - to come up with a 
solution that will take this barrier between East Austin and 
Downtown and make it as hospitable as it can be for pedestrian 
traffic. “When architect Juan [Cotera] and I proposed to work on 
this design, we told the committee that it was this cultural rift 
between East and West Austin we would like to address - to not let 
that aspect go unexplored,” said architect Phil Reed of Cotera + 
Reed at the unveiling of the design on Tuesday morning. “That 
addressing the real cultural problem might mean leaving the physi- 
cal problem in place and working with it.” 

“Working with it” means using a budget of about $2.3 million to 
take the existing parking lots and upgrade them by adding more 
lighting, wider sidewalks, and more plants. Funding for the project 
will come from about $600,000 in accumulated parking revenues 
from the parking lots underneath the bridge, plus a $265,000 grant 
from Keep Austin Beautiful and $1.5 million in city-backed certifi- 
cates of obligation. Eventually, the municipal courts will move out 
of the building, across the freeway frontage road, and these surface 
parking lots will serve Sixth Street. Add that to the fact the Waller 
Creek tunnel financing appears to be on its way - with Travis Co. 
Commissioners Court likely to join the city in a tax-increment 
financing district later this month - and it seems that this end of 
Downtown will see a revitalization in the not-too-distant future. 

Of course, it may occur to road-watchers that 1-35 through Austin 
is supposed to be overhauled and expanded sometime in the next 
decade or so, and one might wonder if the project will be built, only 
to be torn down again a few years later. “We’ve kept TxDOT in the 
loop from the beginning and they’re extremely supportive of the proj- 
ect,” said Mike Clark-Madison, a spokesman for neighbors push- 
ing the makeover and a former Austin Chronicle editor. “Realistically, 
reconstructing 1-35 through Downtown is still in the indefinite future. 
However, one of our guidelines in the design phase was to remem- 
ber that it’s always possible that the project will have to be disman- 
tled. So we steered away from ideas that involved, for example, 
major excavation of the site, or building structured parking, or 
investing a lot of money in design treatments for the existing pillars 
and deck.” 

Funds for the 1-35 makeover project and the Waller Creek tunnel 
project will both be on council’s agenda Thursday. Council Member 
Sheryl Cole, one of the biggest proponents of creating a gateway 
between East Austin and Downtown, sees the 1-35 makeover project 
as an integral component of that gateway. “I’ve always seen the 
Waller Creek project as being the connection bridging the gap 
between East and West Austin, and this is just a piece of that,” 

Cole said. “This segues from the Saltillo District into Downtown. I 
think we’re about to see a long-term investment into Downtown ... 
that will help the destiny of our city overall.” - Kimberly Reeves

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Minimum-Wage Delays 

Why haven’t competing versions of U.S. House and Senate 
minimum-wage legislation made it yet to conference com- 
mittee for debate and, ideally, subsequent compromise? 

Oink oink oink! 

As Economic Policy Institute economist Max B. Sawicky 

puts it more eloquently in a recent op-ed, the tax cuts for 
small businesses that Senate Republicans insist be included 
in any wage-hike legislation are nothing more than Congress’ 
version of the other white meat. (The EPI is a D.C.-based think 
tank that focuses primarily on labor issues.) 

“Everybody in Washington knows these tax cuts are just 
pork, no less than past earmarks for such boondoggles as 
Ohio’s National Packard Museum or Alabama’s statue of 
Vulcan, the Roman god of fire. ... [Tjhese tax cuts would never 
stand alone, so they ought not stand at all.” 

As Sawicky explains in “Minimum Wage, Maximum Pork,” 
which originally appeared in Business Week, the problem with 
the proposed tax cuts is that they “could benefit a business 
with no minimum-wage employees - or one with no employees 
at all - because they’re unrelated to labor costs, past, present 
or future.” Instead, the cuts are tied largely to a business’ 
depreciation and how a business is classified by the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

The House and Senate have both passed bills to raise the 
federal minimum wage from $5.15 to $7.25 an hour, the first 
increase in more than nine years. The rub is that the Senate’s 
version includes $8.3 billion in tax breaks. While the House’s 
initial version of the bill didn’t include breaks for businesses, 
a revised version passed Feb. 16 includes $1.8 billion. The 
Associated Press reported in mid-February that “Senate 
Finance Committee Chairman Max Baucus, D-Mont., said 
House and Senate negotiators could reconcile differences in 
the bills within two or three weeks,” quoting Baucus as saying, 
“The minimum wage provision is going to trump all of this and 


is going to drive us to get this thing done pretty quickly.” 

Well, about three weeks have passed, and what has 
Congress accomplished on the minimum-wage front? Nada. 

Ross Eisenbrey, EPI’s vice president and policy director, 
told the Chronicle in an e-mail, “The Republicans are stalling, 
refusing to give unanimous consent to go to conference until 
the Dems agree to a high level of business tax cuts. The 
Dems are refusing, and [Senate Majority Leader Harry] Reid 
is reported to be at the end of his fuse.” 

At the state level, Houston Democrats Rodney Ellis and 
Senfronia Thompson have filed identical companion bills - 


Senate Bill 95 and House Bill 451, respec- 
tively - that include a provision for adjusting 
the minimum wage for inflation to prevent its 
value from eroding. (For more on this, see 
“Hope on Minimum-Wage Horizon,” Feb. 2.) 
But nothing has happened with SB 95 so far, 
and Economic Development Committee mem- 
bers left HB 451 pending after a Feb. 21 
public hearing. 

Stalling and waiting aside, watchers at 
both the state and federal level are still 
hopeful minimum-wage legislation will pass. 

“I am confident that the minimum-wage bill 
will make it to the president’s desk,” 
Eisenbrey said. 

When asked about the chances of mini- 
mum-wage legislation passing in Texas, the 
Center for Public Policy Priorities’ Don 
Baylor said, “There does seem to be a con- 
sensus that it would be OK for Texas to act 
at this time.” Translation: Twenty-nine states 
have already approved minimum-wage 
increases, 10 of which are adjusted for infla- 
tion, so nobody would have the gall to call 
Texas legislators sissy, worker-friendly pro- 
gressives if they raise the minimum wage this session. 

“It just becomes harder and harder to argue that it’s a job- 
killer,” said Baylor of raising the minimum. The issue has 
“moved from semifringe to fully mainstream at this point.” The 
most contentious aspect of Ellis’ and Thompson’s legislation 
will be the issue of whether to adjust for inflation, said Baylor, 
adding that the pace at which the bills move under the state’s 
pink dome is tied directly to happenings, or lack thereof, in 
Congress. “The federal stuff is obviously moving along very 
slowly,” he said, “and that obviously has a big impact on what 
happens here.” - Cheryl Smith

Hot Air

If nearly a dozen states can adopt tougher emissions 
standards for new cars and trucks, how hard can it be for 
Texas? It’s as hard as can be. 

Try convincing the governor and other Republican lead- 
ers that carbon-dioxide emissions from vehicles and coal 
plants contribute to global warming. To get to that point, 
they need to be sold on the scientific evidence that global 
warming does, in fact, exist. 

Given those heady challenges, don’t expect to see 
much movement this session on legislation containing the 
words “global warming” and “carbon dioxide” in the text. 
This would include the ambitious companion bills filed by 
Austin Rep. Mark Strama and Houston Sen. Rodney 
Ellis, which would add Texas to the growing number of 
states that have followed California’s lead in enacting 
stricter emissions 
standards for new 
vehicles. The leg- 
islation would 
require dramatic 
reductions in 
sulfur dioxide 
and nitrous oxide 
- two pollutants 
that carry penalties 
under the federal Clean Air 
Act - as well as carbon 
dioxide, which is not 
addressed in the act. 

As such, Texas legisla- 
tors friendly with carbon 
dioxide-emitting industry are 
reluctant to implement new 
laws that exceed the federal 
level, as a raft of West Coast 
and northeast states have 
already done. “If the bill is 
going to pass, it 
would be on the 
basis of smog-form- 
ing pollutants” sulfur 
dioxide and nitrous oxide, 

Strama said. “Businesses support 
those reductions because the Clean 
Air Act can really punish industry and 
economic development if we fail to 
meet clean air standards.” To the 
extent that there is traction in the 
bill, he added, “It’s not because of 
global warming, unfortunately, 
because of what the political senti- 
ments are about global warming.” 

Consider, for example, the senti- 
ments of Rep. Phil King, R-Weatherford, 
chairman of the powerful House Committee 
on Regulated Industries: “I think global 
warming is bad science,” he told the Fort Worth 
Star-Telegram in January. The same article quoted Gov. 
Rick Perry, who expressed doubt about the existence of 
man-made climate changes and fear that tighter standards 
would wreak havoc on the state’s financial health. “I am 
not going to put the state of Texas in a competitive eco- 
nomic disadvantage on some science that may or may not 
be correct,” he said. 

With those views in mind, Strama said he’ll file legisla- 
tion by Friday - the deadline for filing bills - that even the 
governor might find favorable. The bill would amend cur- 
rent state law that provides property tax breaks for man- 
ufacturers that add upgraded pollution-control equipment 
to their facilities. Because carbon dioxide is not consid- 


ered a pollutant in Texas, companies have little incentive 
to rein in their emissions. Strama’s bill would change 
that. “We would give to carbon-capturing technologies the 
same exemption from property taxation that we give to 
other pollution controls,” he said. As Strama sees it, the 
measure would encourage Texas industries to invest in 
these technologies while making the state a leader in 
the development of carbon-capturing technologies. A sec- 
ond component of the bill would give tax breaks to oil 
companies that prevent carbon dioxide - which is inject- 
ed into oil wells to extract more oil - from escaping into 
the atmosphere. 

Even with the governor’s refusal to take the lead on 
stemming carbon-dioxide emissions, lawmakers have 
made great strides on another level - meaning they are 
able to discuss the pollution issue while tiptoeing around 
the subject of global warming. A bipartisan Legislative 
Air Quality Caucus has emerged this session, and that 
alone is progress. Lest they set off any polarizing alarm 
bells, the caucus members have taken a middle-of-the- 
road approach toward protecting public health without stiff- 
ing Texas businesses. 

Rep. Donna Howard, D-Austin, took the lead organizing 
the group, with help from the other side of the aisle. 
The first person I went to was Jerry Madden,” 
Howard said of the senior House member 
from Richardson. 
Madden is one 
of the more out- 
spoken Repub- 
licans question- 
ing the wisdom 
of fast-tracking 
the permitting pro- 
cess for a number 
of proposed coal-fired 
power plants. “I felt 
that if Jerry got on 
board, he would lend 
credibility to the effort and 
show that this was sincerely 
going to be a bipartisan 
effort,” she said. Working 
together, the two had little trou- 
ble recruiting members from 
both parties. “We have 41 
members signed up, and 
close to a third of them are 
Republicans,” Howard 
said proudly. 

The group has 
already achieved a 
consensus on one critical 
issue - a lack of communication 
between the Texas Commission on 
Environmental Quality, the Public Utility 
Commission, and the Electric Relia- 
bility Council of Texas, which operates 
the electric grid for about 85% of the 
state. “They’re making decisions indepen- 
dent of one another, with the right hand 
not necessarily knowing what the left hand 
is doing,” Howard said. The caucus landed 
on the poor communication link at a meeting with 
representatives of the three agencies. “In talking with us 
about what their perceptions are [of the state’s energy 
picture] and where we are headed, it was clear that there 
was some confusion and misinformation and assump- 
tions being made by different parts of that triumvirate.” 
This was all the evidence legislators needed to build 
momentum for developing a statewide energy policy, 
maybe even an umbrella organization that would 
address the state’s appetite for power. This step for- 
ward won’t solve global warming, but it could be just 
the ticket for the right hand knowing what the left hand 
is doing. That’s progress.

CAPITOL BRIEFS 


Two more state reps last week entered the increasingly crowded field of 
lawmakers seeking to regulate the use of electroshock Taser guns, 
with bills that seek to further regulate their use. San Antonio Democrat 
Trey Martinez Fischer filed House Bill 1535, which would require training 
and weapon registration for all civilian Taser owners - a law patterned 
after the state’s concealed handgun law. The idea came from San 
Antonio police concerned about “the nature of this weapon and its anti- 
law enforcement implications,” he said in a press release. Police are 
trained in the weapon’s use and are, at least theoretically, required to 
use the weapon in a safe manner and only in response to certain 
threats of force. As it stands, however, there is no such requirement for 
private ownership and use. “We owe it to our law enforcement to ensure 
that Texans register their Tasers and have the proper training to use 
these weapons responsibly.” Meanwhile, Rep. Garnet Coleman, D- 
Houston, is taking a different approach to Taser safety with HB 1304, 
which would impose a year moratorium on all Taser use, in order to allow 
a “comprehensive” review of their use by police. “We need a one-year 
moratorium on Tasers to ensure the public safety of our citizens,” 
Coleman said in a press release. “At times, Tasers have been used 
improperly by law enforcement officers to subdue individuals who do not 
pose a serious danger to themselves or others.” Coleman argues that 
the state needs to develop uniform policies and procedures governing 
Taser use by police. “This is a serious issue, and we should have a 
statewide policy that can be used for all law-enforcement agencies 
across the state,” he said. - Jordan Smith 

Texas is one step closer to sentencing repeat child molesters to the 
death penalty, as HB 8 continues its rapid sprint into the law books. 

On Tuesday, the House passed “Jessica’s Law” - authored by Rep. 
Debbie Riddle, R-Tomball - on a 119-25-1 vote. Aside from alleviating the 
possibility of reduced sentences for good behavior and stretching the 
statute of limitations in molestation cases - measures applauded by vic- 
tim’s rights groups - the bill also gives prosecutors the option of pursu- 
ing the death penalty for sexual assailants who strike children younger 
than 14 twice or more. The bill originally looked headed for passage 
even earlier, late last week, but qualms that the threat of capital punish- 
ment would encourage attackers to kill the witness to their crime - the 
child victim - slowed it momentarily. Unfortunately, other concerns - that 
the death penalty option would silence reporting, as most molesters are 
family members - didn’t weigh on lawmakers’ minds as heavily. While it 
may have been a politically popular bill - witness its center-stage place- 
ment in the campaigns of Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst and Attorney General 
Greg Abbott - it got little support from the Travis Co. delegation. Reps. 
Dawnna Dukes, Elliott Naishtat, Donna Howard, Eddie Rodriguez, and 
Valinda Bolton all voted “no”; Mark Strama was Austin’s only “yes.” The 
bill now goes to the Senate, and if successful there, to the governor for 
approval. Rodriguez called HB 8, heavily lauded by David Dewhurst, 
“gubernatorial electoral politics in action. ... Even our notoriously tough 
Texas prosecutors did not request the death penalty for HB 8.”

Twenty-five Senators, including Kirk Watson, filed a bill on Tuesday that 
would put a two-year moratorium on comprehensive development 
agreements like Trans-Texas Corridor 35. Comprehensive development 
agreements allow private companies to lease public facilities such as 
roads for a 50- or 100-year period, reaping the profit of tolls. Before toll 
road opponents rejoice, however, they should understand that the real 
crux of concern is not toll roads, per se, but allowing outside companies 
to make a profit off of them. Some lawmakers are more inclined to have 
the state issue the bonds and operate the toll roads, than to see a com- 
pany like Cintra Zachry make the profit. - K.R. 

Leaders in the House and Senate have filed a bill to replace the high- 
stakes exit-level Texas Assessment of Knowledge and Skills test in 
high school with 12 high-stakes end-of-course exams. The proposal has 
its pluses and minuses. On the plus side, the tests are a better gauge 
of knowledge, more complete and given to students closer to the time 
the content is taught. And because a passing score is cumulative, it 
gives students weak in math and strong in English - or vice versa - the 
chance to miss passing a test by one or two questions without serious 
consequence. On the minus side, these tests are still high stakes; stu- 
dents still have to have an overall passing rate on all 12 tests in order 
to graduate high school. - K.R. 

This session’s omnibus water bill, SB 3, got a beating from farmers, 
ranchers, and environmentalists during a hearing on Tuesday, primarily 
due to plans to set aside thousands of acres of land for potential future 
reservoirs across the state. On the other hand, the bill’s conservation 
measures and acknowledgement of the environmental flow issue got 
gold stars from many in the audience. Environmental flows are those in- 
stream water flows necessary to preserve the delicate ecosystems of 
the state’s bays and estuaries. During testimony, Ken Kramer of the 
Lone Star Chapter of the Texas Sierra Club recommended that sponsor 
Sen. Kip Averitt, R-Waco, pull out the reservoir component in order to 
make sure the rest of the good measures passed. The bill was left pend- 
ing in committee. - K.R. 
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Detention Center Lawsuits Begin 


The American Civil Liberties Union has 

filed 10 lawsuits on behalf of 10 immigrant 
children from Lithuania, Canada, Haiti, 
Honduras, Somalia, and Guyana, who were 
detained at the T Don Hutto Family 
Detention Center in Taylor. The lawsuits 
allege that the facility inhumanely jails chil- 
dren and violates standards in place for a 
decade. Representing the plaintiffs are the 
national and state ACLU, the UT School of 
Law Immigration Clinic, and the internation- 
al law firm, LeBoeuf, Lamb, Greene & 
MacRae. Named as defendants are Michael 
Chertoff, Secretary of the U.S. Department 
of Homeland Security, and six U.S. Immigra- 
tion and Customs Enforcement officials. 

The private jail, operated by 
the Corrections Corporation 
of America, once housed 
overflow inmates for county 
and state corrections facili- 
ties, as well as undocument- 
ed immigrants from Mexico. 

Now, according to a contract 
specifying sponsorship by 
Williamson County, TDH 
houses “Other Than Mexi- 
cans,” or OTMs, for ICE. 

Detainees number about 
400, including 200 children, s 
which has prompted the inter- i 
national outrage over the § 
practice of incarcerating chil- i 
dren. Children, even babies, ° 
wear prison garb and sleep in 
cells; they may not have toys in their cells, nor 
may they have nondetainee visitors. The law- 
suits also chastise TDH personnel for threat- 
ening children with separation from their par- 
ents - to keep the youngsters in line. “This 
terrorizes parents and children,” said Barbara 
Hines, an attorney with the UT Immigration 
Clinic. Generally speaking, TDH “violates its 
duty to meet the minimum standards and con- 
ditions for the housing and release of all 
minors in federal immigration custody set 
forth in a 1997 settlement agreement in the 


case of Flores v. Meese” said Laurie 
Beacham of the ACLU’s national division. 
More bluntly, “Nothing at T Don Hutto com- 
plies with the settlement,” Hines said. 

The controversy has reached monumental 
proportions, with TDH lambasted in media 
outlets the world over. TDH proponents, in 
turn, have launched a veritable Operation 
Damage Control. Speaking in defense of the 
facility, Chertoff assured FOX news host Bill 
O’Reilly on Feb. 13 that the facility is not a 
“gulag,” as accused. But if released, detain- 
ees “might never be seen again,” Chertoff 
cautioned. “So, we have to be tough. But 
we’re tough in a way that’s humane.” 


Congressman John Carter, R-Round Rock, 
took a tour of TDH on Feb. 23, subsequently 
pronouncing on his Web site that TDH is a 
“humane” facility. In a disconcertingly cryptic 
clause, he justifies incarcerating families as a 
deterrent to human smuggling. Before TDH, 
Carter explains, illegal immigrants were 
“freed” and ordered to appear before judges. 
“This policy was often exploited by alien 
smugglers. ... By bringing children, smugglers 
likely avoided detention if captured.”

Rural folks - and their animals - came 
to the Capitol on Texas Independence 
Day to protest two issues that they 
feel threaten their way of life: the 
Trans-Texas Corridor and the National 
Animal Identification System. The 
former, of course, is Rick Perry's 
well- publicized dream of a colossal 
system of toll roads and rail that 
would crisscross the state and dwarf 
the interstate system; the latter is 
a federal program to microchip farm 
livestock to track disease outbreaks. 
"The TTC stands to be the largest 
land-grab and eminent domain 
project in the history of this country," 
said Hank Gilbert, the unsuccessful 
2006 Democratic nominee for state 
agriculture commissioner. "And the 
National Animal ID System will impact 
every person who owns even one 
horse, chicken, goat, sheep, pig, or 
cow. This massive government program 
will have an immediate impact on rural 
Texas and ultimately raise the cost of 
food for everyone." 


TYC Trouble 

Over the last month, an accelerating war of words has erupted 
between Gov. Rick Perry and the Legislature over the manage- 
ment of the Texas Youth Commission, the agency responsible 
for the state’s youth correction programs. Both the House and 
Senate have voiced frustration that Perry continues to act too 
slowly to tackle mounting allegations of sexual abuse and cover- 
ups within TYC facilities. 

At a Feb. 1 Senate Finance Committee meeting, Sen. Juan 
Hinojosa, D-McAllen, questioned TYC Executive Director Dwight 
Harris about a 2005 DPS report. It alleged sexual abuse of 
inmates by Assistant Superintendent Ray Brookins and Principal 
John Paul Hernandez of the West Texas State School in 
Pyote. Three weeks later, on Feb. 22, Harris faced three hours of 
questions from the House Appropriations Committee about 
Pyote and similar allegations about the Evins Regional Juvenile 
Center in Edinburg. Representatives were worried as much about 
the allegations as whether management within TYC ignored and 
possibly even suppressed charges against staff. Why had 
Hernandez and Brookins been allowed to resign rather than being 
fired? Why had Pyote’s then-superintendent, Lemuel “Chip” 
Harrison, been promoted to director of juvenile corrections in 
2006? Why had TYC ignored staff complaints going back to 2004? 

Harris resigned the following day. His replacement, commis- 
sion general counsel Neil Nichols, made the situation worse 


when, in front of the Senate Criminal Justice Committee 

on Feb. 27, he called Harris a valued employee. Under pres- 
sure, Perry replaced TYC Chair Pete Alfaro on Feb. 28 with 
Vice Chair Donald R. Bethel and suggested the board 
replace Nichols with Texas Department of Criminal Justice 
Deputy Executive Director Ed Owens. In a unanimous vote 
that night, the Senate asked Perry to place TYC in conserva- 
torship, under the Senate’s legal control. He didn’t. On March 
2, the Legislative Audit Committee recommended Perry 
take the Senate’s advice. Instead, he appointed his former 
deputy chief of staff, Jay Kimbrough, as special master to 
lead an investigation. Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst and House 
Speaker Tom Craddick responded by announcing their own 
joint select committee. Meanwhile, Sen. Hinojosa and Rep. 
Jerry Madden, R-Richardson, have both filed bills that would 
completely change how TYC operates. Perry fast-tracked the 
legislation on Monday by making it an emergency item for the 
Legislature. 

The scandal has moved beyond whether Perry did enough to 
control TYC. Allegations have emerged about abuse at other 
sites, including the Ron Jackson State Juvenile Correctional 
Facility in Brownwood. Travis Co. District Attorney Ronnie Earle 
subpoenaed TYC files after claims surfaced that the agency had 
censored its internal investigation of the West Texas State 
School. State auditors are investigating claims of gross financial 
mismanagement. Now, legislators are asking, if the DPS report 
on Pyote was filed in 2005, why hasn’t the attorney general’s 
office filed charges? - Richard Whittaker

Racial Fairness in the Criminal Justice System 

Has anything changed? 


Twenty years ago this spring, in capital murder case 
McCleskey v. Kemp, the U.S. Supreme Court was called on to 
address racial disparity in the application of the death penalty. 
University of Ohio professor David Baldus had done a sophisti- 
cated statistical analysis addressing the issue of whether race 
impacts the decision to sentence an individual to death. His 
study found that “defendants charged with killing white victims 
were 4.3 times as likely to receive a death sentence as defen- 
dants charged with killing blacks.” And, “Black defendants were 
1.1 times as likely to receive a death sentence as other defen- 
dants.” In a holding that has been characterized as one of the 
most racially biased Supreme Court decisions of the 20th centu- 
ry, the court held that because racial “disparities in sentencing 
are an inevitable part of our criminal justice system,” there was 
no violation of the Constitution. 

This past weekend at Columbia University, a group of activists, 
academics, and advocates gathered to address the issue of racial 
fairness in the criminal justice system now, 20 years after the 


McCleskey decision. Conference speakers emphasized that nothing 
has improved in the past 20 years in terms of racial bias - racial 
disparities in most aspects of the criminal justice system (police 
profiling, incarceration rates, sentencing disparities) have only gotten 
worse. Sen. Rodney Ellis, D-Houston, was one of the featured 
speakers, addressing the issue of how legislation can be used to 
effect change. 

“I’m in a tough state,” Ellis reminded the crowd. One where the 
racial disparities in capital cases are just one of myriad problems 
with the criminal justice system. Ellis cited his recently proposed 
legislation to create an Innocence Commission as one example 
of how government can act to diminish the impact of racial dis- 
parities. (The majority of exonerations in capital cases have been 
of African-American and Latino defendants.) “I don’t take the 
position that I’m against the death penalty,” Ellis said. “But I do 
say that if we’re going to have it, it would be nice if the right per- 
son was executed, and it would be nice if we didn’t reserve it for 
people of color.” - Rita Radostitz 


Faulty Files 
at the City's 
Minority Business 
Department 

Under a previous agreement, the city’s 

Department of Small and Minority 
Business Resources was operating with 
faulty information, at a loss to certify how 
many businesses in its files are truly minori- 
ty, women, or disadvantaged businesses, 
according to a report by the Office of the 
City Auditor. 

“In our audit we found problems in the 
area of certification, specifically as it relates 
to the accuracy of data ... maintained by the 
certification agency that processes certifica- 
tion of Minority-Owned Business 
Enterprise (MBE) and Women-Owned 
Business Enterprise (WBE) for the City of 
Austin,” says the report, released at last 
week’s meeting of the Audit and Finance 
Committee. “We also found that SMBR’s 
oversight of the contract with the certification 
agency was weak.” 

In 2004, the agency outsourced its MBE, 
WBE, and disadvantaged business enterprise 
certification to San Antonio’s South Central 
Texas Regional Certification Agency for 

$50,000 a year. It’s there the auditor’s office 
found problems. SCTRCA was dropped as the 
city’s contractor in January. 

Most shockingly, the information in the 
city’s own database was wildly out of sync 
with its contractor. “As of October 2006, the 
SCTRCA database showed 761 firms certi- 
fied as MBE, WBE, or DBE for the City of 
Austin, and the City vendor database showed 
1,401 firms as being certified,” reads the 
report. “SMBR’s monitoring of the contract 
with SCTRCA does not provide sufficient 
assurance that the desired goals of the certi- 
fication activity are achieved.” 

SMBR disagreed with the auditor’s assess- 
ment of the problem’s severity, noting that 
the city converted to a new reporting system 
soon after the data was compiled and that 
many of the problems the report cites would 
be improved under the city’s new system. 

Still, the report outlined 13 recommendations 
for SMBR to follow, including that it perform 
site visits on a small, representative sample 
of MBE and WBE sites to ensure their contin- 
ued eligibility and develop a system to track 
program violations. - Wells Dunbar

Long before Carole Keeton Strayhorn pro- 
claimed herself “One Tough Grandma,” 

Doris “Granny D” Haddock captured the 
nation’s attention in 1999 when she walked 
3,200 miles from California to Washington, 

D.C., to support campaign finance 
reform. Granny D will make her big-screen 
debut next week at SXSW in the documen- 
tary Run Granny Run, which chronicles her 
2004 bid for the New Hampshire seat in 
U.S. Senate against popular incumbent 
Republican Judd Gregg. Granny D will 
appear in person along with the film’s direc- 
tor, Mario Poras, whose first documentary, 

Mai's America, won the Audience Award for 
Best Documentary at SXSW in 2002. 

Poras, who first took notice of Granny D 
after her campaign finance reform cru- 
sade, originally planned to shoot a docu- 
mentary of Haddock’s 2004 voter-registra- 
tion drive. “I was so touched that this 94- 
year-old was putting her life on the line for 
her vision of democracy that I just wanted 
to meet her,” Poras said. Things changed when Burt 
Cohen, the Democratic candidate in the New 
Hampshire Senate race, unexpectedly quit after his 
campaign manager disappeared along with his cam- 
paign funds. The announcement caused panic among 
the ranks of Democrats, who had only 24 hours to 
find a replacement. 

With the filing deadline bearing down on them, 
Democratic leaders were more than happy when 
Granny D offered to take Cohen’s place on the ballot. 
Up against what seemed like impossible odds - Gregg, 
one of the most popular senators in the nation and 
close friend of President George W. Bush, was running 
for his third term - Haddock ran a characteristically 
grassroots campaign. She turned down all political 
action committee money offered and launched a virtu- 
ally no-budget campaign, shunning manufactured signs 
for ones handmade by supporters. “Can a candidate 
win without taking a dollar from special interests?” 
she asked a small gathering at the University of New 
Hampshire. “Watch me.” 

The campaign received the full support of the 
Democratic Party, which offered the help of some of its 
finest strategists, including Joe Trippi, campaign man- 
ager for presidential candidate Howard Dean. Granny 


D’s campaign, though unsuccessful, was seen as cru- 
cial in winning New Hampshire - considered a swing 
state - for the Democrats in the presidential elections. 
Haddock used the campaign as a means to blast 
Republicans on issues ranging from health care to 
campaign finance reform to the Iraq war. 

The climax of Haddock’s campaign, as portrayed in 
the film, was her televised debate with Gregg. The 
debate was a great challenge for Granny D, who was 
accustomed to giving pre-prepared speeches and had 
trouble hearing, said Dennis Burke, a close friend of 
hers who worked on her campaign. Her opponent, 
who played the role of John Kerry in Bush’s mock 
debate, was considered an expert debater. Though 
supporters were nervous about how Haddock would 
perform, she exceeded expectations. Burke recalls 
one moment when she called Gregg out on the envi- 
ronment, pointing to the high levels of mercury in New 
Hampshire fish. “Would you eat a fish you caught 
here?” she asked. 

Burke said Granny D’s political legacy is important 
because she makes people feel empowered. “She 
teaches us that we all have these superpowers. All 
she has to do is walk and speak the truth. And in our 
society that’s a superpower,” he said. -Justin Ward 


Spring Break Altruism 

Though it’s been a year and a half since hurricanes Katrina and Rita 
swept through the Gulf Coast region, the need to rebuild is as great as 
ever. “The popular conception is that things are better or OK here, but 
they’re not,” says Noah Hopkins, a Lubbock native who has been 
involved with relief efforts in Jackson County, Miss., through AmeriCorps’ 
National Civilian Community Corps (www.americorps.org). NCCC volunteer 
teams are typically dispersed throughout the country, says Hopkins, “but 
80 to 90 percent are all just focused on the Gulf Coast right now. That’s 
where the greatest need is.” 

With volunteer numbers falling as the hurricanes grow fainter in memo- 
ry, relief organizations throughout the region are hoping for a spring break 
boon. “Alternative spring breaks” - spent volunteering rather than sip- 
ping cocktails on the beach - have gotten so popular in the last few years 
that at some universities, 
students must camp out to 
secure spots on the coveted 
trips. This phenomenon has 
contributed to the millennial 
generation’s much-touted 
reputation of late for social 
consciousness, a trait many 
link to the unprecedented 
string of large-scale disas- 
ters - 9/11, the Indian Ocean tsunami of 2004, and the Gulf Coast hurri- 
canes - that they’ve experienced at an impressionable age. To meet the 
demand, alternative spring break organizations like Break Away (www.alter 
nativebreaks.org) have grown in size, and even MTV has gotten in on the 
action, organizing trips and providing a “Do-It-Yourself ASB” section on its 
Web site. 

Last year, 35,000 students participated in ASB trips, which proved par- 
ticularly valuable to the hurricane-relief efforts. The “rolling spring break” 
period (between Feb. 18 and April 25) accounted for 40% of the National 
Relief Network’s (www.nrn.org) year-round volunteerism in the region, a 
trend echoed by other organizations. While ASB trips offer a way for stu- 
dents to spend their vacations doing something worthwhile, they still 
require money and a propensity for planning ahead, two things even mil- 
lennial college students often lack. UT’s Alternative Spring Break club 
tries to keep costs low, but trips still require registration weeks ahead. 
That’s why Hopkins’ NCCC team is trying to get the word out that they’ll 
accept volunteers at any time. 

Working out of the Operation TLC Volunteer Center, Hopkins’ crew 
runs a distribution warehouse, matching people with resources they need, 
be it furniture or labor. They help the citizens of Jackson County rebuild 
their homes and work as case workers for needs assessments. Time is of 
the essence for Operation TLC, as it will return to its original function as a 
recreation center this summer, so right now the organization is providing 
shelter for free and meals for $6 a day. Those interested in volunteering 
should visit www.operationtlc.org for details.

MAKING AN HONEST DIP 

Whether eating alone or having a party, one 
simple dish that can bring a zestful joy to 
your table and palate is guacamole. Just as 
the Aztecs did 700 years ago, all you do is 
mush up a couple of avocados; squeeze in 
some lime juice; toss in some chopped pep- 
pers, tomatoes, and onions if you want; grab 
some chips ... and go at it. 

Unless, of course, you’re one of the 
industrial food giants like Kraft Foods Inc. In 
that case, you don’t let such natural ingredi- 
ents get in the way of making guacamole. 
Instead, Kraft (a division of Altria, formerly 
known as Philip Morris) fills its little plastic 
tubs of “guacamole dip” with partially hydro- 
genated soybean and coconut oils, a big dol- 
lop of corn syrup to give it some sweetness, 
a glob of modified food starch to give it 
some body, and a nice blend of yellow and 
blue artificial food dyes to give it that green 
guacamole-ish color. 

Let’s see, did they leave anything out? Oh, 
yes - avocado! Indeed, only if you put on your 
10-power specs and read the fine print do 
you the consumer learn that Kraft’s dip is 
practically avocado-free, containing less than 
2% of this essential ingredient. 

OK, food corporations are in the business 
of deceiving and ripping off consumers - but 
where’s the Food and Drug Administration, 
which is supposedly our consumer watchdog 
against avocadoless guacamole? Oh, says 
FDA spokesman Michael Herndon, “We would 
have to find that the labeling is misleading, 
which would likely require some consumer 
data to prove the labeling is misleading.” 

No, you numbskull - all it would require is 
that someone at FDA have at least as much 
common sense in their head as Kraft’s gua- 
camole dip has avocado. Meanwhile, if you 
really want some guacamole, do it the Aztec 
way. Nothing beats nature’s own ingredients, 
and you can’t trust food profiteers to make 
an honest dip for you.

MORE MONKEYSHINE FROM EXXON 

Did you get your Valentine’s Day gift from 
ExxonMobil? 

The day before this annual celebration of 
romantic fantasy, Exxon CEO Rex Tillerson flit- 
ted out like a pink cupid to shoot a little 
arrow of corporate love at the world’s environ- 
mental heart. For the first time ever, an Exxon 
chief conceded that, yes, there is this thing 
called global warming going on. Hear it in 
Tillerson’s own words: “The risks to society 
and ecosystems from climate change could 
prove to be significant.” 

This is not exactly news to the world’s top 
climate-change scientists, who said in a land- 
mark report earlier this year that global 
warming is unequivocally under way, is almost 
certainly caused by such human activities as 
burning oil for fuel, and should be blunted by 
prompt action. 

Tillerson’s arrow, however, didn’t go nearly 
that far. In fact, cupid is a fantasy, and so is 
the notion that Big Oil really wants anyone to 
do anything to stop the carbon emissions 
causing the potentially apocalyptic damage of 
climate change. 

Indeed, Exxon’s Rex fell back on the same, 
tired blah-blah-blah that the industry and its 
corporate-funded apologists always use. 
“There’s not a clear 100 percent conclusion 
drawn” that industrial emissions are causing 
the warming, he weaseled. Well, gosh, Rex, 
no. There’s not “a clear 100 percent conclu- 
sion” that drinking a can of crude oil will kill 
you - but would you do it? 

The problem with global warming is that by 
the time we get to 100% certainty ... it’s too 
late. How about a 90% certainty, Rex? That’s 
what the experts now say we’re at. 

Of course, Tillerson is more interested in 
Exxon’s bottom line than the globe’s. In his 
Valentine’s Day message, he even took a 
nasty shot at alternative fuels, snickering 
that they’re just so much “moonshine.” 

I’ll take moonshine any day over the mon- 
keyshine that Exxon keeps trying to pull on us.

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How Cool Is Austin? 

With a deep, collective breath, the city rolls out a world-class - 
but as yet unproven - climate-protection plan 


“It’s a moral challenge for us as human beings to step up.” 
Mayor Will Wynn is blunt when he talks about the global 
climate change crisis and the new Austin Climate Protection 
Plan. Embodied in a resolution adopted unanimously by City 
Council in February, the plan states no less lofty a goal than to 
“make Austin the leading city in the nation” in the fight against 
global warming. The mayor asserts that he, the council, and the 
city manager are fully engaged and “very serious collectively” 
about reducing Austin’s greenhouse-gas emissions. Such leader- 
ship is critical at the city level, the council resolution states, 
because “the federal government has failed to enact meaningful 
responses to reverse the threat of global warming.” 

In his office last week, Wynn spoke at length about the 
Climate Protection Plan, with an infectious passion that made it 
evident the 45-year-old mayor has found his bliss. “I am so 
optimistic and energized and motivated!” said Wynn. “Shame 
on us, as a city and as a community, if we don’t step up as a 
model for saving the planet.” 

It’s not every day a mayor gets to be Superman and save the world. 
But is Austin’s new plan really that good? And is it achievable? 

“My overall take is that Austin’s ambitious plan really is 
among the best in the nation, along with Seattle, Portland, and 
Santa Monica,” said Glen Brand, in the Portland, Maine, office 
of the Sierra Club’s Global Warming & Energy Program. 

“I think it’s the single most comprehensive global warming 
plan of any city in the U.S.,” said Jim Marston, director of the 
energy program for Environmental Defense in Austin. “It’s put 
a spring in my step!” 


“This goes beyond what any city in America has done for 
outlining a vision and aggressive goals,” echoed his colleague 
Colin Rowan. “Is it achievable? Well, even if we miss the most 
aggressive goals a bit, we’ll have improved things far more than 
we would have if we didn’t set the bar this high.” 

A few local activists immediately questioned the launch and 
details of the plan. But Rowan explained, “It’s important to 
understand that [Mayor Wynn] has outlined a broad vision. He 
didn’t mandate the specifics. It’s not yet a course of action . . . 
but he really did his homework. Over the next year, the vision 
will be translated into how it will actually be executed and how 
it will be possible.” Rowan cautioned that to succeed, “The city 
and mayor are really going to have to remain incredibly involved 
in this. It has to be a defining project for Mayor Wynn. 

“People skeptical of government would assume that when a 
mayor makes an announcement of this scale, he’s got all the details 
nailed down,” Rowan noted. “But that’s not what the mayor was 
doing. He was showing them the North Star: Here’s where we want 
to go. Now we have to figure out how to get there.” 

A Mayor's Awakening 

Will Wynn’s calling to take personal action in the global 
warming crisis is a model of the gradual awakening that he 
hopes the ACPP can inspire in all Austinites. As a council mem- 
ber and in his first term as mayor, Wynn found himself working 
increasingly on issues involving Austin Energy, the city-owned 
electric utility. The more he learned about energy sustainability, 
he says, the more his passion and interest 
grew, although initially he regarded glob- 
al warming as just one in the “grab bag” 
of environmental issues. One personal 
turning point was watching the interna- 
tional debate surrounding the Kyoto 
Protocol; “I was appalled we didn’t sign 
the treaty,” he says. Another was his 
increasing involvement with the U.S. 
Conference of Mayors, with Seattle Mayor 
Greg Nickels becoming a friend and men- 
tor. “He was way ahead in awareness and 
activism,” notes Wynn. (Nickels’ U.S. 
Mayors’ Climate Protection Agreement 
has been signed by 393 mayors, includ- 
ing Wynn, who together represent more 
than 57 million Americans. Nickels is 
spearheading a national effort for U.S. 
cities to commit to the Kyoto Protocol’s 
standard of reducing emissions by 7% 
from 1990 levels, by 2012.) 



Based on his experience with Austin Energy, Wynn saw an 
opportunity for the U.S. Conference of Mayors’ Energy 
Committee to become more progressive, so he stepped up as its 
chair. Then in 2006, Wynn was strongly inspired by A1 Gore and 
the book/movie An Inconvenient Truth: “I saw how powerful 
Gore’s message has become.” Wynn recently went through 
training by Gore at the Climate Project to deliver the educa- 
tional slide show depicted in that film. He hopes to deliver the 
presentation on climate change to as many as 10,000 Austinites 
this year - starting with every city department manager and 
assistant manager. 

Of concern to some community members is the ACPP’s lack 
of a citywide standard for reducing total greenhouse-gas emis- 
sions, e.g., the Kyoto Protocol. “People ask me, ‘Why didn’t you 
commit to Kyoto?”’ said Roger Duncan, Austin Energy’s sustain- 
ability czar, as he lamented our lack of a billion-dollar mass- 
transit system. “We’d have to get about 50 percent of people out 
of their automobiles. How do you do that in the next few 
years?” Duncan explained, “We could have just picked a num- 
ber and thrown it out there, but we have to do the detailed 
planning first, or it won’t mean anything.” 

Other environmental activists, like Donna Hoffman at the 
local Sierra Club chapter, see an immediate need to formalize an 
ACPP citizen advisory team. But City Manager Toby Futrell cau- 
tions, “The mayor had a big, bold idea. Thank God! Someone 
has to get it started nationally, and I’d like Austin to do that. 
What I’d ask is for everyone to please be a little patient; please 
give us a little time to try and frame an action plan. It’s going to 
take every person in the community to help. This is so big, it’s 
going to take every person and brain cell in Austin. So just let 
us get our arms around the vehicles and mechanisms for how to 
do this first.”

A Glossary of Cool 

A quick definition of terms used in describing the Austin 
Climate Protection Plan. 

Greenhouse gases: atmospheric gases that contribute to 
the greenhouse effect and thus to global warming. Human 
activities (particularly burning fossil fuels) are responsible 
for the buildup of excessive and fast-increasing levels of 
greenhouse gases - carbon dioxide, methane, nitrous oxide, 
and ozone. 

Renewable energy: wind, solar, biomass, and (debatably) 
water power, used to produce electricity. All are considered 
renewable because they’re derived from resources that are 
regenerative or inexhaustible and produce a minimum of 
greenhouse gases. 


Biomass energy: derived by burning solid bio-matter such as 
wood, corn, dried manure, the biogenic portion of municipal 
solid waste, and the nonedible portions of field crops - sugar- 
cane residue, wheat chaff, corn cobs. However, net C0 2 emis- 
sions can result, due to the use of fossil fuels to plant, fertil- 
ize, harvest, and transport the crops. 

Carbon neutrality: a conceptual goal of being responsible for 
no net greenhouse-gas emissions. Going carbon neutral 
requires 1) calculating one’s total climate-damaging carbon 
emissions, 2) reducing them as much as possible, and 3) 
compensating for one’s remaining emissions, typically by buy- 
ing a carbon offset credit (see “Carbon Neutrality” on p.36). 

Carbon footprint: a measure of the amount of carbon diox- 
ide emitted into the atmosphere by an individual person, 
organization, or company, as part of their everyday opera- 
tions or lives. Typically measured in tons of C0 2 emitted 


annually, one’s carbon footprint is directly related to con- 
sumption of fossil fuels and of electricity from nonrenew- 
able energy sources. 

Carbon footprint calculator: a tool to measure one’s C0 2 
emissions. For individuals, calculators consider factors such 
as car, public transport, and air travel; electricity and other 
utility use; energy efficiency of home appliances; home heat- 
ing; diet and food transport; and all products and services 
consumed. Advice is provided on how to reduce one’s “carbon 
footprint” in each area. 

Zero net-energy capable: as applied to a home or other 
building, the capability to use minimal fossil-fuel energy and to 
self-generate renewable energy equal to the amount con- 
sumed, for a net use of zero. Typically, self-generation would 
be achieved with solar panels. Under the ACPR this is the goal 
for all new houses by 2015. - K.G. 
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AUSTIN CLIMATE PROTECTION PLAN 

The five components 



1) THE MUNICIPAL PLAN: 

LEADING BY EXAMPLE 

This initiative strives to make the city of 
Austin - all of its internal municipal functions 
- 100% carbon-neutral by 2020. That includes 
all facilities, all vehicles, all operations. “This 
alone is such a massive undertaking!” empha- 
sized Futrell. “We’re just beginning to sketch 
out how we would even approach it.” 

Mayor Wynn sees this effort as a strong 
incentive for communitywide and local corpo- 
rate change. “We’re going to lead by example,” 
said Wynn. “This will show that a complex 
organization can turn a ship around. We’re 
going to demonstrate that the math and eco- 
nomics work - that we can dramatically save 
money through energy efficiency and reduced 
energy consumption.” 

The four elements outlined for the Municipal 
Plan are: 

• 2012 City Facilities Goal: All city-owned 
and -operated buildings and other facilities will 
be exclusively powered by 100% renewable 
energy by 2012. Only wind, solar, and biomass 
power will be used. 

• 2020 City Fleet Goal: All city of Austin 
vehicles will be carbon-neutral by 2020. The 
intent is to have the entire fleet powered by 
electricity or nonpetroleum fuels, if technically 
possible - even heavy equipment. (For example, 
Austin currently has six new garbage trucks that 
run on compressed natural gas.) As alternative 
fuels do produce some carbon emissions, those 
will be offset through mitigation efforts to 


achieve greenhouse-gas neutrality. 
While vehicles operated by out- 
side contractors and Capital Metro 
cannot be directly controlled, the 
city will strive to get them on the 
carbon-neutral bus. 

•City Department Reductions: 
Within every individual depart- 
ment, the city will achieve maxi- 
mum possible reductions of 1) 
^ greenhouse-gas emissions and 2) 
| energy consumption. Most criti- 
5 cal is the water department, 
| which Mayor Wynn said is 
s responsible for about 50% of the 
electricity consumed by the 
municipal government. (Water efficiency and 
forestalling the need for a new water-treat- 
ment plant are thus key tools for energy effi- 
ciency.) Specific milestone numbers and dates 
for these reductions will be established once 
the internal planning and research process are 
completed. Each city department will develop 
its own climate-protection plan, to include 
targe ts/goals, policies, procedures, and report- 
ing/monitoring systems. 

• City Employees: The city will educate, 
motivate, and support its more than 10,000 
employees to help them reduce their personal 
carbon footprints. The campaign will include 
global warming education, special programs, 
and incentives. Employees will be trained and 
deputized to engage in community outreach, 
spreading the message throughout Austin. 
City leaders point out that strong employee 
buy-in to the Municipal Plan will be essential 
for its successful execution, at all levels of all 
city departments.

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2) THE UTILITY PLAN: 

LAB AND INCUBATOR 

Austin Energy has set a goal of becoming the 
top utility in the nation for greenhouse-gas 
reductions. Our city- owned electric utility is 
already a national leader in environmental ini- 
tiatives; innovations in recent years include its 
Green Building Program, GreenChoice Renew- 
able Energy Program, and Plug-In Partners, a 
national initiative promoting advanced hybrid 
vehicles to automakers and fleet purchasers. 
Utilities from around the country and the 
world come to Austin to learn about cutting- 
edge methods. From this already strong base, 
the new ACPP Utility Plan mandates AE to 
achieve the very most aggressive reductions of 
greenhouse-gas emissions possible. 

While the city water utility falls under the 
departmental portion of the Municipal Plan, 
reducing its emissions is also essential to the 
Utility Plan, as it’s the city’s single largest elec-

tricity user. More energy-efficient water pumps 
are a high priority, said AE deputy general man- 
ager Roger Duncan. 

Futrell points out that the standard set by 
AE will extend far beyond city limits or even 
national borders: “We’re uniquely positioned, 
because it’s very unusual for a city to own its 
own electric utility. We’re already a real-world 
lab for green power, green building, and so 
many things; our utility can serve as a lab and 
an incubator.” Components of the Utility 
Plan include: 

• 2020 Reduction Goal: Through new 
improvements in efficiency and conservation, 

AE will reduce energy use from current levels 
by a total of 700 megawatts by 2020. This 
cumulative savings should equal what would 


have been generated by a whole power plant 
- thus saving the cost of building and operat- 
ing a new plant. Per kilowatt-hour, energy-effi- 
ciency programs cost the utility roughly 1 to 3 
cents (about the same as dirty coal); natural 
gas is now around 5 to 9 cents, while solar is 
the most expensive at 23 cents. 

Because Austin Energy has already enacted 
many efficiency and conservation measures, 
achieving the aggressive goal of cutting an 
additional 700 MW will be challenging. Past 
reductions have focused on peak energy 
demand; the new goal will require digging 
deeper, into base load reductions. The good 
news is that these reductions have a greater net 
effect on greenhouse-gas emissions. 

• 2020 Renewable Energy 30% Goal: AE 
has committed to meet 30% of all energy needs 
through renewable energy by 2020. That’s a 
highly ambitious, even courageous goal. 
Previously, the AE goal was 20% - considered 
laudable by most environmental organizations, 

according to mayoral aide Matt 
Watson. The renewable energy 
will include 100 megawatts of 
solar power, already an AE goal. 
• C0 2 Cap & Reduction Plan: 
The levels and milestone dates 
still need to be determined, but 
AE has committed to setting 
maximum caps on emissions 
from its electrical generation, 
then reducing those caps over 
f . time to specified levels. 

Said Duncan, “It’s going to 
take a while to figure out what 
we can commit to, in terms of 
reductions.” To arrive at realistic 
targets, he said, the utility must 
accurately project “what kind of 
electrical generation we’re going to build and 
use, how to replace some of our existing plants 
with efficiency and renewables.” For example, 
while AE might love to use 100% wind power, 
it can only incorporate the amount it realisti- 
cally can acquire or build by the time Austin 
needs it. “It won’t be too long before we have 
some real numbers,” Duncan said. 

• New Plants Carbon Neutral: AE is com- 
mitted to achieving carbon neutrality on all of 
its future, new electricity generation. While 
adding capacity appears inevitable, given the 
city’s rapid growth, the utility plans to gener- 
ate more power without increasing net green- 
house-gas emissions. For generation units 
that still use carbon-based fuels - like “clean” 
coal plants - this will require use of lowest- 
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emission technologies and carbon capture 
and sequestration (if the technology proves 
solid). Any remaining emissions will be net- 
ted back to zero through carbon offset credits 
or other mitigation. 

3) HOMES AND BUILDINGS 
PLANS ENFORCING EFFICIENCY 

About 70% of Austin’s electricity is used by 
homes and commercial buildings. In fact, the 
average home is responsible for twice the 
greenhouse-gas emissions of the average car. So 
the ACPP will include strong energy-efficiency 
measures amended into (and enforced through) 
the city’s building code. For new construction, 
Austin plans to develop the most energy-effi- 
cient building codes in the entire nation - an 
announcement that, predictably, has drawn 
objections from the development, home-build- 
ing, and real estate industry. 

The Homes and Buildings Plan expands on 
the energy-efficiency components of the city’s 
successful Green Building Program but takes 
them much further. Builders and buyers both 
must do their parts to help reduce greenhouse- 
gas emissions; to ensure both buy-in and real- 
ism, the city is already involving the Home 
Builders Association and other stakeholders in

CARBON NEUTRALITY 

A primer 

There’s a simple equation. Burn carbon, you get energy. That’s good. 
You also get the greenhouse gas carbon dioxide. That’s bad. Since 
coal, oil, and natural gas provide 86% of all America’s energy, that’s a 
lot of C0 2 . Everybody has a carbon footprint - the amount of C0 2 your 
energy-use creates. It used to be, you want less C0 2 , you burn less 
carbon. Now there’s a new option - carbon neutrality. That’s when 
someone makes sure that, however much C0 2 he produces, he pays 
for the same volume to be removed from someone else’s footprint. 

Under its Climate Protection Plan, Austin plans to go carbon 
neutral. People and businesses will be able to calculate their car- 
bon footprints online; then the city will give them advice on achiev- 


ing carbon neutrality. Even visitors will be able to buy carbon cred- 
its. It’s not as good as producing no C0 2 , but it’s a start. 

Here’s how it works: Say a factory uses enough energy to 
account for a ton of C0 2 ; meanwhile, an oil company pumps a ton 
of C0 2 underground to increase the pressure in its oil field. That 
C0 2 that the oil company removes from the atmosphere becomes a 
carbon credit or “offset credit” - effectively, clean air it can sell. 

The oil company sells the credit to the factory - one ton goes into 
the air; one ton comes out. That’s carbon neutrality. 

This is done through a regulated market. Members set an agreed 
target for their C0 2 emissions. Some reduce their carbon footprints, 
through conservation, buying renewable energy, building “green” 
buildings, or by storing or sequestering C0 2 . This can be done arti- 
ficially, such as by pumping it underground, or by natural methods, 
like planting trees that absorb C0 2 . Members who miss their 


agreed targets can buy this excess capacity or “carbon credit,” off- 
setting their own C0 2 production. While critics say the carbon-cred- 
it market lets big polluters clean up without cleaning up, it still 
means the total carbon output of all members will drop. Some eco- 
logical groups even buy credits to force the price up - making actu- 
al emission cuts more appealing to polluters. 

While other pollutants like nitrogen dioxide are traded in the 
U.S., and there’s a C0 2 market in Europe, there is currently no 
federal carbon market here. Under the Bush administration, the 
EPA says C0 2 is not covered by the Clean Air Act, so it is unlikely 
to support a market. A voluntary private market, the Chicago 
Climate Exchange, has attracted companies like Austin-based 
Freescale Semiconductor Inc., which pledges to cut its emissions 
of C0 2 and five other greenhouse gasses by 6% of its 1999-2001 
levels, before 2010. - Richard Whittaker 
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crafting a phased series of amendments to the 
building code. The first set of amendments will 
be rolled out this spring or summer. 

Four specific initiatives have been defined: 

• 2015 New Homes 65% Goal: The stated 
goal is to make all new single-family homes zero 
net-energy capable by 2015. That means requir- 
ing that home builders incrementally increase 
energy efficiency by 65%, according to mayoral 
aide Matt Watson. Homeowners then can vol- 
untarily add self-generation units for power 
(e.g., rooftop solar panels) to achieve a net- 
energy use of zero. This ambitious goal would 
be roughly equivalent to achieving the highest 
possible energy score for a top five-star rating 
within the existing Green Building Program. 

• 2015 New Construction 75% Goal: For all 
other new construction, the ambitious goal is 
to increase energy efficiency by 75% by 2015. 

• Existing Homes and Buildings: When a 
house or other building is resold, it will be 
required to have an energy-efficiency inspection 
and meet minimal standards. The buyer will be 
responsible for adding basic improvements, if 
necessary. Mayor Wynn explained, “We’re not 
talking about requiring a comprehensive retro- 
fit. What were looking at are the top four or five 
things with the lowest cost and highest return. 
Things like ceiling insulation, weather strip- 
ping, duct sealing, and solar screens.” On an 
older home, the energy-efficiency upgrades can 
pay for themselves, either immediately or within 
a short time frame. If financed (through Austin 
Energy’s zero-interest-loan program or rolled 
into a 30-year mortgage), the investment is 


likely to put money in people’s pockets, by 
producing monthly utility savings greater than 
the monthly loan payment. 

• Green Building Program: The bar is about 
to be raised. AE will strengthen the energy-effi- 
ciency requirements required to achieve each 
GBP rating of one to five stars; incentives and 
recognition will go up correspondingly, as well. 
AE also will develop ways to certify and recognize 
buildings that achieve carbon neutrality. Other 
green building criteria may be raised a notch as 
well, now that a two-star rating has become the 
norm. This will increase the energy efficiency of 
commercial projects built under the city’s new 
commercial-design and mixed-use standards, 
which includes a green building component. 

4) COMMUNITY PLAN: 

YOU AND ME 

At this early stage, the city has at least for- 
mulated a vision and a few specific emission- 
reduction targets for the elements under its 
direct control: municipal functions, the city’s 
utility, and its building code. Far murkier is the 
“everything else” community plan to reduce 
greenhouse-gas emissions citywide, by all citi- 
zens, in every activity. But that’s understand- 
able, given the scope of the assignment. 

The first step is simply to inventory Austin’s 
comprehensive greenhouse-gas emissions. This 
inventory will be performed by staff from vari- 
ous city departments, working collaboratively 
as the City Climate Action Team. They’ll be 
assisted by technical advisers and community 
stakeholders. Once the city has documented 
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current emission levels and their sources, it 
can then set realistic targets for reductions. 
Within one year, City Council should have the 
data necessary to approve a comprehensive 
plan for meeting aggressive but achievable tar- 
gets for emission reduction citywide. 

City leaders say that widespread community 
input and involvement will be actively solicited, 
once the initial in-house assessments have been

performed. “It’s too big to not organize it, to 
not know how we’ll reach out, and then how 
we’ll pull all the input back together,” said 
Futrell. “But we know we’ve got to bring peo- 
ple on board, include people, open up the 
tent.” Essential will be: 

• Community Education - A broad public- 
information campaign will be needed to get a 
strong communitywide buy-in. The city has 
been talking to consultants with expertise in 
social marketing for climate-change issues, 
according to the mayor’s aide; one option 
being explored would use innovative methods 
for inspiring behavioral change. 

• Transportation: Since vehicle emissions are 
such a primary source of greenhouse-gas emis- 
sions, this should be the city’s No. 1 concern. 
Investing in mass transit and getting people to 
use it is essential, of course, but Texans love 
their cars. “To make a significant reduction, 
you must reduce vehicle emissions,” said Austin 
Energy’s Roger Duncan. His two-pronged 
approach is to get people out of their cars while 
also putting drivers into lower-emission vehi- 
cles - the goal of AE’s Plug-In Partners pro- 
gram. But Duncan estimates that, at best, it 
could take 10 years to put a million supereffi- 
cient hybrids on the road nationally, enough to 
make a real impact. 

• Land-Use Planning: This includes the push 
for urban infill to promote density rather than 
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suburban sprawl; that in turn supports greater 
use of public transit and reduced car- trip miles. 
Transit Oriented Development districts and 
nodal development are also part of the mix. 

Other key areas for study and policy devel- 
opment include support for emerging technol- 
ogies (like the Clean Energy Incubator), waste- 
management practices and landfills (which 
emit especially destructive methane gas), and 
natural areas and landscapes as “carbon sinks” 
(City Council Member Lee Leffingwell is work- 
ing on a new program on that front). 



One of the most direct ways to reduce energy 
use (and save money) is to replace conventional 
incandescent light bulbs with compact 
fluorescent bulbs, which use 75% less energy. 

5) THE 'GO NEUTRAL' PLAN: 

OFFSETTING GHG 

The city will develop and implement a pro- 
gram to motivate and help everyone in Austin 
- individuals, businesses large and small, orga- 
nizations, even visitors - voluntarily take their 
net greenhouse-gas emissions down to zero. 
How? Those who aspire to a carbon-neutral 
lifestyle generally improve everything they can 
(as in, buy that new energy-efficient dishwash- 
er and hybrid car) then purchase compensating 
“offset credits” to zero-out their remaining 
greenhouse-gas emissions. The city’s program 
will include recognition, such as a window 
sticker and other incentives, for everyone who 
participates and achieves carbon neutrality. 
Elements include: 

• Local Carbon Footprint Calculation - An 

online tool will help households and small 
businesses calculate their total greenhouse-gas 
emissions, based on Austin data. Larger enti- 
ties can get the city to provide individualized 
assessments of emissions from their more com- 
plex operations. 

• Local Carbon Offset Credits - The city will 

sell these credits to folks who need them to 
achieve carbon neutrality (see p.36). The cred- 
its will fund a range of local greenhouse-gas- 
reduction strategies that also may lead to 
cleaner air in Central Texas over time, such as 
extensive tree-planting. The credits also will 
fund programs like energy-efficiency improve- 
ments for homes owned by low-income resi- 
dents. An innovative aspect is a plan to market 
Austin’s homegrown offset credits to visitors. 
For example, a kiosk at the airport could sell 
credits to offset the emissions entailed in a 
flight to Austin. (Hey, buy 1,000, and we’ll 
throw in a CD of local music!) ■

Coal Hard Reality 

Still cloudy over TXU

Reversing global warming centrally depends on gradually 
eliminating large sources of C0 2 emissions - such as the 11 
pulverized coal plants currently proposed in Texas, by TXU 
Energy and other utilities. Although TXU’s recent deletion of 
eight of its 1 1 planned plants is a welcome reprieve, the pend- 
ing new owners plan to pursue three of the company’s worst 
projects - both in terms of overall pollution and direct effects 
on Austin’s air quality - and they’re joined by seven other utili- 
ties proposing eight more pulverized coal plants. 

What will that mean to Austin? Each year, the 1 1 coal plants 
would dump into the atmosphere an estimated 60 million tons 
of CO 2 , the most common greenhouse gas, boosting Texas’ 
currently nation-leading emissions of about 246 million tons 
per year from power plants (765 MTY in all) by 25%. Today, 
Austin Energy is seen as a national beacon for the use of renew- 
able energy and energy conservation. From efforts in those two 
areas - including GreenChoice, the nation’s largest renewable- 
energy subscription program and a slew of efficiency incentive 
programs for customers - the utility estimates it can avoid 
releasing some 445,000 million tons of C0 2 per year. Austin is 
set to embark on its ambitious Climate Protection Plan - which 
would certainly boost that figure significantly - but it would 
have an uphill battle to even break even with the new plants’ 
added C0 2 pollution. So while the same groups of dirty-coal 
dissidents that opposed TXU’s previous coal plans are gearing 
up to battle the remaining plants, the city of Austin is setting its 
sights on its most imposing threat: TXU’s massive Oak Grove 
plant, near Waco. 

TXU’s Sandow 5 plant near Rockdale - permitted two years 
ago and cleared for construction last week by a federal judge fol- 
lowing lengthy litigation - is actually closer to Austin than Oak 
Grove, but emissions modeling has shown that Oak Grove’s 
pollution blows more directly into Austin. Moreover, Oak Grove 
is really two plants in one, each larger than any other single unit 
proposed statewide - and Oak Grove will burn Texas lignite 
coal, one of the dirtiest varieties known. In virtually all pol- 
lution categories (including C0 2 , smog, ozone, and mercury) 
estimated emissions for Oak Grove double that of every other 
proposed plant. Austin Mayor Will Wynn lauded TXU’s initial 
coal reversal but said the company’s decision to pursue Oak 
Grove “could still leave Austin in a vulnerable position and 


threaten to undo all our hard work under the Early 
Action Compact,” an agreement Austin and five sur- 
rounding counties struck with the EPA and the Texas 
Commission on Environmental Quality to forestall 
violations of the Clean Air Act (which carry costly 
penalties). Local governments and citizens have 
already spent millions implementing the Early Action 
Plan - which includes mandatory vehicle emissions 
testing - and have seen measurable improvements in 
ozone pollution. But Wynn said “air quality modeling 
on the Oak Grove plant indicates that its emissions 
could push us over the line into nonattainment [of 
Clean Air Act compliance]. I’m hopeful that the 
TXU buyout will go through and the new leadership 
will address our concerns. If that doesn’t happen, 
though, I’m going to continue to fight against the 
permitting of that plant.” 

Though Oak Grove is one TCEQ vote from final 
approval, it’s by no means a done deal. Last August, 
state administrative judges issued a decision recom- 
mending that the TCEQ deny Oak Grove’s permit 
based on doubts over the adequacy of its pollu- 
tion controls. A federal lawsuit filed last December 
against TXU on similar grounds remains pending. 
Coal-cheerleading Gov. Rick Perry recently nomi- 
nated Assistant Secretary of State Buddy Garcia 
to a long-vacant post on the TCEQ, and once that 
appointment is approved by the Senate, the three- 
member body will vote on Oak Grove’s permit. Few 
would be astonished if commissioners bucked the 
administrative judges’ recommended denial and 
approved Oak Grove. 

Permit battles aside, one certain lesson can be 
learned from this coal-fired saga: Don’t believe the 
hype. Throughout the feverish PR blitz pushing its 
11 plants, TXU insisted that Texas would go dark 
or worse if all the proposed plants weren’t quickly 
built. “Every day a solution is delayed leaves older, 
less efficient power plants online, affecting prices 
and clean air and bringing us one day closer to 
widespread, rolling blackouts,” a TXU spokesperson 
declared two weeks ago - before the prospective new 
owners changed the tune. State Sen. Rodney Ellis 
responded, “Clearly TXU has been exaggerating the 
need for these plants, and I think the speed with 
which they abandoned the project speaks volumes.” 

Ellis recently filed SB 860, which calls for a two-year 
moratorium on coal-power-plant permitting as well 
as for an “integrated energy plan that provides for 
this state’s electricity gen- 
eration needs [and] protects 
the health and safety of the 
residents of this state.” 

Other legislators have filed 
bills that would address the 
need for new power plants 
altogether: requiring the 

state to be more energy effi- 
cient, mandating efficiency standards 
for appliances, tightening building 
codes, reducing energy use at public 
agency facilities, and requiring utilities 
to offset new consumer demand with 
incentive-based efficiency measures. 

In a phone interview from the 
Capitol, Tom “Smitty” Smith, director 
of watchdog group Public Citizen’s 
Texas office, said of TXU, “There’s no 
good reason why we’re not looking at 
C0 2 in our [power plant] permitting 
process, and we’re attempting to 
change Texas law to see it happen.” 
He called the utility’s pledge to drop 
eight coal plants and join the U.S. 


Climate Action Partnership a major national victory, noting 
that TXU has now joined every other major utility in Texas in 
believing that global warming is happening and either working 
on [carbon-capping] legislation or looking at reforms in their 
planing matrix. He said the city of San Antonio, which has 
already started building its own new pulverized coal plant, has 
vowed to buy enough renewable energy to offset its plants’ 
emissions. Speaking to a broader sea change in national cli- 
mate change awareness, he said global warming reforms will 
be a huge issue in every upcoming political race from Texas 
metro mayoral elections, to 2008’s Texas congressional elec- 
tions, to the race for the White House, noting that even the 
prominent GOP candidates have strong global warming stanc- 
es. Whether any current politicos here in Texas will take a 
direct stand against C0 2 before any more new coal plants 
break ground remains to be seen. ■

Saving the planet on a tenant's budget 


The upside of global warming? You get to do 
fun things like buy a cool new hybrid car, 
install futuristic-looking solar panels on your 
roof, and then brag at dinner parties about 
how much power you’re selling back to the 
“grid.” Unfortunately, this upside requires 
owning property and having money, two things 
many of us lack. In fact, about 52% of 
Austinites are renters, making some of the 
most important energy-saving activities (and 
city rebates) inaccessible. Moreover, rental 
properties are often poorly built and notorious 
for outdated appliances, air-conditioning units, 
and heating mechanisms, and landlords have 
little incentive to improve the energy efficiency 
of buildings for which they don’t pay utility 
bills. Renters can end up with a pretty big car- 
bon footprint. 

Fortunately, there’s hope. First of all, accord- 
ing to the Statistical Abstract of the United 
States, the lower your income, the lower your 
energy use. So, pat yourself on the back for your 
piddling paychecks. Second, there are still a lot 
of energy-saving activities you can do to “shrink 
your footprint” - meaning that someday when 
you do own your own place (i.e., a stake in a 
sustainable urban eco-village limited-equity 
cooperative), you’ll be way ahead of today’s 
hybrid-happy showoffs. Because, as the city of 
Austin Green Building Program’s Mary McLeod 
points out, “A five-star green home with a no- 
star occupant won’t do you much good.” 

Here’s just a selection of actions renters can 
take to make a real difference. For a fuller ver- 
sion, see austinchronicle.com. 

Compact Fluorescent Light Bulbs: 

You can be a star 

These curlicue bulbs are overcoming their 
flickery cubicle-lighting stigma with new hues, 
shapes, and sizes that make them compatible 
with lamps, dimmers, and tiny light fixtures. 

The CFL switch is perhaps the single most 
important thing any renter can do to reduce 
her carbon footprint. It’s the poor man’s solar 
panel or hybrid car, in that it’s the closest thing 
you’ll find to an easy fix: No lifestyle changes 
required. Every household in the U.S. replac- 
ing just one incandescent with an Energy Star- 



qualified CFL is the same as removing 800,000 
cars from the road. 

More expensive up front but longer-lasting, 
CFLs pay for themselves in savings on your 
energy bill (they use two -thirds less energy 
than incandescents and last 10 times longer, 
thereby saving up to $30 per bulb). Austin 
Energy also provides rebate coupons for Energy 
Star-approved bulbs at participating locations: 
Google “Energy Star dealers Austin.” You can’t 
put CFLs in the trash, as they contain mercury, 
but the city provides recycling at the Household 
Hazardous Waste Facility (2514 Business 
Center Dr., Tuesdays and Wednesdays, noon- 
7pm), as does Ikea (1 Ikea Way, Round Rock). 

Around the House: Little by little 

1) Computers (and their peripherals), clocks, 
cell-phone chargers, and especially your DVRs 
and other entertainment-system accoutrements 
are all pulling a tremendous amount of electricity 
even when they’re ostensibly turned “off.” If you 
clump things onto surge protectors, you can turn 
a group of things off and on conveniently. 

2) Poor man’s solar screen: It’s a lot harder to get 
rid of heat once it’s gotten inside your house. 
Hang a bamboo shade outside your window. 


3) Lower the temperature of your water heater 
(if you don’t have access to it, ask your main- 
tenance person to do it): Each 10-degree drop 
will reduce water-heating energy by 3 to 5%; 
also, wrap it in an insulating blanket if it’s 
more than 5 years old. 



4) Microwaving your food uses up to 70% less 
energy than either an electric or gas oven. 

5) Check your refrigerator temperature: The 
fridge should be 35-38 degrees; freezers should 
be zero-5 degrees. 

6) Simple reminders: Turn off your lights, con- 
serve water, watch your thermostat (keep it at 
78 degrees or higher in summer; 68 or lower in 
winter; even better, get your landlord to install 
a free programmable thermostat from the city), 
change your air filters, use your ceiling fans to 
cool off, heat or cool only one room if you can. 



Transportation: Curb that commute 

Live close to where you work, if you can. 
Carpool, bike, bus, or walk when possible, and 
don’t forget to take advantage of the Cap Metro 
bike racks. Got a diesel car? Use biodiesel, or 
better yet, get the Rhizome Collective folks 
(www.rhizomecollective.org) to show you how to 
run your car on veggie oil that you can get for 
free at restaurants (which is totally worthy of 
those dinner-party bragging rights). Wanna wean 
yourself off driving without going cold turkey? 
Join a car-sharing group like Austin CarShare 
(www.austincarshare.org). Members of a similar 
program in San Francisco found that they 
reduced their carbon-dioxide emissions by 90%. 


Eating Green: Low-carbon diet 

1) Buy local, join a community garden, grow 
food in planter beds on wheels, support local 
farms by shopping at the farmers’ market: The 
average plate of produce travels 1,284 miles to 
get to Austin. That’s simply unsustainable. 



2) Vermiculture (worm box!): Smell-free, small, 
and portable, these handy worm boxes can be 
stored under your sink. They compost all your 
scraps for you, which reduces your reliance on 
gas-guzzling garbage trucks and, more impor- 
tantly, keeps organic waste out of landfills 
(which, in the anaerobic environment of a 
landfill, produces methane, a major green- 
house gas). 

3) Eat less meat: The average vegetarian diet 
requires half the energy-consumption of the 
average carnivorous one. 

4) Buy in bulk and carry around those hippie 
canvas shopping bags: Packaging requires energy 
consumption both when it’s being produced and 
when it’s being disposed of. 

Acting Cool: Organize! 

1) Austin Energy is one of the 
few utilities in the country that 
has an apartment-upgrade pro- 
gram. Organize your fellow tenants to encour- 
age your landlord to take advantage of the 
many rebates available for improvements to 
multifamily units. (AustinEnergy.com actually 
has a list of the more energy-efficient apart- 
ments in town, and there’s an even more up- 
to-date list in the Austin Environmental 
Directory, www.environmentaldirectory.info ) 

2) Get involved: Join the Sierra Club, Environ- 
mental Defense, Public Citizen, Solar Austin, 
or other similar eco-active organizations - 
they’ll keep you informed and let you know 
when your voice is needed. 

3) Grassroots organizing: As the Sierra Club’s 

Jerome Collins points out, the fastest way to 
effect change is by galvanizing the court of 
public opinion. ■

'MY TRIP TO AL-QAEDA': Lawrence 
Wright's journey from page to stage 

Having spent five full years researching his widely 
praised bestseller, The Looming Tower: Al-Qaeda and 
the Road to 9/11, Lawrence Wright naturally had 
many things he couldn’t include in the book. Like him- 
self. Indeed, the New Yorker writer and longtime 
Austinite says he “scrupulously kept [himself] out of 
the book,” the better to focus on who attacked the 
U.S. in 2001 and why. But those long months of col- 
lecting information about terrorists and speaking with 
them about their hatred of his homeland left Wright 
with many unresolved feelings about the experience. 
So, rather than suffer through another book tour of 
author readings - “a miserable form,” Wright says - 
he created a performance 
piece to explore his personal 
struggles. The result, My Trip 
to Al-Qaeda, has been pre- 
sented four times around the 
country and is now beginning 
a six-week run at the Culture 
Project theatre in Manhattan. 

Lawrence Wright, the 
author, doing theatre? 

Well, yeah. The work is 
akin to Via Dolorosa, British 
playwright David Hare’s 
monologue about his 1997 
trip to Jerusalem: a dramatic 
account of an author’s expe- 
riences offered by the author 
himself. In fact, Wright was 
inspired by Via Dolorosa, as 
well as the work of Anna Deavere Smith. “The combi- 
nation of theatre and journalism was really novel to 
me,” Wright says. “And I was very interested because 
I work in both of those fields and had never thought 
about combining them.” 

He met with Lincoln Center director Andre Bishop, 
originally to discuss Wright’s notion for a musical 
comedy about the making of the 1963 film Cleopatra, 
but it was Wright’s idea for a one-man show concern- 
ing his experiences writing The Looming Tower that 
Bishop found fascinating. Then, the director of promo- 
tions at The New Yorker, upon hearing the idea, 
promptly said she’d book the show for that fall’s New 
Yorker Festival. “All of a sudden I had a deadline and 
a production date, and I hadn’t written a thing. I’d just 
mouthed off to a couple of people, and now I was in 
deep trouble,” Wright says. “So I came home and 
started work on it.” 

Two months later, Wright presented My Trip to Al- 
Qaeda, directed by Marco Perella, at the LBJ Library and 
Museum. That was followed by The New Yorker Festival 
in October and performances in Los Angeles and Dallas 
earlier this year. The Chronicle caught up with Wright 
just before he left for New York and rehearsals with 
director Gregory Mosher. - Robert Faires

AC: For someone who “ scrupulously kept himself out of 
the book/ you’re making a 180-degree turn. This piece 
is all about you. Why do that? 

LW: I’m representing the perspective of the audience. 

I am the American citizen who has been elected to go 
and find out who these people are and why they 
attacked us. The book is the report of that experi- 


ence, but this is a more personal, a more intimate 
account of what it was like to have been that person 
- one who, like any other American, had strong feel- 
ings about what happened to us and was angry and 
was dealing with a lot of anger in the rest of the world 
at America. Very few people have had the opportunity 
to talk to these jihadists, people who are close to al 
Qaeda. They haven’t had the opportunity to ask them 
face to face who they are and why they’re doing this, 
and I have. I want to bring the message to people 
about what’s going on with those guys and what moti- 
vates them. In some ways, it’s best accomplished in 
this really intimate setting of the theatre. 

AC: Going back to David Flare: Have you taken any- 
thing from Via Dolorosa for inspiration? 

LW: Yeah. I watched it again while working on this. 

You know, David is not a professional actor, either, 
and he didn’t pass himself off as one. He 
approached it very much as a common 
man. “I’m going to tell you about my experi- 
ences, my impressions.” That was encourag- 
ing. He wasn’t acting, he was telling, and 
that’s the way that I approach this as well. 
AC: What has the response been like? 

LW: People are devastated by the informa- 
tion I have to give them. A lot of people 
come up afterward in tears. It’s a hard jour- 
ney. But I’m surprised that people are still 
so hungry for information and still so unin- 
formed about who the enemy is and about 
the emotional and economical and political 
background that led to this state of affairs. 
That’s what I’m trying to bring to people. I’m 
trying to let them know who the enemy is 
and what they think about us. For many peo- 
ple, the news is absolutely devastating. 

AC: Is that because people haven’t sought out that 
information or are in denial or ...? 

LW: People are constantly telling me that no one has 
ever explained it to them that way. And I understand 
that. For one thing, the political conversation about 
this struggle has been so impoverished. And it tends 
to be imbued with theological language - good and 
evil, us and them - and that doesn’t lead to any kind 
of understanding. It’s only polarizing. I’m trying to do 
the opposite. I’m trying to explain the humanity of our 
antagonists and help people understand what they’re 
up to. 

AC: And is that devastation people are feeling a good 
thing or a bad thing? 

LW: Sometimes enlightenment is shocking, and I 
think that very few people have really looked into the 
political backdrop of these incredibly repressive 
regimes, where the jihadists arise from. It’s news to 
most people. The sense of despair is so pervasive in 
the Muslim world. If you spend some time over there, 
you have to come to grips with it. But it’s easy to 
overlook it if you’re not there. I’m trying to explain to 
people the nature of the sense of futility and hope- 
lessness that lead to the radicalism that we’re grap- 
pling with now. 

AC: Do you find yourself enticed by the spotlight? 

LW: I’ll be able to answer that better after a week of 
doing it in New York. I’m a little embarrassed by the 
side of me that likes being on the stage. It is exhila- 
rating. [But] I’ve got six weeks on this. They’ve talked 
about extending it, and I said, “I don’t think so. I think 
that’s where I get off the train.”

GALLERY LOMBARDI: 

A little farther from the train tracks, 
but the art still rocks 

One need only look up at the cranes that dot the Downtown skyline or down 
at the traffic that clogs practically every road at every conceivable hour to know 
that Austin is growing by leaps and bounds. This growth affects not only 
every resident of the area in ways big and small but also the businesses and 
organizations that serve those residents, including the arts organizations. 

Such is the case with Gallery Lombardi, the eclectic visual-arts gallery 
whose home since 1996 has been at 910 W. Third. But very soon, the new 
36-story, 200-unit Spring condominiums will dominate the area where the lit- 
tle 850-square-foot gallery used to be. “I’ve known about this for a long time, 
since two years ago,” says Rachel Koper, Gallery Lombardi’s longtime curator 
(and Chronicle Visual Arts writer). “Diana [Zuniga, the gallery’s landlady and 
one of the major forces behind Spring] found me the new space. It’s slightly 
smaller, about 800 square feet. But I’m very happy with it. I was hoping to 
stay Downtown. I love the East Austin arts scene, but I used to live on 
Oakland [Avenue] and in Clarksville, and I love the West End. So I’m really 
happy to stay in that West-End Downtown neighborhood.” 

The new space is a cream-colored building at 602 W. Seventh, just a bit 
northeast of Katz’s Deli, but while the venue is new, Koper has no plans to 
switch from the salon-style group shows for which Gallery Lombardi is 
known. In fact, the first show in the new space is both prototypically Gallery 
Lombardi and prototypically Austin: “Draw,” featuring, perhaps not surprising- 
ly, drawings by 150 different artists, including ZZ Top’s Billy Gibbons, 

Butthole Surfers’ Gibby Haynes, and ... And You Will Know Us by the Trail of 
Dead’s Conrad Keely. “My first choice for holding an exhibit in March was the 
Texas Biennial, which is a statewide juried art show,” says Koper. “But I 
couldn’t do it because, when we had to commit to be a venue, I hadn’t 
signed my lease, and I didn’t know if I would be ready to open. Then we got 
the new space and got in there, and I realized that we could get open for 
March and that we should because it’s such a good month. So I chose to 
open with ‘Draw.’ 

“It’s a good fit for the gallery. It features vanguard creative skateboarders, 
musicians, writers, animators, cartoonists. Showing artists of this caliber is 
a dream come true for me. Barry McGee is one of my heroes, as is Ron 
English.” It’s also a good fit for South by Southwest, and Koper is planning 
some special crossover events. “Our grand opening is on March 9. Then 
we’re having a mixer on the 14th with MyToons, an animation company that’s 
doing its global launch. We’re hosting Rusty Mills, who was the animator for 
Pinky and the Brain, and we’re going to have some of his animations on a 
plasma screen. And on the 16th, we’re doing a South by Southwest evening 
event. We’re going to have DJs, live graffiti art, and refreshments.” All of 
these events are free and open to the public. For more information, visit 
www.gallerylombardi.com. - Barry Pineo 
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right company to do this show,” Gray says. If 
she wanted to stage Eleanor Powell’s duet with 
Astaire from Broadway Melody of 1940, “I had to 
wait for Eleanor Powell to show up.” 

She did, in the personage of Katelyn Harris, 
a new dancer in the Tapestry Company. How 
did this fresh face on the scene feel about being 
tapped to play the onetime queen of tap on the 
silver screen? Harris admits that “it was a huge 
weight on my shoulders,” but she says she was 
so excited and “just wanted to do it so bad” 
that she didn’t dwell on the idea that she was 
representing such an iconic figure. 

The other dancers in the company admit to 
feeling a similar sense of responsibility toward 
their roles in the show, a burden bound up in 
their desire to honor these giants in their cho- 
sen art form. But they didn’t really have much 
time to be intimidated by their assignments. 
They were too busy watching the videos, 
rewinding them, watching them again, rewind- 
ing them, and watching them again, trying to 
puzzle out beat by beat, step by step, just what 
these dancers were doing and how. 

Keep in mind: Most of the filmed dance 
routines that Gray selected for the Souls of 
Our Feet program had never been translated 
from screen to stage. So the dancers had no 
choreographic documentation they could fol- 
low, no steps set down in a book. All they had 
to go by was the footage itself. And it was on 
a flat screen. Meaning that there was no clear 
way to determine the spatial relationships in 
the routines - how close the dancers were at 
certain moments, how much ground they cov- 
ered in a particular move. They had to go with 
best-guess estimates of rough distances based 
on what was in the frame in any given shot. 
Imagine trying to develop detailed blueprints 
for the Parthenon based on a few postcards. It’s 
like that. 

Naturally, that made the first step in the 
journey of re-creating these historic dances a 
long and somewhat tedious one. Dissecting a 
dance involved lots of slo-mo, lots of rewind- 
ing, lots of trial-and-error in reconstructing 
moves. And most of it in very small increments: 
a couple of bars of music, a couple of counts 
even. Matt Shields estimates that breaking

What's Past Is Prologue 


Re-creating classic tap routines from the screen and stage 
opens an exciting new future for Tapestry Dance Company

The moves are familiar. You’ve seen those 
feet rocket around the room, tattooing rapid- 
fire rhythms almost faster than the ear can 
follow. The thing is, before, they’ve always 
been flat, made by shadows dancing across 
a big screen or a little one, antique shadows 
a half-century old or more. But now they’ve 
exploded into three dimensions, and they’re 
in the flesh, being danced right now, right 
here, without benefit of retakes or editing cuts 
or camera tricks. What’s more, the dancers 
accomplishing this astonishing feat of the 
feet - all members of Austin’s Tapestry Dance 
Company - match the masters step for step. 

Tapestry set itself quite the challenge when 
it took on the task of re-creating more than 
a dozen historic rhythm tap routines from 
Hollywood’s golden age and the heyday of 
vaudeville for its 2006-2007 season. Artistic 
Director Acia Gray and her company mem- 
bers wouldn’t be just trying to dance like Fred 


In The Souls of Our Feet, the dancers 
of Tapestry seem to be operating on a 
whole new level, nailing the intricate 
routines of tap's past masters with 
not only the dexterity of the original 
artists but that elan and ease in their 
art so evident in their dances. 


Astaire and the Nicholas Brothers and Eleanor 
Powell and Bill “Bojangles” Robinson. They 
were going to be these legendary hoofers, 
for all intents and purposes, dancing their 
precise moves in some of the best-known rou- 
tines of their brilliant careers. The results, as 
seen in the company’s premiere of The Souls 
of Our Feet last November, were stunning. The 
dancers of Tapestry - who have always 
been proficient at rhythm tap - seemed 
to be operating on a whole new level, 
nailing these complicated routines not 
only with the dexterity of the artists 
who originated them but with much of 
their confidence and style - that elan 
and ease in their art so evident in the 
past masters to whom they’re paying 
tribute and whose images were often 
projected on the screens behind them 
as they danced. They weren’t working 
anymore, in the way younger dancers 
sometimes do, where their faces betray 
the intense concentration going on 
behind them. They were simply and 
exquisitely dancing, with every part 
of their bodies in the rhythm, flow- 
ing freely and with joy no matter how 
intricate or technically challenging the 
steps might be. 


And intricate and technically challenging 
they most certainly were. If this were a ballet 
company, Gray suggests, it would be like the 
male dancers re-creating the dance work of 
Baryshnikov. “That’s the level of the technique 
in tap that we’re talking about,” she says. 

Trust Acia Gray to know. The co-founder of 
Tapestry with Deirdre Strand and its guiding 
light has been dancing professionally for more 
than 25 years, and her career has allowed her 
to work alongside and learn the craft literally 
at the feet of such masters as Charles “Honi” 
Coles and Jimmy Slyde and Fayard Nicholas, 
the senior sibling in the extraordinary Nicholas 
Brothers team. In truth, The Souls of Our 
Feet has its genesis in Gray’s relationship to 
those history-making dancers. “I honestly feel 
that when I choreograph, I’m channeling the 
energy and the souls of the people who have 
taught me and moved on,” Gray says. “The 
storyboard of the show was how I helped keep 
these souls alive. That’s how 
it started. I was picturing: 
Where am I relative to Honi 
[Coles] and Eddie [Brown] 
and Steve [Condos] and all 
of these old guys that I actu- 
ally was able to work with? 
So the first act was con- 
nected to people I had actu- 
ally worked with - touched, 
hugged, felt. I could feel 
their energy. And what I 
remember, what I discov- 
ered in watching them after 
knowing them. Selfishly, I 
wanted to re-experience what I went through 
working with these guys directly and watch 
these guys learn that stuff.” 

The Souls of Our Feet - which returns this 
week for four glorious performances in the 
McCullough Theatre on the UT campus - has, 
Gray says, “been in my head for a long 
time.” But keeping in mind that contemporary 


audiences likely wouldn’t have a clue who 
“Honi” Coles or the Condos Brothers or Buck 
& Bubbles were, the choreographer thought 
to balance their dances with more familiar 
pieces from silver-screen history, such as the 
“Moses Supposes” number that Gene Kelly 
and Donald O’Connor share in Singin in the 
Rain or a duet that Shirley Temple does with 
Bill “Bojangles” Robinson in The Littlest Rebel. 
“I wanted things the audience didn’t have to 
think about, like Singin in the Rain,” she says. 
“They already know that. And they know who 
Shirley Temple is. I wanted just enough so they 
say, ‘Oh, cool,’ and then they see these things 
that they’ve never seen before but with that 
same excitement.” 

Of course, not every dancer is well-suited 
to step into the shoes of a Kelly or an Astaire. 
For one thing, the dancer has to possess the 
skill-set to match the footwork of those artists 
in their primes. But pure technique won’t make 
the dance look like it does in the movies (or 
the way it did on the vaudeville stage, if you 
go back that far). The dancer has to be able to 
move beyond the moves, in a sense, to the spirit 
of the dancer, to infuse the moves with that sig- 
nature elegance we associate with Astaire or the 
vigor of Kelly or the irrepressible exuberance 
of the Nicholas Brothers. “I had to wait for the

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down the Condos Brothers number “Somethin’ 
Like This?” - what the Tapestry dancers refer to 
as the “sailor dance,” since it comes from the 
1941 film In the Navy - took “like an hour to 
figure out how to do two bars.” 

Some of that protracted process was just 
the nature of the beast, the problem of pulling 
something out of two dimensions into three, 
but some of it came from the way the dance 
was constructed. The “sailor dance” was a 
case in point, as the Condos Brothers weren’t 
playing by any choreographic rule book. “The 
thing about Steve [Condos]: His stuff makes 
no sense,” says Gray. “It’s just not logical to 
the basic elements of rhythm tap dance.” So 
to get their feet to do what Nick and Steve 
Condos’ feet were doing, Shields and Jason 
Janas, his partner in that dance, had to wrap 
their heads around the innovations in their 
approach to tap, which Shields believes “is 
still above some of the stuff that’s happen- 
ing today.” Fortunately, because Gray had 
worked with Steve Condos, she had an idea 
of how the dance worked, and sometimes she 
could explain something about the dance that 
she had learned from Condos “that the film 
doesn’t tell you.” 

Sometimes, however, the translation pro- 
cess was complicated by the illusions of 
Hollywood filmmaking. In working out the 
“Moses Supposes” number, Tasha Lawson 
and Janas figured out that the film version 
consists of three different shoots and that 
Gene Kelly and Donald O’Connor danced 
without taps on their feet, with the sound 
of the taps dubbed in. “When we tried to 
pull it off the video, the auditory wasn’t 


syncing up by a sixteenth note,” says 
Lawson. “So pulling it off was really tricky. 
And we have to dance it full out, the entire 
piece, in one ‘take,’ with tap shoes on. The 
stamina [required] on that one is crazy.” 
With the show involving so 
many different numbers, and the 
dancers so intimately involved in 
the re-creation process, rehears- 
als would sometimes take place 
in as many as five studios simul- 
taneously, with Gray moving 
from room to room to tweak 
and polish dances. That was a 


purposeful move on the part of the director. “I 
didn’t want the show to be my interpretation 
of the film, to be my point of view. I wanted to 
see what would happen if everybody else took 
it,” Gray says. “So they found things I never 


saw or never knew. Then I could add stuff that 
they didn’t see.” 

Sometimes what the dancers couldn’t see 
had nothing to do with steps and everything 
to do with the feel of the dance. Lawson and 
Brenna Kuhn were responsible for “Lucky 
Numbers,” a routine by the Nicholas Brothers 
filmed when Harold was 15 and Fayard was 22. 
Kuhn recalls that “we spent hours in front of 
the video, first getting footwork; then we would 
start to add in the arms; then we would do the 
arms. But then we would be too in unison.” 
Gray watched the two dance and told them, 
“You’re too pretty. Stop thinkin’ about it. Stop 
making it so polished. Let go.” And then, she 
says, “They just kind of threw their bodies into 
it, and that’s it. ’Cause the brothers weren’t 
thinking about that. They were just doing it.” 
It was one instance when the dancers’ training 
got the better of them. “We weren’t putting 
ourselves into it,” Kuhn admits. “We had to 
almost throw that away and, instead of looking 
at the technique of what they were doing, get 
into the essence of what they were doing.” 
That essence of these past masters is some- 
thing all the Tapestry dancers eventually 
absorbed into their bodies in much the same 
way they did the steps themselves. None of 
them will claim to be on 
the level of a Bill Robinson 
or a Steve Condos or an 
Eleanor Powell - “work in 
progress” is a phrase that 
comes up a lot when they 
talk about their work in this 
show - but at the same time, 
they’ve internalized those 
dancers to such a degree 
that now they’ll improvise 
work based on the moves 
they’ve absorbed. “You see 
all the steps that come out 
in everybody,” notes Kuhn, 
“and I don’t know if they’re 
even conscious that it’s com- 
ing out, but they’ll be doing 
something and, ‘Oh, there’s 
Bill! Oh, there’s Steve!’ So 


To reconstruct these historic routines, the 
Tapestry dancers had to watch them over and 
over and over, breaking them down beat by 
beat, step by step, trying to puzzle out just 
what these dancers were doing and how. 
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you see how much it’s affected everybody 
You can see how much more grounded Tasha 
is, how graceful and suave Matt can be, how 
confident Jackie [Coleman] can be, how playful 
she can be.” 

Coleman testifies to the difference in herself 
after doing The Souls of Our Feet. Before, the 
young dancer had listened to tap dancers talk 
about influential figures they had worked with 
and their signature steps. “And I’m sitting here 
going, ‘I don’t know what you mean by this 
and that,’” she says. “Now I have this deep 
understanding of each person. Now I can actu- 
ally watch something and go, ‘Oh, that’s Steve,’ 
or, ‘That’s Bill.’ I couldn’t do that before. So it’s 
opened my entire brain to this new world.” 

“I describe it as doing a master’s degree in 
tap dance,” says Lawson. “In my entire dance 
career, of all the shows I’ve learned, this is the 
one show that will stay in you forever. You just 
don’t let go of the material and forget it. It’s 
your education.” 

And the education doesn’t stop here. Next 
season The Souls of Our Feet hits the road as 
part of the National Endowment for the Arts/ 
American Masterpieces: Dance touring roster 
(for which Tapestry received $25,000 in tour 
support). The significance of that is not lost 
on Gray, who notes that “there has not been a 
[nationally touring] tap show not based around 
Savion Glover on the road in a very long time.” 
And judging by the initial response, there’s 
an audience out there hungry for one. It’s 
the most popular dance production on the 
American Masterpieces touring roster, generat- 
ing more bookings than groups as prestigious 
as the Alvin Ailey American Dance Theater. 

That suggests that turning back to the past 
may be opening up a very bright future for 
Tapestry. Not surprisingly, Gray believes that. 
“I think this show is going to make a mark on 
tap dance in the long run.” 

Which must just have all those hoofers up in 
heaven just dancing for joy. ■

A MIRACLE OF CATFISH 

by Larry Brown 
Algonquin, 456 pp., $24.95 

In that it is forever incomplete, Brown’s sixth 
and final novel should arguably be exempt from 
criticism. Its flaws bear mention - when editor 
Shannon Ravenel relates, 

“He was, as a novelist, 
likely to write more than he 
needed,” it’s easy to agree 
- but the book Brown had 
almost finished when he 
died suddenly at home in 
Lafayette County, Miss., 
recommends itself even as 
a work in progress, with 
too much weight on the 
exposition and an ending 
not yet written. 

As it is, A Miracle of 
Catfish probably isn’t des- 
tined for your beach bag. 

It’s more of a study in 
form, beginning with a 
hand-drawn map of the set- 
ting and ending with notes 
for the final chapters and 
an epilogue. In between 
are fathers and sons and a stretch of land, 
Brown’s metier, and the drawling rhythm of rural 
life: waiting for rain to start or stop, waiting for 
payday, waiting for fish to bite, waiting for the con- 
sequences of what you did wrong and can’t hide. 
Cortez Sharp is a crusty old farmer with secrets in 
his barn, an estranged daughter in Atlanta, and a 
brand-new stock pond on his property. Just around 


the way lives Jimmy’s daddy - that’s how he’s 
identified throughout the book - an irredeemable 
screwup and just-beer alcoholic with a curious and 
tragically neglected 9-year-old son, who’s watching 
the pond for signs of new catfish. 

Brown changes perspective often because he 
can, slipping from one voice to 
another without a wobble - includ- 
ing crows in a tree, a puppy, and 
the first-person narrative of a bull- 
dozer driver. Not all of these 
impressions are necessary to 
develop the book’s remarkably tex- 
tured sense of place; in some 
cases, Brown has written more 
than he needed. Just the same, the 
depth of the book’s characteriza- 
tions rewards a reader’s patience, 
and Brown’s plainspoken but ele- 
gant prose craft is a cozy vehicle 
for some of the more gothic touch- 
es in the story. Such as the ghost. 

Ultimately it is the unflinching 
but humanistic observation of rural 
Southern manhood - the hopes 
and betrayals of kinship, the frus- 
trations of poverty and thwarted 
success, the seemingly inexorable 
pull of poor decisions, the urge to protect that can 
become violent - that will define Brown’s body of 
work. Miracle , too, is at times a melancholy read, 
driven as it is by the yearnings of children and 
fathers and old men to do right despite their deep 
flaws. No resolution exists, but Brown’s final chap- 
ters suggest the possibility of redemption and 
reconnection. - Marrit ingman 



TEN DAYS IN THE HILLS 

by Jane Smiley 
Knopf, 449 pp., $26 

Early in Jane Smiley’s Ten Days in the Hills, a 
film director with a fading career muses on 
shooting his version of My Dinner With Andre 
featuring a couple in bed and thoroughly naked. 

That’s indeed what Pulitzer Prize-winner Jane 
Smiley has created here: a talky, bawdy book 
that says a lot about the vapidity of Hollywood 
and even more about the humanness of the 
21st century American. Smiley has previously 
looked for inspiration from academia (Moo) and 
Shakespeare (A Thousand Acres: A Novel). Her 
model here is Giovanni Boccaccio’s The 
Decameron, a 14th century tale of 10 people 
taking refuge from the plague by going to the 
nearby countryside where they tell stories and 
get jiggy with it. 

Smiley, an outspoken critic of the war in Iraq, 
has chosen that war, as seen in its early days 
in 2003, as her form of black death. The character Elena, who writes self-help books 
- including Here's How to Do EVERYTHING Correctly! - is obsessed with the war and 
spars with the group’s lone Republican about weapons of mass destruction. Smiley, 
who studied the medieval period as a graduate student, has said her fascination with 
The Decameron stems from the “resolution of the people, the characters to create a 
space inside the disaster where they contemplate all kinds of things. Fun things, crazy 
things, tricky things.” 

That’s the heart of Ten Days: Smiley has taken a step toward rejecting the tradition- 
al novel’s story arc and instead moved toward a form that is both old and new. It’s all 
about the story. The irony (and Smiley is very big on irony) is that Hollywood is the 
land of formulaic scripts, and much of the book is devoted to an appreciation of that 
form. Smiley even acknowledges “every director and commentator on every DVD who 
bothered to add ‘special features.”' But, ultimately, her message here is one of art 
and its ability to free the artist. Forget the idiots in Washington: Get naked; make art; 
tell stories. Could there be any saner advice for the age we dwell in? - Joe O'Connell

GRUB US UP AND GRUB US DOWN, COOKIE 


The Cowboy Breakfast 
heralds the commence- 
ment of the Star of Texas 
Fair & Rodeo, of course, 
but it also serves as one 
of the first signs of spring. 

It can be as chilly as the 
proverbial witch’s tit, with 
exhaled breath creating 
clouds that compete with 
the smoke from the camp- 
fire. On other years, early- 
morning jackets and sweat- 
ers are quickly abandoned, 
as the sun burns off the 
evening chill and replaces 
it with balmy sunshine. 

Every year, a crowd com- 
prising a cross section of 
Austin gathers: Cowboys, 
runners, the homeless, 
club kids, schoolchildren 
at their start of the day, 
businesspeople before 
their first meeting, and more all get their fill 
of the plentiful and delicious grub. Biscuits 
and gravy, pancakes, breakfast tacos, sau- 
sage, kolaches, orange juice, milk, and cof- 
fee are all dished out - and all for free. Yep, 
free for nuthin’ and accompanied by live 
music, live animals in the form of a longhorn 
and Elsie the cow, and rope tricks from a 
trickster cowboy. After taking full advantage 
of the rodeo’s hospitality, we’re primed for a 
day at the Travis County Exposition Center 
taking in bull riding, barrel racing, carnival 
rides, and livestock shows. 


t’s there, on Saturday eve- 
ning, where you can sam- 
ple fare from the Chuck 
Wagon Cook-Off. The wag- 
ons circle - although the 
only imminent attack is 
from hunger pangs - and 
would-be “cookies” rustle 
up grub cowboy-style using 
19th century techniques. 
Stews and roasts and other 
grub suitable to Dutch 
ovens and open fires are 
served up by friendly cow- 
pokes. When it comes to 
desserts, cobblers reign, 
as they’re especially well- 
suited to Dutch ovens. We 
sampled no fewer than a 
dozen varieties at the pre- 
view. Peach was the over- 
riding favorite, but berries 
made a respectable show- 
ing, as well. Each had its 
own twist and was absolutely delicious. We were 
well aware that we were to partake of the myriad 
offerings served up at wagon after wagon, yet 
we nevertheless were unable to adequately 
pace ourselves. Initially we had a “half-serving” 
rule, but that quickly gave way to quarter-serving 
sizes and, finally, just a bite. But the chow is 
only part of the competition: The hospitality of 
the cooks factors equally into the voting from 
participants. Like barkers on the midway, diners 
are cajoled, invited, enticed, and welcomed, mak- 
ing this one of the friendliest, as well as tastiest, 
events around town. - Barbara Chisholm

CHOCOLATE IN MESOAMERICA: 

A CULTURAL HISTORY OF CACAO 

edited by Cameron L. McNeil 
University Press of Florida, 542 pp., $75 

Chocolate in Mesoam erica: A Cultural 
History of Cacao is an extensive collection of 
multidisciplinary essays that shed light on the 
latest discoveries regarding the cacao tree, its 
history of uses in ancient Mesoamerica, and 
the rituals of today’s Mesoamerican cultures. 
Written by some of the world’s most renowned 
experts in the fields of archaeology, history, 
anthropology, epigraphy, botany, and linguis- 
tics, with the majority of the work centered on 
Maya studies, this book contains a watershed 
of interesting and exciting information. 

McNeil’s introductory chapter on the biol- 
ogy, antiquity, and modern uses of the choco- 
late tree is the perfect example of the multi- 
disciplinary approach taken to the book as a 
whole. Her research combines all the aforemen- 
tioned disciplines into a cohesive, accessible, 
and very complete survey of cacao and its many 
cultural, environmental, and social implications. 
Simon Martin’s essay on cacao in ancient Maya 
religion presents convincing evidence of the 
religious importance of the cacao plant in Maya 


cosmology in his usual 
thorough yet unpre- 
tentious style. Dorie 
Reents-Budet, senior 
research fellow at the 
Smithsonian National 
Museum of Natural 
History, writes about 
the social context of 
kakaw drinking among 
the ancient Maya in her 
authoritative and capti- 
vating style, which itself 
can only be topped by 
her live presentations. 
For those interested in 
linguistics, Kaufman and 
Justeson’s erudite - and 
always controversial 
- research on the his- 
tory for the word cacao 
and related terms in 
ancient Mesoamerica is 
a must read. This amazing collection of essays 
might not be everyone’s cup of cocoa, but for 
those with a serious interest in food history and 
foodways, it is an invaluable source of up-to-date 
information on one of the most beloved and 
revered foodstuff in the Americas.

Louis Mueller BBQ in Taylor early last 
week. No word yet on when that series 
debuts, but we’ll keep you posted... The 
local food scene is bustling with lots of 
new spots these days. The seventh 
Waterloo Ice House (14900 Avery Ranch 
Blvd., 255-4873) opened in the new Plaza 
at Avery Ranch, where they’re open for 
breakfast, lunch, and dinner... Franchisees 
Monique and Steve Price have brought 
the first Shipley Do-Nuts (8213 Brodie, 
233-NUTS, www.shipleydonutsaustin.com) out- 
let to Austin. Enjoy their distinctive dough- 
nuts and kolaches daily from 5am to 
6pm... In early March, Jim-Jim’s Water- 
Ice (615-A E. Sixth, 708-8285) resumes 
their ever-popular concessions at Deep 
Eddy and Barton Springs swimming 
pools and adds a new outlet at the weekly 
Farmers’ Market Downtown at Fourth and 
Guadalupe... The much-heralded opening 
of the new Domain shopping center at 
MoPac and Parmer takes place this week- 
end, and there are several upscale eater- 
ies in the mix.

So, Basically, Breakfast Tacos and Free Beer 

Enjoying good food and drink for $10 a day during SXSW 



Hopes of becoming rock stars are pinned to 
many a band’s South by Southwest showcase. 
They’ll endure adversities of all kinds to travel 
to Austin and have a chance at impressing the 
right people with raw, awesome talent. Those 
adversities often involve finances: wages lost, 
savings depleted, and even jobs sacrificed to 
make the trip. This means that there will be 
bands coming to the Festival who will be sleep- 
ing in their vans, on top of their equipment, 
hoping that $50 will be enough to see them 
through five days of SXSW 

This article is for them: the van-dwellers, the 
broke and hopeful, the persistent and the opti- 
mistic. Yes, you too can experience Austin in a 
meaningful way on very little money. 

I know, because I lived as a broke Austin 
musician for about 20 years. Our touring per 
diem in Glass Eye was $5. That money had to 
pay for an individual’s food, tips, stamps, post- 
cards, and film. (Shakes cane angrily.) “We 
didn’t have any Innernet back then! Or digital 
cameras! We had to actually write letters and 
put stamps on them! And buy film and have it 
developed! And if we wanted to make a phone 
call, we had to pull over and find a pay phone!” 
(Drops back into senile dozing.) Adjusted for 
inflation, I think that comes to about $10 a 
day. That’s the figure we’ll work with here: I’m 
going to assume that you have about $10 for 
your daily food-and-beer needs. 

Allow me to put in a disclaimer about fast 
food. I assume that you had to eat your fair 
share of highway fast food on the way here and 
that you’d prefer to experience actual food, 
preferably regional fare. Your cuisine of choice 
is therefore going to be Mexican. 

Mexican food is to Texas what Italian food is 
to Milwaukee. It’s cheap; it’s authentic; it’s 
everywhere. When Texans stray, they inevitably 
return, drawn back by the siren song of inex- 
pensive, kickass Mexican food, without which 
life cannot truly be happily lived once you have 
tasted it. Now that you’re in Austin, this is your 
chance to saturate yourself with it. As an added 
bonus for vegetarians, Austin is the spot on the 
map where hippie culture meets Mexican cul- 
ture: Most of our Mexican restaurants are veg- 
etarian-friendly, and many serve only vegetarian 
beans and rice. 

You can get by on just two meals a day: 
breakfast and dinner. Let’s start with break- 
fast. You don’t want to drop a lot of dough 
here, but you will need something in your 
stomach to help dispel your hangover. Your 
best bet will be to acquaint yourself with the 
breakfast taco: a flour or corn tortilla filled 
with your choice of eggs, potatoes, bacon, 
chorizo, beans, cheese, and rice. (Usually the 
flour tortillas hold more filling, so I recom- 
mend flour.) Ranging in price from $1 to 
$1.75 apiece, there is no better deal in town, 
and the hot sauce will help clear your head. 

Most Mexican restaurants have breakfast 
tacos on the menu, and typically they’re the 
cheapest item. You might get free chips and 
salsa, too - especially closer to lunchtime - 
which goes a long way toward rounding out a 


single-taco breakfast. Some spots charge for 
chips and salsa nowadays; it will say on the 
menu. For your caffeine fix, I recommend iced 
tea. It will also rehydrate you, which you will 
desperately need. Plus, iced tea is always a 
never-ending refill, enabling you to drink end- 
less glasses. 

Deserving of special mention is the Tamale 
House at 5003 Airport Blvd. (453-9842). 
There used to be Tamale Houses all over town, 
but now the Airport location is the only one 
left. It’s cash-only, and there’s no item on the 
menu more expensive than $5. The quality is 
superb: These are some of the best breakfast 
tacos in town. Get there before the 3pm clos- 
ing time. 

Another cheap-taco option is the taco trailer. 
Now, I understand that these trailers look a 
little scary, a little fly-by-night, a little like 
maybe they serve “mystery meat.” This is not 
the case. In fact, the level of cuisine artistry at 
taco trailers is usually high, as they’re typically 
manned by Mexican cooks whose standards 
are exacting and purist. Torchy’s Tacos at 1207 
S. First is dependable and stationary, and their 
tacos are on the large side. Their hot sauces are 
marvelous; the recipes used at Torchy’s have 
won the Chronicle Hot Sauce Festival contest 
numerous times. Many of Austin’s other fine 
taco trailers are mobile: If you see a promising 
taco trailer, don’t be afraid to sample their 
offerings. They are truly bargain-tastic! 

Austin has almost reached a Seattle-like sat- 
uration of hip coffee shops; There’s practically 
one on every block. As alluring as a double 
cappuccino is, on $10 a day, you can’t afford it; 


they run $3-plus just about everywhere. If you 
just can’t live without serious coffee, get a shot 
of espresso: It’ll do the job for about a buck. 
Most coffeehouses are Wi-Fi hot spots, making 
them great places to check your e-mail, too. 

Dinner Strategies 

Getting a cheap, delicious meal is pretty 
easy in Austin. Getting it during SXSW with- 
out having to wait an hour is a little harder. 
My first suggestion is to eat early, as close to 
5pm as possible. You’d think that restaurants 
would clear out around 8:30 or 9pm, because 
the music is starting, but that has not been 
my experience. Eat early if you don’t want a 
long wait. 

Mexican food is still going to be your most 
economical and festive choice, and most 
places will have something on the menu in 
your price range. If nothing else, an excellent 
meal can be made practically anywhere out of 
one side order of rice, one side order of beans, 
and a side order of tortillas. Construct your 
own rice-and-bean tacos, complement with 
baskets of free chips and salsa, and voila! You 
are well-fed. (This meal was a Glass Eye stan- 
dard for many years and can be had for as 
little as $3.50.) 

Check out Chuy’s on Barton Springs Road at 
least once. It offers a free buffet of chips, salsa, 
queso, and taco meat to all bar customers and 
patrons waiting for a table. No one will give 
you the stink eye if you buy a single beer or 
frozen margarita and proceed to jam yourself 
full of some of the best queso and hot sauce in 


town. It’s a great place to actually eat a meal, 
too, if you’re willing to wait an hour or two for 
the table. 

Another thrifty dinner option is the burrito. 
Burritos fill you up for cheap, and Freebirds 
World Burrito offers monstrous varieties rang- 
ing in price from $3.75 to $7. Freebirds has 
four locations around town; the closest to 
SXSW’s goings-on are at 515 S. Congress 
(462-3512) and 1000 E. 41st in the Hancock 
Center (451-5514). Freebirds uses all fresh, 
natural ingredients and has vegetarian options, 
too. Definitely the place to go if “filling” is your 
major criteria. 

Texas-style barbecue is another regional 
delight; although a barbecue plate just about 
anywhere in town will use up your whole $10, 
barbecue sandwiches will fill you up and not 
destroy your meager cash supply. Any of our 
area barbecue joints will deliver you a yummy, 
cheap, filling brisket or sausage sandwich for 
between $3.50 and $5. Free onions, pickles, 
and jalapenos will make your sandwich larger. 

Looking for a sub? Thundercloud Subs is 
the real deal: quality good-sized sandwiches 
made fresh by friendly counterculture folks. 
Sandwiches start at $2.09, and even the most 
expensive (large turkey, bacon, avocado, and 
cheese) is only $5.69. Thundercloud has 20 
locations around Austin; the closest ones to 
Downtown are at 201 E. Riverside (441-5331) 
and 903 W 12th (322-0154). 

I would be remiss if I didn’t mention Veggie 
Heaven at 1914 Guadalupe (457-1013) for 
those of you who might be hankering for vege- 
tables other than hot peppers. Although the 
entrees run in the $8 range, the portions at 
Veggie Heaven are enormous. The general 
thrust of the place is Asian; it’s a great favorite 
with students. 

Drinking for Cheap 

Of course, your most economical option is 
to go buy a 12-pack and slam it back in your 
parked van before you hit the clubs. This 
option is so very much cheaper than any bar is 
going to be that nothing else can really com- 
pare, except getting to drink for free. 

Ah, drinking for free. My favorite kind of 
drinking. How can this be accomplished? Well, 
one thing that happens during SXSW is that 
various music-related businesses - such as 
record labels and publishers and agencies - 
have parties where bands play and there is a 
keg. These parties are usually in or near clubs 
and bars and, if the weather is nice, often out- 
side. Sometimes there is free food, as well. 
Most of these parties take place between 2 and 
6pm, and most do not require an invitation of 
any kind. After all, the entities throwing them 
are trying to create a buzz about their business 
or the bands they represent, and they want a 
big crowd. Throwing advertising dollars to the 
wind is the order of the day. 

So, cruise down the major music thorough- 
fares of Austin between 2 and 6pm during the 
Festival, and listen for live music being played 
over a PA. Head for the sound, and you might 
find one of these parties with their free kegs 
and food. This year, many of them will be at 
Brush Square Park at Fifth and Neches; others 
at restaurants and nightclubs. If you were wise 
enough to take the registration instead of the 
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COOL COFFEEHOUSES

money (bands will know what I am talking 
about), there’s an alphabetical list of these par- 
ties in the music directory in your swag bag. 
You can also view the top-secret list at

Late Night 

Last but not least, what about late-night eat- 
ing? After the clubs close, it’s time to eat again, 
especially if you last ate in early evening. My 
No. 1 endorsement is the tacos al pastor trailer 
on East Riverside, Especialidad Tacos al Pastor: 
It’s cheap, the food is great, and you won’t 
have to wait for an hour. Two other great places 
for a late-night bite are Magnolia Cafe (2304 
Lake Austin Blvd.) and Magnolia Cafe South 
(1920 S. Congress). Both are open 24 hours 
and have some cheap stuff, but be warned: 
They will be mobbed, especially between 2 and 
4am. Sam’s BBQ at 2000 E. 12th (478-0378) is 
open until 3am Friday and Saturday and until 
2am Sunday-Thursday, and though not nearly 
as cheap as Especialidad Tacos al Pastor, it’s 
still cheap and is usually less crowded than the 
Magnolias. Another happening spot is Star 
Seeds Cafe (24 hours) at 3101 N. 1-35 (478- 
7107). Star Seeds is a mite pricier but renowned 
for its late-night hospitality.

Recognizing the stars 
but also the spirits 

It’s a story that Texas Monthly Editor and 
Texas Film Hall of Fame Awards co-founder 
Evan Smith has told more than once, but 
under the circumstances, it’s worth revisit- 
ing. A few years ago, he found himself stand- 
ing backstage at the ceremony with former 
Gov. Ann Richards, while a film clip of 
Terrence Malick’s Days of Heaven unspooled 
onto a giant screen above the stage. “It was 
a long clip, and we were just transfixed,” 
Smith recalls. “The world just fell away. And,

after about 40 seconds, she turned and 
looked at me and said, ‘I love the movies!’ 
And it was almost childlike in the way she 
said it. She just seemed like someone who 
wasn’t this famous person emceeing some 
big-time event - she was the No. 1 movie 
fan in the entire world at that moment, and 
she loved it.” 

Ann Richards loved Texas films and Texas 
filmmakers, and they loved her back - which 
is why this year’s Austin Film Society Texas 
Film Hall of Fame Awards ceremony is being 
billed as “A Salute to Ann Richards.” 

“She emceed the Texas Film Hall of Fame 
Awards four times - from 2002-2005 - and 
kind of held the whole evening together with 
her wit,” says AFS Executive Director Rebecca 
Campbell. “She just sort of embodied the 
spirit of the event. That’s why we’re paying 
tribute to her this year.” 

This year’s emcee will be Richards’ long- 
time friend Liz Smith (inducted by Richards in 
2002), with special guests Lily Tomlin and 
Lance Armstrong slated to pay tribute. Other 
special guests and presenters include Anna 
Deavere Smith, Lance Armstrong, Edwin 
“Bud” Shrake, Julie Delpy, Phyllis George, 
Stephen Bruton, and a few surprises. 

In addition to honoring Richards’ legacy, 
this year’s awards ceremony will induct three 
prominent Texas film artists into the Hall of 
Fame. 2007 honorees include director/writ- 
er/producer Richard Linklater, actor/singer 
Betty Buckley, and actor/writer Bill Paxton. 

“The thing about Rick Linklater is - no Rick 
Linklater, no Austin film community,” Smith 
says. “Not only does he do extraordinary 


work as a filmmaker himself, but he’s been 
an inspiration to other filmmakers. 

“Betty Buckley is an interesting choice this 
year,” Smith continues. “She’s a triple threat, 
not only an accomplished actress on the big 
screen - Tender Mercies and other films - 
she’s also a multiple Tony Award nominee for 
her extraordinary and extensive stage work, 
and she’s an accomplished recording artist. 

“What do you say about Bill Paxton? He 
has an incredible Hollywood career, he does 
independent films, he does big budget films 
... he’s a great actor, somebody who has pro- 
duced and directed, who has real ideas about 
what film entertainment ought to be.” 

Powerhouse trio the Dixie Chicks will be 
saluted with the 2007 AMD Live! Soundtrack 
Award. “They know who they are and what they 
are, and that’s a terrific Texas value,” Smith 
says. “We’re recognizing them in the realm of 
film because of the documentary that was made 
about them, Shut Up & Sing, a terrific exam- 
ple of how music and film are forever linked.” 

This year’s induction ceremonies will also 
inaugurate a new honor, the Ann Richards 
Award, which, according to Smith, will be 
given out each year to “somebody in the 
Texas film world who has broken barriers and 
who has created a place at the table for 
somebody that didn’t have a place at the 
table before.” 2007’s recipient will be produc- 
er Elizabeth Avellan. “Elizabeth Avellan is one 
of the most consequential Hispanic filmmak- 
ers in the entire business,” Smith says, “and 
has created opportunities for all kinds of peo- 
ple. In her hard work, her determination, her 
independence, and her frontier spirit, she per- 
sonifies the values that were embodied by 
Ann Richards, and if Ann Richards were here, 
she would be saluting Elizabeth as the first 
choice, because Elizabeth represents the very 
best of everything Ann believed in.” 

One of the evening’s most buzz-worthy events 
promises to be the appearance of legendary 
screen icon and sex kitten Ann-Margret, on hand 
to accept the newly christened Tiffany & Co. 

Star of Texas Award honoring classic films shot 
in the Lone Star State. This year’s selected film 
is 1962’s State Fair, shot on Dallas’ Fair Park, 
starring Margret, Pat Boone, and Bobby Darin. 

For all the glamour and star power, the spir- 
it of Ann Richards will no doubt permeate the 
proceedings. “She never let an opportunity go 
by to be a mentor or an inspirational leader,” 
Campbell says. “She once said to me, 'Don’t 
ever get up onstage and waste that minute. 
You tell people exactly what you need them to 
do.’ ... She’s going to be missed. I think it’s 
going to be a really exciting - and emotional 
- night.” - Steve Uhler

ROAD MOVIES 

Lisa McWilliams' 

Mobile Film School 

The Austin-based Mobile Film 
School, founded by Lisa McWilliams, 
launched its pilot program in part- 
nership with the Manor Independent 
School District during late February. 

While others took the Texas 
Assessment of Knowledge and Skills test, seven Manor 
students participated in the weeklong, total-immersion 
filmmaking workshop breakfasting together at 7am and 
finishing up at 9pm each night. 

The Mobile Film School is in the process of refurbishing an 
Airstream trailer to stock with film equipment and take to the 
Texas roads. Each small-town stop will provide 15 partici- 
pants - students and/or community members - with a week 
of hands-on experience making films, the only requirement 
being that the film must involve a story about the community. 

“I like to disabuse people of the notion that this is an 
inaccessible industry,” McWilliams says. Not only will the 
workshop allow opportunity to those who might not 
receive it otherwise, but it also allows for more rural sto- 
ries to be told in an industry monopolized with city stories. 

The pilot headquarters was a Manor classroom where 
students grouped around computers piecing together a 
documentary. They wrote, directed, and edited the short 
film “A Place Like This,” about an old pioneer farmhouse 
on 80 acres in their community called Quicksand Farm. 

Jim Lutz purchased the fixer-upper in 1977 as a place to 
raise his family. It has since been the site for many 
events, notably as a set during shooting for What's Eating 
Gilbert Grape. Plans for a sewage plant and a school sta- 
dium built next door are in the works. “The news people 
don’t like to talk about how Manor is being destroyed, but 
we all know,” says 17-year-old Kayla. “It’s a Manor icon. 
The point of this documentary is to let people know this 
house is still there. Don’t let this legend die.” 

The student documentary can be seen at www.mobile 
filmschool.org/node/310, where program updates can also 
be found. The Mobile Film School hosts an event for SXSW 
Film 07 attendees at the Speakeasy on Saturday, March 
10, 6-8pm to celebrate the completion of its first workshop.

It was over breakfast tacos at Red River Cafe 
three years ago that Scott Wilcox first told me 
about watching movies on cell phones. I’m 
sure of it, because I remember nearly snorting 
up my coffee at the thought, which struck me 
as funny and frightening. Then I also remem- 
ber him saying, “Dude, seriously. You should 
think about how to make movies for phones.”

We’ll have to trust my memory on that 
one, because it wasn’t an interview. One really 
shouldn’t keep notes on brunch with a college 
buddy. But this time I’m typing like mad while 
we talk. Wilcox is chief technical officer for 
South by Southwest, which this year is making 
trailers for its films available in three different 
file formats viewable on cell phones. 

“We’re really at the beginning of people watch- 
ing things on their mobile devices,” he tells me 
today. “So for these everything-in-one mobile 
browsers, we’ve got news, schedules, audio, and 
video. It’s basically designed so you can check 
out schedules and trailers on your phone while 
you’re waiting in line to see a film.” 

So it’s really here. No, I don’t just mean movies 
on phones. We’ve speculated endlessly through 
think pieces and panel discussions, been through 
Internet booms and busts and torrential down- 
pours of hype, and now it’s been around just long 
enough for Time’s coronation of “YOU” as person 
of the year to make Internet filmmaking and film- 
maker networking so five minutes ago. 

Of course, video on the Web has actually 
been around a while; Wilcox had SXSW put- 
ting up trailers in 2000, and on another site, 
he posted in its entirety a short film we made 
together in the same year. The difference isn’t 
just that back then there were only four trailers, 
and as of this writing, the SXSW Web site hosts 
130; the difference is that now most people 
can actually see them . . . and more importantly, 
that dorks like me don’t need someone as tech- 
sawy as Wilcox to post our movies to the Web 
for us anymore. 

So, now, my e-mail inbox brings me more 
exciting links to crazy shit than I can keep up 
with, and I’ve stopped treating that MySpace 
page as a joke. More significantly, I’ve started 
to see changes in the lives of my friends and 
colleagues. For any filmmaker now, it has to be 
a time that involves a lot of questioning. What 
can I do with these new opportunities, and 
what are the effects on feature filmmaking, the

relatively old medium I’ve chosen? What are 
the politics and poetics of YouTube, and should 
I drop everything to make movies for phones?

“I feel like the mushroom cloud of the 
Internet hasn’t even disappeared yet, and we’re 
still in the blast of ground zero of that, and 
who knows what kind of mutations we’ll all 
have before we can see it for what it is.” Brad 
Neely is the first one I decide to bug about all 
this. His alternate soundtrack to the first Harry 
Potter film, Wizard People, Dear Reader, brought 
him early recognition, and at 2Vi hours, might 
have the longest running time of any viral suc- 
cess on the Internet. Plus, he lives in Austin, 
and I haven’t seen him in a while, so an inter- 
view is a good excuse to grab some beer. 

His fiendishly catchy “Washington” (SXSW 
Film 06) garnered more than 2 million views 
on YouTube, laying down rhymes about a 
founding father who allegedly ate opponent’s 
brains and invented cocaine (he’s coming, 
he’s coming, he’s coming). This led to a paying 
gig making shorts for Turner Entertainment’s 
SuperDeluxe.com that allowed him to get out 
from behind a cash register. Oddly enough, 
“Washington” was a result of trying to make 
a ringtone. 

“At the time, there was this frog sound that 
was making a lot of money as a ringtone . . . and 
this guy, he calls and says, ‘Hey, I’ve seen your 
comics, and they’re really funny; do you think 
you can do a song as a ringtone?’ I thought 
maybe I could make some money and have 
more time to finish this book I’ve been work- 
ing on and do my day job a little less. I made it 
in about a week, and he got back to me, said, 
‘Hey, this is really funny, but why don’t you 
do one about Snoop Dogg or Jessica Simpson 
instead?’ After I sat on it a little bit, I made a

bunch of copies, like I always have with my 
comics. I don’t really know influential people, 
but I know people who have a lot of friends, 
and they like passing stuff along. Talking about 
it now, I realize it’s pretty in keeping with my 
usual m.o.” 

This might account in part for why it was 
so successful once he posted it on YouTube. 
What works best is what people most want 
to pass along to friends. “I didn’t really know 
what it was. I didn’t realize it was this resume 
pool. ... What’s fun about it is that [when 
they hired me] the people from Turner only 
knew me through ‘Washington.’ And at that 
point, Wizard People was the big one with lots 
of press. 

“There are types of things that will work for 
this viral, online, short-form content and things 
that won’t, because format dictates everything. 
I’m lucky, because I have an interest in a kind 
of content that works for the Internet, and that 
interest is my motivation. I think it comes from 
songwriting, the short form. I have an interest 
in larger-form things, like features and novels. 
But if I only had a real interest in those larger 
things, I wouldn’t do this. I think it’s really 
dangerous to view the Internet as the minor 
leagues of Hollywood.”

The minor leagues of Hollywood. That 
would be Indiewood, right? That’s just one of 
the more recent “new waves,” and certainly 
over the past two decades, the indie scene has 
produced many directors, some quite inde- 
pendent-minded, that did join Hollywood’s 
major league, while others like Hal Hartley 
remained committed to their own rules and 
chose not to play ball. Following the success 
of his first feature, he begged off an opportu- 
nity to direct Pauly Shore in Encino Man by

claiming he might be terminally ill and ever 
since has pursued artistic autonomy by adjust- 
ing his means and methods to fit the changing 
financial and technological realities of the 
business. Back in 1994 (before a lot of people 
had e-mail and as the Web was just beginning 
to take shape), he discussed Internet distribu- 
tion of films with a highly skeptical Jean-Luc 
Godard in Filmmaker, and many of Hartley’s 
films since then have probed or satirized our 
changing technological landscape. 

His Fay Grim continues the story of Henry 
Fool, in which a garbage man posts on the 
Internet an epic-length poem that goes on 
to be a viral sensation, eventually winning a 
Nobel Prize. The newer film similarly con- 
cerns a dangerously unstable text that has 
been encoded and translated through so many 
permutations that the classified information it 
supposedly holds about terrorism and nation- 
al security may ultimately refer to nothing at 
all while bringing some readers remarkably 
close to building nuclear weapons. Clearly, his 
forward-thinking optimism has been balanced 
by a healthy skepticism about media. How 
much poetry, after all, are we likely to find on 
the Web? 

“Most of it seems like jokes,” Hartley says 
via e-mail. “Sketch comedy. Which could, of 
course, at this time be its real value. Satire 
is important. But my general impression is 
that I don’t see great work coming from these 
new avenues - what I do see is great intelli- 
gence and energy (among truly breathtaking 
stupidity) that wants to find projects and 
opportunity worthy of itself. And, of course, 
the documentary footage one sometimes sees 
on YouTube or something similar is a great 
resource and a much-appreciated nuisance to 
the mainstream media. 

“Making motion pictures is a very com- 
mon thing to do now, in the sense that the 
tools needed to make motion pictures are 
not expensive or unusual for people to pos- 
sess. ... So, maybe, it is finally becoming 
like what the French New Wave guys (at 28 
or 29) liked to describe as camera stylo - the 
camera pen - that the motion-picture cam- 
era could be as personal a means of expres- 
sion as a pen or pencil.

“Now, of course, the pencil has been a 
handy tool of creative potential for centuries. 
But popular expectations of ‘art,’ ‘philosophy,’ 
or ‘criticism’ tend to convince most people 
that their own efforts to write something 
meaningful with that pencil would be absurd 
unless ... what? They were better educated? 
Smarter? More experienced? Better looking? 
On the other hand, a lot of people don’t have 
anything to say. . . . But in the beginning, as in 
the end, it’s about the constant push and pull 
between an individual’s interests and concerns 
and those of the population at any given time: 
having the energy and endurance to say what 
you have to say and engage with the audience 
who may or may not like what you are saying 
. . . whether you’re writing with a pencil or with 
Final Cut Pro, that’s never changed.” 

□ 

By now, it’s hard to find anyone who speaks 
with unalloyed optimism about YouTube and 
its promise of democratizing media. The low 
quality of a lot of the work can be encouraging 
- one thinks, I can do better than that! - but it 
can also be dispiriting. They say that the price 
of liberty is eternal vigilance, but spend an 
afternoon wading through the morass, and the 
price of vigilance can seriously decrease one’s 
patience and rub the shine off of even the genu- 
ine oddities and wonders. We can post anything 
we want, but a lot of what we post is clips of cor- 
porate media products that don’t need the help, 
hardly a populist challenge to the existing order. 
And all too often when we make something 
ourselves, we make craven audition tapes aping 
the strategies of surprise hits like LonelyGirll5, 
or worse, we simply choose to remake “Dick in 
a Box.” Per Walt Kelly’s Pogo, “We have met the 
enemy, and he is us.” 

There would be no story here without exam- 
ples of much more ambitious work on the Web, 
made completely independently as well as paid 
for by corporate gatekeepers of one stripe or 
another. For instance, aside from a music video 
about JFK that was obviously made to repeat 
the success of “Washington,” Neely’s pieces 
made under Turner Entertainment’s patron- 
age not only betray no hint of working for a 


paycheck, but some of it might arguably be 
his strongest material yet. “I Am Baby Cakes: 
Diary #1” (playing in Texas Shorts 1) begins 
the saga of a role-playing, freestyling man-child 
in camouflage cargo pants whose observations 
of a very strange world capture an emotional 
range that’s highly unusual, if not unique, 
among Internet comedy shorts. 

Or take Joe Swanberg’s Young American 
Bodies, made for Nerve.com, about to enter its 
second season. While very funny and offering 
the obvious attraction of sex and nudity that 
are very much “not safe for work,” the series 
functions more as episodes from a traditional 
romantic comedy or melodrama than as viral 
sketch comedy. 

“It doesn’t have the quality that’s easily for- 
wardable,” Swanberg says. “I know my work 
has a limited audience. It’s too explicit and

too ... something else to have that kind of 
crossover appeal.” That something else might 
have to do with a maturing narrative style. 
While certainly deriving from the tone and 
methods of his previous features, Kissing on 
the Mouth and LOT (SXSW Film 05 and 06, 
respectively), Young American Bodies more 
directly presages the emotional intensity and 
patience with character of his current Festival 
effort, Hannah Takes the Stairs. 

“As my confidence grows as a filmmaker, I’m 
more comfortable doing more straight-up com- 
edy or straight-up romance. On the first two, I 
tended to work from what I knew how to do 
already or felt more comfortable with and avoid 
those things. I used a lot of formal strategies as 
a safety net to keep the audience interested in 
case the basic stuff wasn’t working. But with 


Young American Bodies, I just said, “I’m gonna 
try it; just trust character and story.” 

“It happened out of a fortuitous timing and 
desire on my part to produce something for the 
Internet. I’ve wanted to do an episodic series 
for some time, and in October 2005 I did an 
interview with Nerve ... and found out they 
were looking to branch out into funding origi- 
nal video. The timing worked out perfectly. If 
it hadn’t worked out perfectly, I would have 
probably moved on to something else. It’s not 
the kind of thing I would have tackled on my 
own for fun.” 

If the project made for good creative prac- 
tice, it also proved a smart business decision. 
Young American Bodies attracted more than 
600,000 views. Even assuming multiple views 
per person, his limited audience has proven 
to be fairly large, and he credits the atten- 
tion the series received to solid sales for the 
August DVD release of Kissing on the Mouth, 
which became officially profitable at the end 
of November. 

□ 

“You can see how the viewership fluctuates 
on an episode-by-episode basis,” points out 
Anish Savjani, producer of Swanberg’s Hannah 
Takes the Stairs. “For a producer, in this ultra- 
low-budget scene, you can start to see the way 
that you can make a profit. You create the right 
awareness, and then you can sell it out of the 
trunk of a car.” 

Savjani decided to produce a Swanberg 
feature after seeing LOT at my behest during 
last year’s Festival. I was a fan of Kissing on 
the Mouth and had been assigned to write a 
piece on the new film for the Chronicle and 
liked it so much that I made him go with me 
to the premiere screening. Little did I realize 
that one of the producers for my own film 
would end up producing Swanberg’s next 
movie while we were shooting in Denmark. 
But given how well Swanberg works a room 
and what a good place SXSW has been for 
filmmakers to meet each other and begin 
working together, it isn’t all that surprising. 
Already in the process of enlisting Andrew 
Bujalski, Mark Duplass, and Kent Osborne 


to act in the film, all of whom he had met 
at SXSW, Swanberg also worked his way into 
Bryan Poyser’s short film “Grammy’s” (play- 
ing before Ti West’s Trigger Man) and made 
friends with Aaron Katz, who would later cast 
him for a small role in his feature Quiet City. 

Katz admits he’s just glad to be able to pro- 
mote his film by posting a trailer on MySpace, 
which simply wouldn’t have been possible a 
few years ago. 

“You know, for Joe, the Internet is a destina- 
tion, to get the work out, but for me, it’s a tool. 
It’s there to help let people know that the films 
are out there and showing.” This dovetails with 
something Wilcox mentions, that increasingly 
artists have the resources to “offer enough that 
you make people want to see the work but not 
enough to supplant the experience you’re pro- 
moting. ” 

And some experiences, while enabled by 
technology, can’t really be supplanted any- 
way. So, I suspect that while he’s no devoted 
creature of the Internet, Katz nevertheless 
completes the circuit. “[After SXSW], Joe and I 
were able to keep in touch. One thing I think 
the Internet is good for is to share work with 
people in different places. They don’t have to 
live in the same city to give a good opinion on 
something. After film school, as everyone really 
went their separate ways, I didn’t really feel so 
much a part of any community, but at South 
by Southwest [06] with Dance Party, USA, I got 
excited, sharing ideas and being excited about 
other people’s movies again.” 

That sort of community shouldn’t only be for 
filmmakers, and the technology at least has the 
potential to help bring audiences together, too. 
Every filmmaker I talked to worried or specu- 
lated that our big-screen experience might be 
changed or compromised by the effects of all 
the little screens available to us. But then much 
depends on how we use those little screens to 
entertain and build and attract our audiences, 
and it will be our own fault if we fail to con- 
sider what the exchange is about when we get 
people to pick up the phone. ■

NEW JOY David Hudson on cyber cinephilia 

“What I try to do at GreenCine Daily (daily.greencine.com) is 
keep track of it all, to whatever extent that’s actually possible,” 
David Hudson tells me via e-mail. “People don’t turn to the Daily 
for insight; they turn to the Daily to see where to turn for insight.” 
For the addicted, it lives up to its billing as a daily destination, 
and the communities it helps to connect give the lie to rumors 
you might have heard about the death of serious film writing. On 
the evidence of what Hudson pulls together, and through his 
own contributions, it actually becomes clear that cinephilia is 
alive and well and living on the World Wide Web. Hudson will 
moderate the panel LonelyGirll5: A Case Study on Sunday, 

March 11, 11:30am, Austin Convention Center, Room 12AB. - S.P.

Austin Chronicle: Tell me what you think is going on with sites 
like yours and other cinephile outlets , from The House Next 
Door to Ain’t It Cool News. 

David Hudson: The House Next Door is a classic example. ... 

The House began as a personal blog for Matt Zoller Seitz. But 
due to his name recognition, he drew a lot of readers, and due 
to the quality of his writing, he drew a lot of response, and 
before even a year was spent, a lot of those readers who were 
responding - terrific writers in their own right - were contributors. 


Senses of Cinema, and sites like Bright Lights Film Journal, 
Rouge, and others ... model themselves, albeit in strikingly dif- 
ferent ways, on academic journals, and more power to them. 
We need the well-considered essay on the neglected Czech 
cinematographer right along with the outrageous fonts and 
serial exclamation marks of an AICN rave for the latest from 
Zack Snyder. For variety’s sake, for fecundity’s sake, for the 
sake of the depth and breadth of cinema itself. ... A wider 
range of voices and concerns and ideas appear online from 
people who would never have the opportunity or inclination to 
jump through the hoops to get published in print, either as a 
freelancer or otherwise. And if those voices, concerns, and 
ideas are of any value whatsoever, people will find them, listen 
and often respond. 

AC: Online rental services like GreenCine and Netflix are mak- 
ing it possible for films that would never get theatrical distribu- 
tion in certain parts to be seen, and online resources like yours 
are helping get the word out about them. This is genuinely a 
positive change, but can it also damage theatrical distribution 
for these “harder-to-see” films? 

DH: I think it’s very hard to know for sure, but I would argue 
no. First off, these “harder-to-see” films have always been 
“harder-to-see.” People wax nostalgic about the days when you 
could, supposedly, see the new Godard, the new Fellini, the 
new Bergman. ... Not in Kansas, you couldn’t. The glory days 


of film culture actually involved a relatively small number of 
people, and if you didn’t live in a major city, your participation 
in that culture involved waiting for your monthly or quarterly 
film journal to arrive, or possibly your VHS copy of a film dis- 
cussed in that journal to arrive via Facets or your local library’s 
exchange program, if it had one. What’s more, the origins of 
the decline of foreign film distribution in the U.S. can be 
traced back to the rise of American independent film, that is, 
long before any of us even had an e-mail address, much less 
a Netflix or GreenCine account. 

At one time, Old Joy was a film the festival’s programmers 
didn’t seem to realize would connect with a certain kind of 
audience, an audience, as it turns out, with a lot of writers, 
who in turn, had a lot of like-minded readers. Old Joy was 
hardly a box-office hit, but I would argue that it did find its 
audience, which would have been relatively small regardless, 
and it found its audience to an extent that would have been 
unimaginable before the Web and the film-loving culture that 
thrives on the Web. 

No, I think audiences for certain films like Old Joy will 
always be small in comparison to audiences for Hollywood 
“product,” but online communities, combined with DVD rental/ 
sales and the upcoming video-on-demand services, are help- 
ing these films find more viewers than ever would have been 
possible before.

The legend of Alejandro Gomez Monteverde

It began with his toys, 
but G.I. Joe wasn’t a war- 
rior, and Superman didn’t fly 
As Alejandro Gomez Mont- 
everde grew up in Tampico, 

Mexico, he instead used the 
toy men as actors on the 
stage to fulfill a deep need to 
tell very human stories. 

The University of Texas film 
grad’s feature Bella marks a 
culmination of that yearning. 

His first full-length film took 
the People’s Choice Award 
at the Toronto International 
Film Festival for its beauti- 
fully shot, thoughtful medita- 
tion on loss, connection, family, and food. 

“I believe that being a filmmaker is not just 
a profession but also an opportunity to make 
a difference in the world,” Monteverde says, 
whose wife, actor Ali Landry, is pregnant with 
their daughter. “There’s all this hatred around 
the world, and we live in a very sexually driven 
culture with rapists and people abusing. A lot 
of films are very violent. When I graduated 
from film school, I decided I wanted to make 
films in which people love more and judge 
less.” Metanoia Films, the company he started 
with Bella star Eduardo Verastegui, was formed 
to accomplish that, and it marks a major leap 
from their Mexican childhoods. 

“In Mexico, I literally thought actors like Tom 
Cruise were the filmmakers,” he says. “That’s how 
ignorant I was. I thought the actors were the cre- 
ators.” But that changed when 
a 17-year-old Monteverde was 
sent, as punishment for teen- 
age excesses, to Austin to learn 
English. During a stroll down 
Guadalupe he came across 
student filmmakers in action. “I realized these 
guys were doing exactly what I had done with my 
toys,” he says, “but with actors.” 

Monteverde could understand little of what 
the student filmmakers said, but he quickly 
understood that the University of Texas was 
where he wanted to be. He went to the film 
department and told them: “‘Me. Dream. 
University of Texas. Film.’” But dreams don’t 
come easily. The program repeatedly rejected 
him, so he took classes at Austin Community 
College, learned English, and kept trying. He 
figures the UT film folk finally took pity on him 
when they said yes. Next, he talked his way 
into using department cameras whenever they 
were idle, spent his rent money on film stock, 
slept on a couch near the faculty mailboxes, 
and seldom made it to class. The result was 
2000 ’s “Bocho,” a short that went on to win 
awards at four film festivals. 

One award included an internship with a 
New York City-based cinematographer. But 
Monteverde found himself fetching coffee 
and instead talked his way in the door at 
Panavision, where he magically finagled fund- 


ing for a war film and cameras for the feature 
shoot. He was to pick up the equipment on 
Sept. 11, 2001. Instead, he watched the World 
Trade Center towers fall, and all film produc- 
tion in the city ground to a halt. “I told them 
‘I’m a student; I can’t shut down,”’ he recalls. 
‘“I don’t have any dollars to my name.’” With 
one camera and a van full of prop M-16s, he 
begged random people to appear in the film. 
The resulting short, “Waiting for Trains,” won 
seven film festival awards and sold to PBS. 

After that, the film offers began to roll in, 
but Monteverde balked. “I wanted to do films, 
but I wanted to live a life where I don’t have 
to compromise my beliefs,” he says. “I need 
to start passing on everything. It was very 
superficial stuff - a guy who robs banks and 
explosions. I’m used to living on couches. I 
don’t need to compromise.” 
The idea for Bella, which 
was co-written by Austinite 
Patrick Million, came to 
Monteverde during a drive 
from Austin to Los Angeles, 
where he was originally set to make a film 
about boxing. “Pain is a language,” Monteverde 
says of his realization. “When you share with 
another human being, it can really bring you 
closer together. Each person’s pain becomes 
each person’s medicine. It becomes each oth- 
er’s redemption.” 

The story is inspired loosely by trials expe- 
rienced by friends but also by the immigrant 
family’s emphasis on food and how it holds 
them together. “In Mexico it’s all based on 
family,” Monteverde says. “You live in your par- 
ents’ house pretty much until you marry. With 
Mexican filmmakers, you always see this same 
texture and character development. We tend 
to go a little deeper. In my humble opinion, 
culture has a lot to do with who you are.” 

For now, the filmmaker is on a mission to 
get Bella out to the world by showing it any- 
where and as often as he can. “We’ve shown 
it to 100,000 people already,” he says. “We’re 
screening everywhere - boom, boom, boom. 
It’s the only way independent films can win 
in the box office. If you don’t have Brad Pitt, 
that’s all you can do.” ■

In the struggle between local environmentalists and 
developers, Laura Dunn's documentary reminds us. 
Barton Springs was only the beginning 


When Gary Bradley came to Austin as a 
young man in 1972, he found an urban para- 
dise: low unemployment, ample recreation, and 
beautiful natural features. So he developed it. 

Local filmmaker Laura Dunn (Green) charts 
Bradley’s rise and fall as part of The Unforeseen, 
a lyrical documentary about Austin’s changing 
landscape - political, ecological, and economic 
- from the battle over Barton Springs to the 
suburbanization of Hutto. With its high-defi- 
nition cinematography (by Lee Daniel) and 
elliptical construction - Wendell Berry’s poem 
“Santa Clara Valley” is the centerpiece - this is 
not City Council cinema, though it is passion- 
ate about keeping Austin green. 

Dunn talked about the film, which bears the 
Sundance Channel imprint, from her sensibly 
sized Central Austin bungalow. 

□ 

Austin Chronicle: More or less, the movie is 
about the battle over Barton Springs and its after- 
effects. So you’ve chosen to open with a shot of the 
Frost Bank Tower under construction. 

Laura Dunn: Yeah. First of all, while the film 
is about Barton Springs in a sense, as a sort 
of community icon and the threat on it, it’s 
a symbol for what’s unique and what’s pre- 
cious about Austin. So, in examining one of 
the threats to Barton Springs, you get into a 
story that’s much broader. I wanted to look at 
growth and some of the growth wars generally. 
Through a developer I’d been talking with, I 
said, “I’d really like to get in the Frost Bank 
Tower. It’s going to be this new symbol of 
Austin, the symbol of the new Austin. A tower 
that’s much larger than the state Capitol, a 


depth to see that [Bradley’s] story could be a 
window into what’s going on more broadly in 
this country. It was his idea, and I really didn’t 
know much about Barton Springs. I’d swum 
there, and I knew it was beautiful, but I really 
hadn’t been interested in the local political 
fights. When I began reading to get a back- 
ground of the big players, Gary Bradley was 
all over it. I remember when I first met him, 
sitting in his office in this castle overlooking 
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the city. He looks kind of like Ted Turner or 
James Dean from Giant. He’s so cinematic as 
a person. As a documentarian, I’m drawn to 
interesting people living their lives in big ways, 
and Gary was that. It also occurred to me that 
as someone who’s coming to this story with 
a bias - a concern about what’s happening to 
Barton Springs and the larger natural world 
- it really would be interesting to see the land 
through a developer’s eyes. It’s a long feature 
film, and instead of a montage of issues, I’d 
like to give you something personal to hang 
onto and a dramatic arc to carry you through 
all the other interwoven stories. His battles 
with nature provoked him to want to become 
a developer, so that was a really natural starting 
place. As I followed his story, a dramatic arc 
emerged, and it was the best one I had of all 
the different stories I had mapped out. 

AC: You also include the story of new homeowners 
in Hutto. If they’re not going to find affordable

bank tower that’s looming over the symbol 
of democracy in Texas.” I thought it would 
be illustrative of some of the new changes in 
Austin, and also you can see it from Barton 
Springs when you’re in the pool. I wanted to 
get up in the tower and see it and understand 
how it’s built. 

AC: We see Gary Bradley not as a destroyer but as 
this ambitious guy who comes to Austin to make 
something of himself. Why tell his story this way? 
LD: The film concept originally came from 
[executive producer] Terrence Malick, who 
had been living in Austin for 40-some years 
watching the landscapes change and following 
the political story. He had the wisdom and 


housing in Hutto, where are they going to find it? 
LD: I think that’s a really important question. 
You know, the developers who are arguing for 
all these subdivisions are saying, “Firemen and 
schoolteachers can’t find somewhere to live 
in the central city. We’re doing this because 
we want to provide affordable housing.” A 
lot of those same people are voting for all 
these incentives for big companies to lure all 
the Californians here - who are then buying 
up all the houses centrally and pushing the 
property values up. The developers and the 
money interests want to divide and conquer. 
They want to pit the environmentalists, who 
are trying to preserve Central Austin, against

middle-class people, who are trying to have 
a nice home without living 45 minutes out of 
town. At the same time, I really want to get 
at those larger patterns rather than sit and 
judge someone in Hutto. I got this question at 
Sundance. An audience member said, “These 
people are part of the problem” - talking 
about that couple, the Perezes - and, “Why 
didn’t you challenge them more?” I can afford 
to live in Central Austin, so it’s not my place 
to sit in judgment of these people. We’re all 
part of the problem, and these are folks with 
good intentions who want to have an afford- 
able house. They want a yard and a safe place 
for their kids to run around in. You have to 
look at the larger powers that be. I have lots of 
friends who live in Legends of Western Oaks 
or these kinds of places. I think you have to 
challenge those people also, though. Do you 
really need a 2,500-square-foot house? For the 
same price you could get a smaller house in 
Allandale. Then you’re investing in your com- 
munity more, and you’re not living right over 
the aquifer. I think in the long term it’s a much 
better investment. 

AC: We see the consequences of the develop- 
ers’ cash- out-and- get- out philosophy when finally 
there’s nowhere to cash out and go to. That’s a 
point made by Curtis Peterson, the farmer from 
Hutto in the film, who wonders how we’ll eat when 
no one is farming. 


LD: Yeah, we have all these 
houses but no place to grow 
food, unless we import it, and 
that has its own issues. With 
all due respect to people who 
are working on these issues in 
the political realm, I tend to 
get frustrated with the rheto- 
ric, which is all about “smart 
growth” and “we can grow, 
but we have to grow in cer- 
tain corridors.” You’re going 
to trade all our farmland for 
the watershed. I don’t think 
there’s an easy out. I think 
we have to curb growth alto- 
gether. I think this is an issue 
that’s much larger than the 
Edwards Aquifer. It’s about 
all of our natural landscapes 
and our rate of growth. That’s 
why I wanted to show the 
farmer and show Hutto and 
show the kind of Anywhere, 
USA, landscape, as well. 

AC: You have some really great 
footage of the all-night City 
Council meeting that resulted in 
the defeat of the Barton Creek 
planned unit development. All 
kinds of people there - old peo- 
ple, young people, intellectuals, 
freaks, a conservative guy. Do 
you think that Austin has that 
kind of enthusiastic coalition- 
building these days? 

LD: No, I don’t. I still think Austin’s a really 
great place, and there’s a vibrant, active com- 
munity here that loves Austin. I personally think 
that you have a lot of new people coming in, like 
myself, who don’t have the same sense of histo- 
ry, and a younger generation that typically is not 
as politically active. A lot of the people that you 
saw at that all-night hearing are burned out. 
They’ve been fighting the fight for so many 
years. They felt like they won, but then the state 
came and trumped them, and all the develop- 
ments are happening anyway. There’s been a 
factionalizing within the environmental commu- 
nity itself. Some people say, “Now we have to 
work with developers,” so they spin off and form 
the Hill Country Conservancy. And then Save 
Our Springs Alliance is still fighting the uncom- 
promised battle. But they’re alienating a lot of 
political allies. And then you have Liveable City, 
another spin-off, saying, “We can’t just talk 
about the environment. We have to talk about 
social equity as well.” Meanwhile, you have 
changing demographics in Austin, such that 
they elect Brewster McCracken, who was really 
the developer’s candidate, over Margot Clark, 
the environmentalist’s candidate. And Stratus - 
the kinder, gentler Freeport-McMoRan - since 
that defeat in 1992, they have very strategically 
and intelligently infused money into all aspects 
of the community, from the Austin Film Society 
to the children’s museum to the libraries. There’s 
a bit of a conflict of interest in then speaking out 
for Barton Springs. I would just say I understand 
we need a new library, and I understand there 
are other issues besides the environment, but if 
you destroy the natural environment in Austin, 
you don’t really have much to go on. ■

Andrew Garrison on how Houston 
artists and inner-city neighbors 
rebuilt a community 


Houston’s Third Ward, or at least the upper part of it, was 
one of those left-for-dead inner-city neighborhoods with a rich 
African-American legacy, one that began with the emancipation 
of the slaves in 1865 and reached its apogee, ironically, dur- 
ing the segregation era, when a majority of the city’s blacks, 
spanning all socioeconomic levels, lived and thrived in this 
city within a city We know what happened post-integration. 
What’s fresh about the Third Ward’s story, the subject of film- 
maker Andrew Garrison’s documentary, is that its present and 
future are, well, looking up, thanks to a group of artists. Yes, 
you read that correctly: artists. As best put by Rick Lowe, an 
artist and one of the seven found- 
ers of the 1993 community-renewal 
project called Project Row Houses, 
the underlying philosophy was that a 
community - like the world itself - is 
a big shapeable sculpture which, with 

proper shaping, can be changed for the better. What Lowe and 
his fellow artists - each with ties to the local Texas Southern 
University - did was take over a block of abandoned, con- 
demned Thirties-era row houses, or “shotgun houses,” and then 
ask the neighbors what they wanted done for their neighbor- 
hood, how to bring attention to the issues confounding it since 
integration robbed it of its essential vitality and cohesiveness.

Andrew Garrison: Pick up all the glass, and get the junkies 
out of here. So they put together this drive-by exhibit, which

these row houses. Eight of these houses were turned into 
exhibition houses for visiting artists. Every six months, eight 
artists - some with international reputations, others whose 
reputations were launched after their work at PRH, and other 
local artists - spend weeks preparing a house. Then they have 
an opening; the exhibit stays up for six 
months, and then a new group comes 
in and starts over. Another eight houses 
are allocated for single mothers going to 
college, with various programs to sup- 
port them and their families, as well. 

They’ve been so successful with all of this, and the location 
is so close to downtown and to the museum district that it’s 
become valuable real estate. They knew that they’d be facing 
gentrification but thought it was at least 15 years away Instead, 
it started happening very quickly. They actually tried slowing 
down some of their activities so they wouldn’t draw so much 
attention to themselves but then decided that the thing to do 
was morph into a housing organization. So, they split in two; 
they still do all the art things, but now they’ve created this 
Community Development Corporation that does low-income 
housing, building housing for sale and rent in a way that rep- 
licates the old row, or shotgun house, look. The front porches 


are gathered together in a way that fosters community Even 
the two-story houses that they’ve subsequently built face 
each other and have front porches and also have common 
courtyards. This has all been helped along by Rice University 
architecture students and faculty. The plan now is to concen- 
trate their work in 35 square blocks with the idea of building 
low-income housing and helping to create ownership in that 
area, as well as enable those who are already there to benefit 
from the inevitable development that’s already coming. And 
maybe also to be able to influence what other developers com- 
ing into the area will do. Gentrification is just beginning. 

For me, at least, the film is about how people can shape the 
community in which they live, how they can have an effect on 
what they want, and, then, how do you put a value on that? 
How do you value the idea that my neighbor across the street 
knew me when I was a little kid, knew my family, and can tell 
me about them? One of the common ills in America today 
is that we feel this loss of connection. Here, they’re trying to 
rebuild that sense of connection but are up against market 
forces that are very hard to fight. 

AC: What were some of your own hurdles in making this film? 

AG: One of our major challenges was being a mixed race team 
coming into this neighborhood. I’d heard about the Third Ward 
from Nancy Bless, from Texas Folklife Resources, who’d been an 
arts writer. ... There’s a self-consciousness about coming into 
this neighborhood: People were looking at us and we at them. It 
was an awareness, not a significant barrier. When you’re making 
a documentary, you’re always intruding into people’s lives, but 
in this context, when white people had come to the neighbor- 
hood before, they were either the police or news people. We 
found that it was important that we just kept showing up, that 
we were a presence; it was important that people be able to rec- 
ognize us. So, that was one benefit of the shoot taking so long 
- over six years. Lots of news stories had been written about 
the neighborhood, and several filmmakers had started films but 
never finished them. I think they were kind of surprised when 
we actually came in to show them our rough cut. They were 
happy to see that the film was actually getting made. ■ 


Call-and-Response 

Marcy Garriott on the intricate dance 
between documentarian and subjects 


Marcy Garriott knows about misconceptions. 
The slim blonde with sparkling blue eyes knows 
she might be pegged as a nice suburban house- 
wife with a couple of kids, a minivan, and a dog. 
If you stopped there, you wouldn’t discover that 
she is the filmmaker who did time at sweaty 
gyms and boxing matches here and in Mexico 
to tell boxer Jesus Chavez’s story in her award- 
winning documentary, Split Decision. Five years 
ago, after the success of her first film, she wasn’t 
looking for a good parking space at the mall. She 
was looking for her next project among Austin’s 
late-night B-boy crowd. So, how did she blend 
in among the largely male, youthful African- 
American and Latino crowd? She didn’t. 

“The environment was very accepting of me. 
[The B-boys are] very accepting people,” Garriott 
says. “They don’t judge; they don’t stereotype.” 

Garriott found herself at B-Boy 8 at the sug- 
gestion of Austin Film Society director of pro- 
gramming Chale Nafus. B-Boy 8 and subsequent 
B-Boy events are grassroots-structured competi- 
tions organized by Austin’s Romeo Navarro, 
drawing breakers from across the state. Though 
hip-hop and B-boys - the “B” is short for “break” 
- embrace their outsider status, most people 
have at least a passing knowledge of breaking

and hip-hop culture through popular media, as 
did Garriott. And several other films had already 
been made on the subject. While she found B- 
Boy 8 interesting, she wasn’t sure it was for her. 

“When you choose a documentary project, 
it has to be something you want to spend your 
life on for several years,” she says. “It’s never a 
rational choice. It’s an emotional choice.” 

She got her answer when the battles - show- 
downs where crews perform in a kinetic, 
physical call-and-response to one another in 
an effort to outshine the opposition and gamer 
respect from those assembled - began. 

“It was clear that what was happening in the 
circle was expressive of what was happening 
in their lives,” Garriott says. “Anger, joy - they 
were putting themselves out there in a really 
visible, intense way” 

Capturing the intensity of the B-boy battles 
and the dancers’ personal stories became 



Garriott’s new obsession. Four and a half years 
later, she brings the result to SXSW Film 07 in 
the form of her second documentary feature, 
Inside the Circle. 

Call it luck, kismet, or coincidence, but 
Garriott began filming at the beginning of a 
seemingly tailor-made story of two then-obscure 
17-year-old dancers (Josh Ayers and Omar 
Davila), who start as friends and find themselves 
rivals as they begin to move up the ranks in 
Austin - and eventually global - B-boy circles. 

“What surprised me in making the film was 
finding out to what degree Austin and Texas 
as a whole were making their mark in the hip- 
hop dance world,” Garriott says. Thanks to 
the Internet, “Texas crews and dancers rank 
among the world’s best, a fact well-known to 


B-boy communities worldwide but not neces- 
sarily recognized here at home.” However, 
Inside the Circle is not a feel-good, “star is 
bom” story. While the inherent passion that 
drives hip-hop culture is clear - as in Split 
Decision and unlike some recent popular docu- 
mentaries - her filmmaker’s point of view does 
not drive the film. 

“It’s a conscious choice,” she says. “I really 
wanted this to be their film, through their point 
of view. [The film] is also about marginalizing 
and making assumptions about people. People 
are going to come in with certain stereotypes, 
and they’re going to be really wrong.” 

That’s not to say Ayers and Davila are not 
without their flaws. Personal obstacles and the 
consequences of poor choices are document- 
ed with candor alongside the heated battles. 
Garriott says she’s not interested in capturing 
black-and-white representations of situations 
or people - if they even exist - but in sorting 
through the large and messy gray area where 
the tmth resides. In doing so, she forces audi- 
ences to confront their misconceptions. 

“I have to be very careful. I don’t want to make 
a documentary about people I don’t respect. I 
think that’s betraying people’s trust,” she says. 
“I have to respect what they’re about and what 
they do, but it also has to be honest and fair.” 

Mutual respect is ultimately what got Inside 
the Circle made. “No question, it took time for 
[the B-boys] to build tmst in telling me their 
stories,” Garriott says. “They wanted to see if 
I was really making a commitment. When they 
saw I was taking it seriously, they did, too.” ■

Screw A&E. The cable television network 
once known for its craftily programmed, seem- 
ingly nonstop barrage of shark and/or World 
War II documentaries (see Surf Nazis ) might 
have dipped a toe into the shallow end of 
Austin s always churning scenester wading pool 
when they debuted Rollergirls back in January 
2006, but the 13-episode “reality” show wasn’t 
half as real as the story behind the story behind 
the scenes. For that, you gotta go to hell. 

Hell on Wheels, that is. Director Bob Ray 
and producer Werner Campbell’s ( Rock Opera, 
“Sweet Sweetroll’s Baadasssss Spin”) feature 
documentary on the birth pangs and the wal- 
loping postpartum psychodrama behind the 
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now-legendary Austin all-women Roller Derby 
league(s) makes A&E’s take seem like some 
sort of well-inked Roller Boogie by comparison. 

No semiscripted, quasi-combat-ready, girl- 
on-girl, TV-ready T&A for Ray and Campbell 
(well, okay, maybe a little T&A and more 
than a little combat), just good old-fashioned, 
four-wheeled, flat- or banked-track knees-and- 
elbow bashin’. No harm, no foul equals no 
fun, either; Hell on Wheels is more artistically 
entertaining than clotheslining a Viacom mar- 
keting director. And, of course, it doesn’t take 
13 weeks to sit through. 

The Chronicle spoke to Ray and Campbell a 
week outside of their five-years-in-the-making 
world premiere and got the lowdown on the 
longtime filmmaking partners’ first foray into 
nonfiction. Like Slayer said: Hell awaits . . .

Austin Chronicle: Which came first, Austins 
Roller Derby revival or your sudden urge to try 
your hand at a documentary ? 

Werner Campbell: We had been planning 
to do a doc on [the late] one-man band Hasil 
Adkins, but that fell through, and literally the 
very next night - 

Bob Ray: - the same night! We were at Emo’s, 
and Honky was playing. It was December 200 1 , 
and I saw some old high school friends skating 
around the club, and I was like, “What the 
hell?” It turned out that night was a benefit for 
the Roller Derby, and immediately we thought, 
“Hey, somebody needs to tell this story!” 

AC: That was hind of a leap of faith on your part, 
because at that point there wasn’t any real league 
happening yet, right? 

BR: Right. The friend that I saw that night, 
Jennifer Wilson, was someone I had gone to 
high school with. She’d been valedictorian, 
state champion handball player, and was just 
really, really smart, and so I immediately 
thought if she’s in on this, then there must be 
something to it.

HELL ON WHEELS

We did a little investigating, and it seemed 
obvious that they were seriously going to try to 
make this thing happen. That was enough for 
us. Whether they were successful or not, even 
if they never got a single bout together, as long 
as they really tried, we’d have enough footage 
of something to make at least a short film. 

WC: There were many weeks that passed where 
Bob and I were just, like, “Is this really going to 
happen?” We had a hundred hours of footage 
well before the first bout even took place. 

AC: How many hours of footage did you end up 
with, all told? 

WC: Five hundred hours. 

BR: Which isn’t all that much. When you say 
“500 hours” to nonfilmmakers, they think that’s 
an insane amount of film, but if you think about 
it, we shot 20 to 30 Roller Derby bouts over three 
years with multiple cameras on each bout, plus 
one-on-one interviews and lots of meetings and 
practices. So, it’s really not so huge an amount 
of footage, when you look at it that way. I think 
those Metallica guys [ Some Kind of Monster direc- 
tors Joe Berlinger and Bruce Sinofsky] shot, like, 
2,600 hours for their film! 

WC: The rebirth of Roller Derby is a social 
movement more than anything else, and since 
we recognized that from the beginning, it made 
sense to us to shoot it as a bigger phenomenon 
and profile more people, more participants, 
than you would if you were making a doc that 
just focused on a handful of core participants. 
It’s not a film about specific personalities as 
much as it is a film about a movement. 

BR: That said, we do focus on three or four 
women, but at the time we began, for all we 
knew they were just as likely to quit as anyone 
else. Early on, the ratio of women coming in to 
women dropping out was pretty even. 

AC: And, like you mentioned, this was bach in 
2001. No one else in the country was doing any- 
thing like this at all, right? 

BR: I think the Bay City Bombers were still 
holding their own little jams in, like, high 
schools or wherever, but there was no com- 
petitive Roller Derby with actual ticket sales or 
anything like that going on, anywhere. 

AC: What’s great about Hell on Wheels - apart 
from ... And You Will Know Us by the Trail of 
Dead’s score, I mean - is that it’s not really about 
Roller Derby, per se. 

WC: Right. It’s about a grassroots organization 
building a business that is also built around 
women who want to hang out with other 
women and just do something other than sim- 
ply be a part of that Downtown Emo’s scene 
watching their boyfriends play in their bands. 
BR: A lot of the women equate Roller Derby 
to being in a band. It’s their chance to be the 



rock star, to be on the stage with fans cheering 
them on. 

WC: And that’s a really good way to look at 
this whole process. Bob and I have both been 
in bands all our lives, and when we first started 
out filming this, it was very obvious to us that 
being in Roller Derby is a lot like being in a 
rock & roll band, in the sense that you start 
a band; you do your first gig; 50 people show 
up; you’re the lead singer, and you fall in love 
with some girl or whatever; Bob’s the bassist, 
and he becomes a junkie; the drummer steals 
your girl; and out of all that drama emerges a 
thing that ends up being the perfect subject 
for a documentary. And when the money 
comes into play, then you really start to see 
the serious drama. And then the miscom- 
munication starts, and then there’s all kinds 
of conflict and personality issues, and, really, 
it’s exactly like being in a band. And that’s 
something that practically everyone in Austin 
can appreciate, one way or another. I mean, if 
we could only get the rights to Led Zeppelin’s 
“Communication Breakdown.” 

AC: How did the Roller Derby schism affect the 
filmmaking process? 

WC: Right before the split, we were looking at 
it as though things were wrapping up, as far as 
the dramatic narrative of the film was going. 
It was right after their first successful season, 
and we were picking up insert shots and a little 
camera-angle stuff. 

BR: We weren’t really sure that we were done. 
The season had ended, they had their champi- 
onship game, and we were like, “Well, that’s a 
conclusion ...of sorts. We kept our foot in the 
door, but we were pretty much winding down 
when we began to see other things happening. 
The split that could’ve - and almost did - hap- 
pen in year one of when Austin Roller Derby 
was starting to resurface. And that was weird 
for us, too, actually, because we’d already been 
doing interviews for a year and a half at this 
point, during which time we’d built up this 
trust between the women and ourselves. We 
had never done the she said/she said kind of 
thing, and because of that, everyone told us 
everything. Once it became apparent that there 
was a major rift forming, all of a sudden we 
found ourselves in the middle of these two 
separate and distinct camps. And, of course, 


each group of women knew that we knew what 
the other group was up to. And that was weird. 
Thankfully, everyone respected us enough to 
not even ask us anything about anyone else. 
WC: It was intense. And it was sad in a lot of 
ways when it first happened because we knew 
so much miscommunication was happening, 
and yet because we needed to retain at least 
some semblance of documentary impartiality, 
we couldn’t do anything about it. 

AC: Was that the most difficult part of the process 
for you, as a filmmaker? 

WC: Postproduction! 

AC: Do you think it was more difficult because it was 
a documentary as opposed to a narrative feature? 
BR: Well, here’s the analogy I use: Crafting 
a story is like making a sculpture that begins 
with a wire-frame skeleton which you then 
add to in order to flesh it out, so to speak.

That’s narrative, to me. Hell on Wheels was, 
like, we accumulated this giant 500-hours-long 
boulder, and then we had to chisel away down 
to the ultimate story. And in between that 
boulder and the finished film were like 100 
different stories. We didn’t know where it was 
going to go; there were so many tangents. We 
had a lesbian love story, we had a death, we 
had the coup. There was never any shortage 
of interesting angles to pursue. But luckily we 
ended up with this overall dramatic arc to the 
whole story of the rebirth of Roller Derby. And 
very few people thought that this whole thing 
would travel beyond Austin. And now there’s, 
what, 172 leagues across the globe? 

WC: We’ve got 150 logos for the end of the film. 
BR: Right, so there’s 22 leagues that are still 
designing their logos. And now they’re starting 
to play each other, so it’s still evolving in ways 
that no one, in the early days of Austin’s Roller 
Derby, could have even fathomed. ■

Perfect Liberty 

To find themselves, the subjects of this year's rock docs found 
that they had to follow their own sound 



Back in the early Nineties, the independent- 
rock movement in America was in its high 
renaissance, still underground enough to exist 
off the radar of most major labels but suffi- 
ciently past its punk roots to have matured into 
its own particular - and particularly American 

- art form. Moving away from the political and 
social sloganeering of the early Reagan years 
(rock had already ceded that ground to hip- 
hop), the indie rock community was coalescing 
into a loose-knit assembly of postgraduate dis- 
affection: Heavy on detuned guitars and murky 
lyrics, light on any overt display of emotion or 
social sentiment, abstraction was king. 

At the center of this movement was David 
Berman, a recent University of Virginia gradu- 

sxswo 

run much v-ir iqqt Austin ix 

ate and adopted New Yorker who, along with 
his friend Stephen Malkmus, was helping to 
redefine rock music in the Bush I era by allevi- 
ating it of its grandeur and directness, leaving 
little but its outlines - a few simple chords, 
a basic backbeat, a touch of distorted guitar 

- and a vague yet refreshing admission that 
people like them probably had no business 
playing it. 

Recording their songs onto Walkmans and 
answering machines under the name Silver 
Jews, Berman and Malkmus took rock music to 
new heights of lo-fi modesty. With their mum- 
bly, monotone vocals and cryptic, literate lyrics 
(“Fake IDs and honeybees/the jagged skyline 
of car keys/I never knew the bird could fly so 
low”), they laid the groundwork for a whole 
new generation of reluctant pop stars: mussy- 
haired cynics who wore their ironic detach- 
ment as a defensive cloak against the empty 
shimmer of commercialism and the earnest 
emotionalizing of the straight world. 

Malkmus would soon become an indie giant 
with his band Pavement - a group that elevated 
ironic detachment to beatified levels - while 
Berman stuck with Silver Jews, recording five 
albums over the next 11 years, each a catalog 
of shrugging emotions, and releasing a book 
of poetry that, amazingly, sold some 20,000 
copies. Not a bad little life, taken all in all. But 
while Berman was enjoying his modest success 

- more cult figure than anything else, a private 
genius to those who knew of him - he could 
only watch as Malkmus and Pavement became 
the superstars and poster children of indie 
rock. As the decade progressed, he gradually 
sank into a drug addiction. 

Flash forward to 2001. Following the release 
of the Jews’ EP Tennessee, Berman drops into a 
depression. Disconsolate, he attempts suicide 
by overdose and winds up in a psychiatric ward. 
He follows this with a voluntary stint in a rehab 
clinic, where he discovers the saving power 
of Judaism, a religion that up until that point 
had been his in name (both band and sur-) 
only. Clean and revivified, Berman reunites 
Silver Jews and releases 2005’s triumphant 
Tanglewood Numbers, with a new, more hi-fi 
sound backing his heady lyrics about addiction 
and ironic nods to his newfound faith (“Later I 
came to find/life is sweeter than Jewish wine”). 
Album completed, the notoriously homebound 


Berman decides to set out on the road, playing 
his first-ever live shows to grateful fans around 
the world, with a particularly resonant stop in 
Israel, land of Adonai, God of Abraham, Isaac, 
Jacob, and now David. 

Director Michael Tully’s Silver Jew - show- 
ing as part of this year’s SXSW Film 24 Beats 
per Second series - documents Berman’s brief 
sojourn in Israel, following him from the 
nightclubs of Tel Aviv to the Western Wall. 
Like much of Berman’s music, the film’s mod- 
esty is its calling card. Most of it passes like a 
run-of-the-mill rock-band travelogue: Berman 
shops for trinkets with his wife; Berman plays 
shows for adoring fans; Berman meets ador- 
ing fans. But toward its end, as Berman traces 
the back streets of the Old City of Jerusalem 
- descending into King David’s tomb, gazing 
on the Temple Mount, searching for what he 
calls the “pure, spiritual Israel” - the film, like 
the life of Berman himself, becomes something 
else entirely, evolving from ironic observation 
to full-on pilgrimage, a search for truth and 
redemption in a sordid world. 


Watching Berman the Jew wrap himself in 
tefillin (traditional prayer straps) and recite the 
Shema Yisrael (“Hear, O Israel”) at the Western 
Wall, the holiest spot in all of Judaism, with tears 
streaming down his face, is like watching a man 
meeting himself in a dark alleyway and recogniz- 
ing the face he sees for the first time. Watching 
Berman the performer walk off the stage and 
out into the crowd at the close of a concert in 
a Jerusalem nightclub, arms outstretched, bask- 
ing in the glow of joyous fans, is like watching a 
man emerge from baptismal waters, shaking off 
the last remnants of his past. 

David Berman, the poet laureate of opacity, 
has gotten clean at last. 

□ 

The musicians that descended upon the 
old Wetlands Preserve nightclub in New York 
City during the Eighties and Nineties weren’t 
looking to get themselves clean. Far from it. 
Most of these bands were acolytes of the hip- 
pie ideal of the Sixties, which was recognizable 
as much by its dirtiness as its high ideals of 


communal love and freethinking. These bands 
were the sons and daughters of the Grateful 
Dead, perpetually touring acts with a shared 
love of perpetual music, jam bands of the new 
school whose idea of a good time was to take 
a bare-bones song and explore its variations at 
length - sometimes interminably - until the 
thing had been wrung dry and the musicians 
exploring it and the fans listening to it were 
soaking wet. Their search was for revival music 
of a distinctly secular, even earthy, sort. 

The existence of the Wetlands, lovingly chron- 
icled in Dean Budnik’s Wetlands Preserved: The 
Story of an Activist Rock Club, was an improb- 
able one: a hippie refuge in the middle of down- 
town New York City in the late Eighties, a time 
when fashionable dance clubs were filled with 
post-Weimar fashionistas, postmodern perfor- 
mance artists, and Hollywood celebrities; a bar 
dedicated as much to social activism as money- 
making; a rock & roll club that not only allowed 
but expected its acts to play long past closing 
time. Upstairs, bearded bands wailed on their 
guitars for hours, while downstairs, patrons 
gathered to smoke pot, bang on bongos, and 
bemoan the destruction of the Peruvian rainfor- 
est. According to Michael Musto, columnist 
for The Village Voice and arbiter of all things 
fabulous in New York, the Wetlands was the 
ultimate rebellious anachronism in a city full of 
them: “They didn’t get the message that hippies 
were over,” he says, “like the dinosaurs.” 

For many bands touring outside the confines 
of mainstream music in the 1990s, getting to 
the Wetlands was a pilgrimage, a place where 
their kind could gather and revel in their 
strangeness and sameness. Like David Berman 
scouring the Old City of Jerusalem, bands like 
Blues Traveler, Phish, Dave Matthews Band, 
Widespread Panic, and others came to the 
Wetlands looking for their spiritual center, 
where like-minded bands and fans (who, for 
whatever reason, loved their songs more the 
longer they lasted) could gather and find com- 
mon ground in music and social concerns, free 
of the approval of the music and culture indus- 
tries. The club consolidated and gave an iden- 
tity to an otherwise scattered and disorganized 
countrywide jam-band scene and gave comfort 
to musicians and fans who thought they were 
the only freaks around. 

How you view the legacy of the Wetlands 
will depend mainly on where you come down 
on jam music in general. If you believe there’s 
freedom to be found in improvisation - that 
the excitement of music is in watching perform- 
ers walk a tightrope in front of an audience, 
regardless of the length of that tightrope - and 
that there should be no separation between a 
band, a club, and their political philosophies, 
then you’ll probably see the club as a beacon 
in a black night. If, however, you see jam bands 
as the ultimate example of creative self-indul- 
gence and their fans as cultists who, through 
excessive drug use and exposure to tie-dyed 
clothing, have dulled their critical faculties and 
fooled themselves into believing that there’s 
some sort of connection between long-winded 
personal expression and art, then the club will 
probably be nothing more than a sweaty dun- 
geon you’re glad you avoided. But, watching 
Wetlands Preserved, it’s hard not to appreciate 
the idealism and unbridled optimism of an 
activist nightclub that survived in New York City

for more than 10 years before being beaten 
down by the one-two-three punch of Mayor 
Rudolph Giuliani, rampant gentrification, 
and the collapse of the twin towers.

“The soul of a journey is liberty, perfect 
liberty, to think, feel, do just as one pleases,” 
wrote essayist William Hazlitt in the early 19th 
century One hundred fifty years later, the neo- 
hippie bands made it to New York from all 
over the country to do as they pleased; David 
Berman traveled all the way to Israel to do the 
same. In a world bent on the mass production 
of human personality, the long road to free- 
dom is, in essence, just a returning to the self, 
same as it was in Hazlitt’s time. 

In Stephen Kijak’s Scott Walker: 30 Century 
Man , Brian Eno, David Bowie, and a host of 
other music luminaries line up to praise 
one of the oddest singers in the history of 
pop music. They call his music brilliant, the 
work of a genius and a visionary. They honor 
his songwriting skills and his recording 
techniques; they pay tribute to his cryptic 
lyrics and lugubrious, almost cantorial voice. 
What I realized watching the film, however, 
is that what artists truly respect about Scott 
Walker - more than his songs, more than 
his words - is his indefatigable dedication to 
the voice inside his own head, regardless of 
the chatter of the music industry that tried 
with all its might to pigeonhole him. There’s 
a sense among the film’s participants and 
producers that Walker never went in any 
direction that wasn’t toward himself. And 
they speak of him with reverence for it. 

Walker began his career in the mid-Sixties 
as one-third of the Walker Brothers, a pop 
trio from Los Angeles that topped the charts 
in the UK. With his matinee-idol looks, 
wavy hair, and crooner’s voice, Walker was 
a teen sensation, and his presence at music 
venues would set off “Walker Fan Mania!” 
among Britain’s hormonal youth. But Walker 
was unsatisfied with life as a pop star, and 
with his subsequent solo albums, he pushed 
pop music into mysterious new territory, ter- 
ritory only hinted at by fellow mad geniuses 
Phil Spector and Brian Wilson. By the mid- 
Seventies, Walker had turned his orchestral 
pop into a gloomy, gothic lament for post- 
swinging London and his crooner’s voice 
into the sound of syrupy doom. With each 
passing album, he drove his string sections 
further and further away from concordance 
and into the dissonant, often maddening 
realms of Gyorgy Ligeti and other avant- 
gardists. And, with each passing album, he 
lost more and more fans and dove deeper 
into obscurity and industry irrelevance. 

30 Century Man takes us into the record- 
ing studio, where Walker is working on The 
Drift, his latest album and his first in 10 
years. So far outside the mainstream of modem 
music by this point as to be almost nonexistent, 
Walker, now in his mid-60s, continues to find 
new avenues to explore, going so far as to enlist 
the aid of braying donkeys and slapped sides 
of beef to punctuate his epic dirges. His songs 
sound like ballads from another dimension or 
at least another state of mind - intoxicating in 
the way a bad dmg experience is intoxicating. 
Love him or hate him, Walker can’t be denied 


because he refuses to allow others the power 
to deny him; he’ll keep making music as long 
as there’s music to be made. Or he won’t. You 
can’t know. Either way, the music he’s made up 
to this point is sufficiently unnerving for me. 

I don’t know what madman is paying for all 
that studio time, but it must be someone who 
recognizes that Walker is out there bravely 
charting unmapped depths for the rest of us 
tentative souls, journeying down into the abyss 
so we don’t have to. ■

A restored print aims to restore Eagle Pennell's legacy 


Eagle Pennell is one of the most important, influential, and problematic filmmakers to come out of 
Texas. The Whole Shootin' Match, his first feature, was shown at the Utah/U.S. Film Festival in 1978, 
the first year of that festival. Twenty-five regional independent features were submitted. Eight were cho- 
sen, including The Whole Shootin ' Match , as well as George Romero’s Martin, Mark Rappaport’s Local 
Color, and Martha Coolidge’s Not a Pretty Picture. Pennell’s film was awarded a Special Jury Prize. It 
went on to earn great reviews from important critics, was a hit on the festival circuit, and did well in 
Europe. The film inspired Robert Redford to start the Sundance Institute, and, in 1991, what had 
begun as the Utah/U.S. Film Festival finally officially changed its name to Sundance. 

Just by existing, independent films were enormously influential in those years, regardless of quality 
or topic. Pennell’s films, however, were especially important in that they were about regular working 
people. Instead of using the typical Death of a Salesman approach, they were more embracing - even 
celebratory - of the characters. 

In 1984, after the success of follow-up Last 
Night at the Alamo, Pennell seemed poised on the 
brink of a great career. Unfortunately, his personal 
weaknesses undermined this promise, as he FVin HflPCH IMF 2 TOT AUSTIN TX 

squandered almost every opportunity that came 

his way. He would manage to make three more movies, but none of them are very good. Mostly it was 
alcohol that did Pennell in. There are endless stories about his efforts to acquire alcohol and his 
exploits after he did. 

Over the course of a couple of decades, Pennell destroyed many of his most crucial relationships 
and alienated almost all of his friends. Still, the humor and vibrancy of those first two films - as well 
as memories of just how charming and intelligent Pennell could be - kept a very warm spot for him 
burning within many. 

When Pennell died in 2002, we held a wake in Austin, showing The Whole Shootin ’ Match. The print 
was miserable, the sound almost completely inaudible. In the following month, I discovered just how 
lost a film it was, as I unsuccessfully tried to track down an even halfway-decent print in any format. 
Following every lead and contacting all involved proved futile. 

Miraculously, DVD producer and packager Mark Ranee found a beautiful print in Germany. We 
showed a copy as a work in progress at the SXSW Film 06. This year, we’ll be presenting a fully 
restored print with work having been done on both picture and sound. Essentially, this premiere will be 
the first complete screening of the film in more than a decade. 

Later this year, the film will be released as a DVD. I’m an executive producer on the project. The 
Whole Shootin ' Match is wonderful. It’s also impactful, but don’t let that get in the way of just how 
damn enjoyable it is. What follow are excerpts from a couple of articles on Pennell, both by outstand- 
ing writers who are also Austin expatriates, Paul Cullum and Jerome Weeks. Each is used with permis- 
sion; complete versions will appear in the DVD’s accompanying booklet. - Louis Black 



'THE EAGLE HAS LANDED' 

by Paul Cullum, 'Arthur No. 1' 

Like punk legends, indie film pioneers are 
going to start dying off soon. And in a micro- 
cosm defined by perpetual youth, dissolution 
and decay don’t have much room to ramp up, 
making it harder to get used to the idea. I 
guess it’s never pretty. 

Eagle Pennell was politely called a regional 
filmmaker by those unaccustomed to his 
kind, and like many in his native Texas, he 
had an outsized impression of his own iden- 
tity that ultimately destroyed him. In 1978, 
when A-list Hollywood was made up of veter- 
ans of Roger Corman’s shoestring epics, and 
everyone else in America with dreams to 
burn now worked for Corman to replace 
them, the first inklings of what we now think 
of as independent film came courtesy of 
people who were too clueless or inept to fol- 
low that simple protocol. One of them was 
Eagle, whose shaggy dog buddy comedy The 
Whole Shootin ' Match pioneered that Austin- 
specific sort of epic underachieverdom that 
Slacker later turned into an anthropological 
treatise. But Eagle’s laconic dreamers, drunk 
as a lord and impossibly balanced on the 
thin line that separates ambition from nostal- 
gia, were more than just literary conceits. 


They were Eagle in a nutshell. Like we used 
to say about him, the man belonged in the 
Alcohol of Fame; he put pop alcoholics like 
us to shame. 

The Whole Shootin ' Match, based on an ear- 
lier 16mm short called “Hell of a Note,” 
starred Lou Perry (nee Perryman) and Sonny 
Carl Davis as a couple of perpetual fuck-ups 
trying to work as insulation blowers or some- 
thing equally improbable, and retiring to the 
comfort of cold beers and fevered dreams 
once the going gets tough. (In “Hell of a Note,” 
they laid asphalt, until they were fired for not 
realizing you weren’t supposed to pee on it 
until it had cooled off.) This woozy testament 
to the comically disenfranchised, made for 
twenty grand in borrowed money, was also his- 
torically significant in that it was the film that 
Robert Redford was famously watching at the 
1978 inauguration of the U.S. Film Festival in 
Park City, Utah, when he had the epiphany 
that it was strays like this who could best 
benefit from such a festival, or something like 
his soon-established Sundance Institute. 

“I thought a real service to the industry 
would be to provide a guy like that with a 
place to train, a place to go where he could 
develop his skills,” said Redford in one of the 
Sundance catalogs from the late ’90s. “It 
would shortcut a lot of the problems he was

going to be facing.” Would that it were. (For 
the record, Redford identified him only as a 
regional filmmaker. But researching a 
Sundance story for The Hollywood Reporter, I 
got the Sundance press liaison to confirm off 
the record that I was right.) ... 

He directed three more films - Icehouse, 
Heart Full of Soul, and Doc's Full Service, none 
of them especially watchable. ... When he 
finally died on July 20th, a week shy of his 
50th birthday, Eagle had been in and out of 
rehab countless times, had alienated virtually 
every friend or lover he ever had, and was 
homeless but for the grace of an acquain- 
tance with a spare bedroom. His films are 
long since out-of-print, and his few obituaries 
mostly chose to gloss over his excesses. But 
in a real way, it was those excesses, that dan- 
ger, which he faced wall-eyed but resolutely, 
that was his life’s work. 

I first met Eagle in probably 1982 at the 
Rice Media Center in Houston, where I had 
accompanied a straggling, three-legged film 
called Taking Tiger Mountain that I scripted 
(with William Burroughs and others, however 
unlikely) out of the raw footage of a rival fea- 
ture. That is, director Tom Huckabee, with me 
as his witless accomplice, took an unreleased 
feature film about the J. Paul Getty III kidnap- 
ping, starring an undiscovered Bill Paxton, and 
turned it into a futuristic Manchurian 
Candidate, loosely based on the radical femi- 
nism of The SCUM Manifesto, by adding layers 
and layers of audio - even going so far as to 
hire a lipreader to tell us what dialogue we 
were stuck with. Out of such desperation and 
pluck, Eagle no doubt pegged me as some- 
body up for a challenge, with enthusiasm still 
to burn. Over drinks (naturally), he enlisted 
me to write something called The King of 
Texas, earlier started with Henkel I was to 
eventually learn, which was to be a loose 
adaptation of The Iceman Cometh, Eugene 
O’Neill’s great paean to alcoholics, transplant- 
ed to the tent cities just then springing up 
among Texas’s newly homeless. The one 
touchstone he had was a painting of Sam 
Houston receiving Santa Ana’s surrender at 
the Battle of San Jacinto beneath a spreading 
live oak. 

'FEAR AND LOATHING IN THE 
FILM INDUSTRY: DIRECTOR 
PENNELL TAKES INDEPENDENT 
LOOK AT HOME STATE'

After his recent film, Last Night at the 
Alamo, was screened for local critics, native 
Texas film director Eagle Pennell, thin and 
lanky and more than six feet tall, eyes hidden 
by aviator sunglasses and wearing a Yankee 
baseball cap, slouched towards me and rum- 
bled, “You got a ’spense account?” 

I nodded. 

“Good. Let’s go somewhere and git drunk.” 
One of us seemed already to have a substan- 
tial lead. 



In the parking lot, he remembered he didn’t 
have his parking token validated. “It has been 
said,” Eagle pointed out in his sleepy, flat bass 
voice, “if you act like you know what you’re 
doing, you can get away with anything.” When 
he drove up to the parking attendant, Eagle 
shouted at her, flipped the token out the win- 
dow and floored the Blazer past the barrier, 
chuckling to himself. I looked back: She was 
yelling at us. 

After the trip to the bar during which 
Pennell demonstrated his Houston survival 
skills by jumping the Blazer illegally into the 
oncoming lane to roar past a line of cars and 
flipped a U-turn on a one-way street, he asked 
the photographer to take his portrait in the 
middle of Montrose. There they stood during 
rush hour, with cars honking at them, when a 
Houston cop drove up slowly and asked what 
the hell did they think they were doing? 

“Good he didn’t ask for my license,” Eagle 
muttered, after they had returned to the bar. “All 
I’ve got is an old beat-up passport I carry around.” 
The Whole Shootin' Match, Pennell’s uproari- 
ous and sweet-natured film about two get-rich- 
quick dreamers in Austin that he reportedly 
made for lunch money and change, is my 
nominee as one of the best low-budget, inde- 
pendent films made in Texas along with The 
Texas Chainsaw Massacre and The Ballad of 
Gregorio Cortez. So I asked him what he’d 
been doing since he made it in 1979. 

Pause. Eagle lights his cigarette. Takes a drink. 
“Maybe I should talk to my attorney first.” 

Long pause. Drag on the cigarette. Another swig. 
“Let’s just say I’ve been four years between films.” 
Actually, the University of Texas-educated 
Pennell has been on the festival circuit with 
Shootin' Match, which got a strong, favorable 
review from Vincent Canby in The New York 
Times and was sold to British television, despite 
the fact, as Pennell reports, “They have a hard 
time understanding the accents, don’t know if 
it’s English or not. Can’t decide whether to sub- 
title it. ’Course, I can’t understand them either.” 
In addition, Pennell spent some frustrating 
time at Warner Brothers “trying to make inde- 
pendent films within the studio. It’s not a 
question of control. It’s more like, I’ve been in 
meetings in these boardrooms in the Gulf & 
Western Building in New York on the 34th floor, 
and these guys, these studio executives, none 
of them could even tie their goddamned shoes.” 
Tiring of that situation, Pennell managed to 
get a National Endowment grant and some 
support from the Southwest Area Media 
Project (SWAMP) at Rice University which 
allowed him to make Last Night at the Alamo. 
Which he has also taken out to the film festi- 
vals, including the one at Telluride, Colo. - 
during which Pennell reportedly took off all his 
clothes and jumped into a hot tub. At an after- 
screening party. In front of critics. ■

Looking More Closely When Others Look Away 

On directors examining structure, storytelling, and how pictures move us tY NORA ANKRUM 


There are two criteria you have to meet to 
land your film in SXSW’s Emerging Visions 
showcase. First of all, you have to be what 
SXSW producer Matt Dentler calls an “up-and- 
coming” filmmaker, a term that’s actually a lot 
more encompassing than it might sound. This 
year, for instance, it includes Fall From Grace’s 
Ryan Jones, a University of Kansas undergrad, 
but it also includes American Zombie director 
Grace Lee, who’s making her second trip to the 
festival, after her charming The Grace Lee Project 
screened successfully here in 2005 (and soon 
airs on the Sundance Channel). “Up-and-com- 
ing” even includes Stefan Schaefer and Diane 
Crespo, whose lovely feature Arranged - casted 
by The Sopranos’ Kathleen Backel and Antonia 
Dauphin - is merely their latest project in 10 
years of creating documentaries, videos, com- 
mercials, and features through their New York- 
based production company Cicala Filmworks. 

So while “up-and-coming” certainly means 
you won’t be seeing the work of Hollywood 
directors, it doesn’t mean you won’t run across 
some slick, Hollywood-caliber efforts (like the 
stylish Monkey Warfare) or talent - especially 
with projects backed by heavy-hitters like Paul 
Newman, who narrates The Price of Sugar, 
a moving documentary about a priest’s life- 
risking crusade to stop the horrifying abuses 
against Haitians working on sugar plants in the 
Dominican Republic. 

Perhaps more telling of what you can expect 
from the Emerging Visions showcase is the sec- 
ond mandate, which Dentler describes as “brave 
and challenging and unorthodox subject mat- 
ter.” In that regard, you probably can’t get much 
more unorthodox - or far from Hollywood 
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- than Kamp Katrina, an uncomfortable and 
disturbing look at how a disparate group of 
mentally ill and drug-addicted New Orleanians 
fares in the months after Hurricane Katrina. 

What’s interesting about Kamp Katrina is 
that despite its ugliness - both in the rock-bot- 
tom degradation of its protagonists and in its 
unapologetic use of swervy night-cam (often 
as the filmmakers, awakened from sleep by a 
scream or some other frightening noise, run 
to the scene to find out what’s going down) 

- it remains transfixing. Kamp Katrina stands 
out as a haunting and colorful story - though 
calling it a “story” suggests a more traditional 
narrative structure than the verite experience it 
actually offers. 

If any one thing can be said about the 
Emerging Visions films, it’s that each distin- 
guishes itself at some point by an unconven- 
tional or surprising storytelling decision. Some 
of these films simply tell a familiar story from 
a different angle; others manage to turn boring 
subjects into exciting journeys; and still others 
will trick you into thinking that perhaps there’s 
no story at all - just a series of strange people 



“Can you imagine pitching a film about agri- 
cultural subsidies?” asks Aaron Woolf, director 
of food-industry doc King Corn. Woolf hoped 
with this film to get away from the traditional 
dry, “grownup” narrator, especially given that 
his subject didn’t necessarily lend itself to a 
whole lot of excitement. So he partnered with 
recent East Coast college grads Ian Cheney and 
Curt Ellis to narrate a firsthand account of mov- 
ing to the Midwest, growing an acre of com, 
and following that com after harvest. 

If you’re familiar with high-fructose com 
syrup or corn-fed beef, you probably have an 
idea where this story is headed, but King Corn 
goes much further than you’d expect, both in 
terms of its investigatory integrity and its sensi- 
tivity to its subjects, which range from farmers, 
cattle ranchers, scientists, and academics to 
the elderly Earl Butz, the former secretary of 
agriculture responsible for the com glut that 
governs so much of the modem American diet. 
Since its advent in the 1970s, that diet has 
allowed the average American to devote less 
income to eating than ever before. Yet, as the 
22-year-old Ellis and Cheney learn, that diet is 
also putting our youngest generations at risk of 
having a shorter life span than their parents. 

“It felt a lot like sacred ground, calling com 
into question,” Woolf says. “Every kid in kin- 
dergarten gets told, ‘The pilgrims were greeted 
by Native Americans waiting on shore holding 
com in their arms.’ This is the plant we most 
identify with our national identity.” Luckily, 
Woolf’s reverence for that inner kindergartener 
keeps King Corn from becoming the overly 
confrontational expose it could’ve been, as 
does the low-key, rather Midwestern tempera- 
ment shared by narrators Ellis and Cheney. 
Their personalities give the film a subtle humor 
all its own, and that - along with some clever 
stop-animation and a wistful soundtrack from 
the Wowz - is what makes King Corn an 
“emerging vision” despite its being a food doc 
in this saturated post -Super Size Me world.

Emerging Visions features another 
Midwestern outing this year, Fall From Grace, 
about Topeka, Kan.’s notoriously anti-gay 
Phelps family. Helmed by the fiery Pastor Fred 
Phelps, the family is known worldwide for 
their own particular brand of hyperhate, which 
they’ve targeted squarely at homosexuals dur- 
ing a 15-year campaign characterized by side- 
walk protests and incendiary signs like “God 
Hates Fags” (also the name of their Web site) 
and “Thank God for 9/11.” They’ve carried out 
32,000 such protests - many at the funerals of 
hate-crime victims - and while most of these 
have plagued Eastern Kansas, their scope has 
broadened of late. “They still picket graduation 
every year,” says Fall From Grace director Ryan 
Jones, who himself graduates from KU’s film 
program this May. “But 98 percent of the time 
now it’s a funeral.” 

Jones’ documentary originally began as a 
short profile for a film class. “It was around 
that same time that they started doing military 
funerals,” he says, “and it just expanded rapid- 
ly.” Believing that every fallen soldier is God’s 
way of punishing America for harboring “sod- 
omites,” the Phelpses began organizing “God 
Hates America” protests at military funerals 
around the country. Fall From Grace includes 
an interview with a young widow who endured 
one of these protests, as well as interviews with 
members of the Topeka community who’ve 
dealt with the Phelpses over the years. But the 
documentary is most notable for its access to 
the Phelpses themselves. 

“Surely, if we take these verses that say things 
so plain and straight,” explains daughter Shirley, 
“and I can put all these words onto a sign and 
somebody’ll read it, then they’ll know that 
we’re right about this, and they’ll serve God, 
and they won’t go to hell.” Jones interviews the 
pastor and many of his children, including two 
estranged family members who provide insight 
into their father’s very singular obsession. Most 
shocking are Jones’ interviews with the Phelps 
grandchildren, who as young as age 6 offer up 
casually that “fags aren’t God’s people.” 


“It would’ve been easy to take jabs at them,” 
Jones says. “But I tried to do a truly objective 
portrayal. They say what they believe, and then 
the other side does, too.” His screenings have 
apparently been a testament to his success. 
Those who’ve watched the film have worried 
that the Phelpses would object. But after he 
screened it for the Phelpses themselves, one of 
the family members said to Jones, “We think 
this is great, but aren’t you worried about what 
the mainstream public is going to think?”

Though it’s one of the few fiction films in the 
Emerging Visions category, Stefan Schaefer and 
Diane Crespo’s Arranged still has a foundation 
in documentary. In fact, Schaefer describes the 
production as “an investigatory odyssey,” not 
least because neither he nor Crespo is Jewish 
or Muslim, the two faiths at the heart of the 
movie. Arranged tells the story of two first-year 
New York school teachers - an Orthodox Jew 
and a Muslim - who find that they have more in 
common with each other than with anyone else 
at their new school, especially as they’re both 
going through the process of finding a husband 
through an arranged marriage. 

The story is inspired by a real person, Yuta 
Silverman, an Orthodox Jewish woman who 
approached Schaefer at Cicala Filmworks with 
an idea: She wanted him to make a movie 
about her great-great-grandmother’s experiences 
during the Russian Revolution. But as she and 
Schaefer were talking, Silverman mentioned her 
friendship with a Pakistani Muslim woman, and 
from there the story behind Arranged took off. 

On one level, Arranged is simply a story 
about finding love, with two girl-meets-boy sce- 
narios. On another, it’s about standing up for 
who you are, a story that often plays out in the 
culture clashes common to the public-school 
setting. But it’s also a lot more. With the help 
of Silverman and Syrian actor Laith Nakli (who 
plays the father of Nasira, the Muslim teacher), 
Schaefer and Crespo have achieved a unique 
authenticity with this film, both in its religious 
underpinnings and its American-ness. 

□ 

“The three of us were standing in the middle 
of the flea market, which - as we had learned 
just a few minutes before - was going to be 
demolished by Home Depot,” explains Aaron 
Hills, who co-directed Fish Kill Flea with Brian 
Cassidy and Jennifer Loeber. “None of us were 
making films at the time, but we all spontane- 
ously agreed right then to collaborate on a doc 
about this weird, wonderful, one-of-a-kind 
community before it was gone forever.” 

Over the next six months, the three friends 

- one film critic (Hills) and two photographers 

- captured the eccentricities of this dying cul- 
ture, itself having taken root in the shell of the 
once bustling Dutchess Mall, the first major 
shopping center built in the town of Fishkill, 
N.Y. In the film, a father with his arm around 
his son’s shoulders explains, “This place, when 
I was a kid, was like the happenin’ spot.” 
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The film moves like a montage, mostly 
revealing the Dutchess’ narrative through con- 
text, the same way you’d pick it up if you were 
there yourself - except you’re also privy to 
wonderful old black-and-white photos show- 
ing the Dutchess’ former grandeur. Unearthed 
from the basement of the Poughkeepsie Journal, 
they provide formidable contrast to the flea- 
market landscape, with its perfume counters, 
Nazi paraphernalia, and slashed-price signs 
written on paper plates. “The faded Seventies 
palette and signage struck me as both familiar 
and comforting,” Loeber says. “I wanted noth- 
ing more than to just be there a lot.” 

With artful, un-self-conscious camera- 
work and an unintrusive, eclectic soundtrack 
(including a song played on an organ made of 
stalagmites and another sung by an Egyptian 
choir of 4,000 voices), Fish Kill Flea more 
than anything accomplishes the feeling of 
just being there, watching the market man- 
ager light his cigar, listening to the vendors 
pitch their wares (“You can’t beat the prices 
we have here with two baseball bats!”), and 
feeling the wind as it blows trash across the 
parking lot to gather unheeded along the 
building’s outside walls. 

□ 

In 2005, A&E aired 10 episodes of Random 
1, a reality TV show that followed friends 
John Chester and Andre Miller as they traveled 
around the country looking for people to “help.” 
The philosophy behind the show went some- 
thing like this: “When you help someone, espe- 
cially someone you don’t know, you feel better 
about yourself, and when you feel better about 
yourself, you feel better about the world.” 

As to the presumptuousness of the show’s 
premise, Chester admits, “I can’t think of 
anything more disgusting.” But he believes 
in the project’s value nonetheless and points 
out that any mistakes he and Andre made 
along the way were included in the show. “If 
we showed we were human,” he says, “that’s 
what’s important.” It’s also what’s most inter- 
esting about Lost in Woonsocket, Chester’s 
documentary expanding on one of Random 1 ’s 
episodes. In the film, Chester and Miller grap- 
ple with whether they can really help Mark, 
an alcoholic they spot at a convenience store 
in Woonsocket, R.I, and their singular goal 
sometimes makes for embarrassing moments, 
like when Miller mistakes Mark’s friend for a 
random drunk and says to him, “We can’t help 
everyone today.” 

After Random 1 ’s A&E run ends, Miller and 
Chester go back to Woonsocket to follow up on 
Mark, and the real story begins there, when the 
two well-intentioned do-gooders must find out 
how much good they can really do. Woonsocket 
is full of awkward moments, when Chester 
and Miller clearly want to do the right thing 
but don’t know quite what it is (they have no 
apparent training or special knowledge about 
alcoholism, after all), but they forge ahead 
anyway. Sometimes it seems that Mark is help- 
ing them more than the other way around, 
which proves fitting. Mark is after all the star 
of Woonsocket - with the two hosts as his side- 
kicks - and as his story unfolds, it really does 
put Random 1’s premise to the test. When 
everybody’s helping everybody, does every- 
body really feel better? ■

New Zealander Taika Waititi doesn't 
mind if you compare his charmed 
comedy to 'Napoleon Dynamite'

With all of the luck Eagle vs Shark has had on the festival 
circuit, SXSW better pull out something special to impress 
writer/director Taika Waititi. “The script for the feature was 
workshopped at the Sundance Filmmaker Lab,” he says, 
“where they invite six or eight screenwriters.” What’s more, 
Miramax “bought the film off a promo reel at Cannes last year. 
...I don’t think that happens often.” That doesn’t happen 
often. “During the 
editing process, we 
ran out of money,” 

Waititi continues, “so 
[Sundance] gave us a 
grant.” All of this luck 
at big festivals produced a wonderfully confined film from a 
director who made his mark with shorts like the Oscar-nomi- 



nated “Two Cars, One Night.” Who would’ve guessed it’s 
exported from New Zealand, the same country that brought 
us the Lord of the Rings behemoth? 

Eagle vs Shark had simple beginnings. By phone from 
Aspen, Colo., Waititi explains how Loren Horsley got 
the ball rolling: “She’s a brilliant character actor, and 
she was playing a character similar to her character in 
the film in a play. . . . We got to talking about making 
this character who was this really wonderful, naive 
but very open person, and the character of Lily eventually was 
created. It’s someone who you automatically feel you want to 


defend.” Playing 
opposite Horsley 
is Jemaine Cle- 
ment. Taking a 
break as one-half 
of the comedy duo Flight of the Conchords, Clement plays 
Jarrod, a video-game-store clerk on a homecoming mission of 
revenge. Together Horsley and Clement spin a love story that 
evolves awkwardly but never plays as novelty. 

“Jemaine, Loren, and 1, we’ve all know each other for about 
12 years. We’re old friends,” Waititi says. That explains the 
authenticity of a movie that has drawn comparisons to Napoleon 
Dynamite. “I don’t really mind that. We watched Napoleon 
Dynamite after we wrote the script and said, ‘Wow, that char- 
acter is like a male version of Lily and Jerrod combined,”’ he 
recalls. “The thought never occurred to me when we were doing 
it that ‘Oh, this might be Napoleon Etynamite-esque .’ We just 
tried to make the film that we wrote.” The finished product 
looks polished but retains a quirky quality. 

“I definitely wanted to work with friends because, it being my 
first film, I didn’t want a lot of stress,” Waititi says. “It’s nice just 
hanging out with friends and making a film.” 

After this excitement - distribution, grants, friends - what’s 
left to do? What’s the festival circuit without the drive to sell 
your art? Waititi has decided to smell the roses, saying, “We’re 
on a tiny whirlwind tour, and it’s getting to see new places, 
which is awesome.” Yeah it is. ■

In Stereoscope 

Sarah Upstate's songs - and shorts - of 
innocence and experiments

A week from now, next Friday, March 16, Sarah Lipstate will 
wrap up her workday as a graphics producer at Manhattan’s 
Tim McGarvey Broadcast Animation studio, grab her bags, and 
find a ride to the airport in time to catch a 7pm flight that will 
take her to Austin. It’s here where her experimental short will 
show and her experimental band will showcase as part of South 
by Southwest’s Film and Music Festivals, only months after 
Cinematexas awarded her its Diamond in the Rough Cut prize 
in October and her Chromascapes video installation debuted at 
First Night in January. 

“Memory Scars” will be 
the second film to screen 
at SXSW for Lipstate, 
who graduated from the 
University of Texas in 
December with a Radio-Television-Film degree. Things are hap- 
pening for her. Next Friday, March 16, for instance, is Lipstate’s 
birthday. She’ll turn 23 in the air on her way to spend 24 hours 
in a city she left earlier this year for Brooklyn. 

“I haven’t been here very long,” says Lipstate by cell phone. 
She’s talking about New York, not the Bowery Ballroom, 
where’s she’s at the moment finding a “quiet place to talk” 
before a bill headlined by Grizzly Bear. “I don’t know where I’ll 
be next year. Austin has informed a lot of my stuff, but I don’t 
really identify with any particular location. If I have to connect 
myself to either, I usually try and do both.” 

She describes her music- and movie-making in similar terms. 
“I like combining as much of the two as possible,” she says. 
“I wouldn’t say one is more rewarding than the other, because 
there are always elements of the other in each. Whenever we 
have performances, when I can, I like to project hand-painted 
slides that I’ve done that share what I consider to be the style 
of my films.” 

The “we” Lipstate refers to is One Umbrella, the post-rock 
duo she formed with Carlos Villarreal. The band pronounces 
its sound as one that “blurs the line between ambient beauty 


and chaotic noise,” but I’d argue that it 
also stretches it out. Its appeal lies not 
in the fact that the line is pulled taut 
- One Umbrella’s music is by no means 
what I’d describe as tight - but that the 
instruments all strung together in pleasing 
loops and varied passages give you time to 
interact with them on a meditative level. 

You assemble what you hear yourself to 
find your own meaning. Or, I do, at least. 

Of course, I barely know a guitar from a 
theremin, both of which Lipstate plays. 

Then again, I rarefy know where a film- 
maker is coming from when she experi- 
ments with the short form, but I respond 
according to my own meager senses of 
technical accomplishment and artistic 
ambition, anyway. For her part, Lipstate 
composes on the side to soundtrack her 
shorts, which she makes with found and 
Super 8-shot footage she paints and other- 
wise distresses. Like her music - and like 
most other experimental films - they’re 
open to interpretation and serve as an interactive few minutes 
for the imagination. 

But where the music stretches lines, efforts like “Memory 
Scars” snip them into even more nonnarrative wicks, liable 
to set something afire in you provided the match: Merry- 
go-rounds and spinning tops split-screened, few if any focal 
points, random voices. Lipstate says simply that it came 
from a dream she had, one “always in the back of my mind,” 
one she says she couldn’t resist visualizing the only way she 
knew how. 

“I don’t expect people to get the same things from it that 
I get from it,” she says. “Very rarefy do people take away the 
same things from the films. It doesn’t really matter to me. It 
just matters if they got something. My films so far have been of 
a personal nature. I feel like if I’ve captured the emotion - it’s 
all about the visuals in an emotional context - then I get some- 
thing from the film. It’s a success. It feels right. It’s very much 
a release. 

“How is anyone supposed to know what I was thinking when 
I was making it? My film that was in South by Southwest last year 
was called ‘Phobia.’ People thought it was about being afraid of 
these giant fish,” she laughs. “It has nothing to do with that at all, 


but whatever. I’m happy you’re even having 
it. If that’s what you thought, great.” 

To be fair, of Lipstate’s three circulated 
shorts, “Phobia” is the second to include 
images of giant fish. The Lafayette, La., 
native shot them - “these massive coy 
in the murky swamp water” - herself 
for “Radiation in Moderation,” inspired 
by her own brush with a health crisis. 
“My mom was with me,” she says. “And 
I was like, how did I come to be in this 
moment? What were the things, the 
experiences, leading up to it? It just kind 
of came to me to base the film on that. I 
had to make it.” 

See, I get a kick out of this. I like that 
films Lipstate feels she has to make 
- they could be a diary or a hobby - are 
being shown at major festivals. Whether 
people actually get up and go to the 
Dobie to watch them is all but beside the 
point. Lipstate’s own notions of audience 
are at best to be determined. She has “no 
expectations of anything” when it comes to her screenings as 
part of the Texas Shorts program at SXSW Film 07 and, like a 
bench player on a competitive team, “is just happy to be rep- 
resented.” This must be the case for many of her peers - those 
joining her among the Texas Shorts and those with works select- 
ed for the Reel, Experimental, Animated, and High School short 
tracks, as well - who are attending a festival of independent film 
that, like its own peers, sees an increasing level of studio and 
celebrity involvement every year, populated ever more largely by 
professional filmmakers. 

“I don’t know what I would consider myself professionally, 
but I make stuff all the time,” Lipstate says. “I like doing my 
little one-person experimental film productions. I don’t expect 
to make a living off of doing that. And I don’t really intend on 
pursuing something bigger or maybe more lucrative as far as 
that goes. But, if I believe in what I’m doing, I feel completely 
confident in putting my work out there. I think it’s ridiculous 
when people don’t think that they can be a part of something 
when they have these preconceived notions. Who cares if it’s a 
student film or if it’s an experimental thing that people won’t 
like? Don’t portray it as some shitty thing you made. Say, ‘This 
is my work. I’m a filmmaker.’” ■

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Different Stages 

The divergent paths carved by one disease, in life and on film

Crazy Sexy Cancer is almost a comedy, which 
is pretty good for a documentary about a thir- 
tysomething woman with a rare cancer. The 
fact that it exists at all is a little mind-boggling: 
Young adults with cancer are so widely ignored 
that being swept under the rug would make 
them more prominent. The icing is that it’s 
about an irrepressible woman named Kristin 
Carr - a young actress turned “health junkie” 
- who refuses to accept that she’s sick and gets 
away with it. 

I know Kris Carr because she and her col- 
leagues at Red House Pictures sought out my 
family in 2004. They did this because we run 
a foundation with two missions: research and 
treatment of sarcomas, which are the kind 
of rare cancer Kris has, and the well-being 
of young adult and adolescent cancer 
patients. They also did it because our 
foundation is called the Kristen Ann Carr 
Sarcoma Fund. 

Kristen Carr, my daughter, died of ret- 
roperitoneal liposarcoma in January 1993. 

In February 2003, Kris Carr was diagnosed 
with epithelioid hemangioendothelioma. 

The tumors are cousins among the 50- 
odd sarcomas, which are about half of 
all types of cancers but add up to only 
1% of all cases of cancer. Kristen and Kris 
are unrelated except in spirit and cultural 
background: two beautiful New York City 
women who imagine themselves fearless 
and invincible until the roof comes down. 

Cancer is not an ennobling disease. A 
lot of cancer patients - like a lot of people 
with gingivitis and the common cold - are 
selfish or angry or just plain jerks. What 
can you expect from humans who are poked, 
prodded, poisoned, cut open, denuded of all 
body hair, and brought within a few heartbeats 
of death - if they survive at all? There is no 
adequate description of people who confront 
the terror, despair, and sheer pain of cancer and 
still manage to think past their own problems. 

Kris Carr doesn’t just portray one of those 
in Crazy Sexy Cancer. She shows how it’s 
done. That means we get to see her in painful 
moments of tearful self-pity, scared out of her 
mind. It means listening to some of the loopi- 
est practitioners of “complementary” medicine 
I’ve ever seen, including the Hippocrates Health 
Institute in Florida, where we are allowed to 
witness how to use blades of wheatgrass as an 
anal suppository. This is not as menacing as 
Dr. Robert Young’s explanation that all disease 
is caused by excess acidity in our bodies. (See 
www.quackwatch.org/01QuackeryRelatedTopics/ 
DSH/coral2.html for an explanation of why it 
not only isn’t but couldn’t be.) 

Kris believes intensely in this stuff, but she 
eventually figures out that what she eats isn’t 
who she is any more than what’s hanging 
around in her liver and lungs is. One of the 
last scenes in the film shows her at the sink 
with wheatgrass, no blender in sight, but she’s 
laughing. At the Hippocrates Institute, she 


piles a plate with raw food and says straight 
into the camera, “This is a plate full of chi. It 
is also a plate full of gas.” 

From the beginning, she acknowledges how 
scared she is - and turns that fear into a kind 
of protective irony. She is outwardly perfectly 
healthy - extremely energetic and radiantly 
beautiful, in fact - which is both confusing and 
infuriating. Her medical oncologist, Dr. George 
Demetri (an eminent sarcoma researcher/cli- 
nician), assigns her the toughest of all can- 
cer regimens: watchful waiting, which means 
doing nothing until the disease makes the first 
move. If you want a cancer treatment that will 
really piss you off, this is it. 


Kris shares the stages with three other 
patients. They also survive, but the real point is 
their shared wit, I think, the skewed perspective 
that being a young person with a life-threaten- 
ing disease gave each of them. I haven’t laughed 
like this since the last time I sat down with one 
of the young patients and survivors I know. 

Near the end, Dr. Demitri tells Kris that, for 
the time being, she’s free to think of her indo- 
lent cancer as nothing but a wart. Kris, who 
hates the idea that she’s incurable, doesn’t 
know what to think or feel, let alone say. 

“Are you happy?” asks her father. “Because 
he’s pretty happy. And I want you to be happy, 
if you can be, just for a minute.” 

It’s a funny place to feel envious, but having 
stood in the same kind of room and received 
other news, there I was. I’m pretty sure I’ll 
feel the same way at the festival screening, 
but that’s OK. I’ll see one of the Kris Carrs 
move off to live with all the hope and love the 
world has to offer. It makes me want to laugh 
with joy. And cry for the same damned reason. 
When you find a film that can give you both of 
those in an hour and a half, your watching it 
twice probably isn’t half enough. ■

Canadian filmmakers Debbie Melnyk and Rick Caine 
set out to celebrate a lion of the left. They ended 
up with something a little different.

Michael Moore is a lightning rod for American 
political controversy. The documentaries he 
has made, beginning with Roger & Me in 1989, 
have catapulted him into a symbolic position 
as a spokesman for the left. The films and his 
outsized personality have also turned him into 
an easy target for the right. Moore is as adored 
by his fans as he is hated by his enemies. The 
peripatetic muckraker seems to revel in all of 
the controversy, but somewhere along the way 
his journalism started to become eclipsed by 
his showmanship. 

While reviewing The Big One in 1998, 
Moore’s third film and second documentary, 
I wrote that the filmmaker was “fast becom- 
ing all things to all people. He is seriously in 
danger of becoming the new American Shmoo 
- you remember, that adorable, bottom-heavy,

blobby thing in Lil Abner that would shape- 
shift into anything that’s sure to please its 
human host. Well, Moore is hardly quite that 
egoless, but his routine as America’s roving 
populist gadfly is a great act.” 

Since then, Moore has gone on to win an 
Oscar in 2003 for Bowling for Columbine, his 
examination of this country’s gun obsession, and 
the Palme d’Or at Cannes in 2004 for Fahrenheit 
9/1 1 , his anti- George W Bush screed designed 
to build voter momentum for ousting the presi- 


dent in the November election. Moore’s fan 
base grew over the years, as did his pocketbook. 
Meanwhile, some voices were growing louder 
from viewers who, though sharing Moore’s 
political beliefs, were nevertheless troubled by 
growing accusations against Moore’s breezy and 
perhaps unjust documentary practices. Many 
found themselves uncomfortable with Moore’s 
guerrilla-ambush tactics for obtaining hard-to- 
get interviews; others believed the filmmaker 
used certain footage out of context or under the 
false guise of spontaneity. 

Moore’s acceptance speech at the 2003 
Oscar ceremony, which took place just as the 
United States was about to invade Iraq, served 


as a rallying cry for those opposed to the war. 
For Toronto-based filmmakers Debbie Melnyk 
and Rick Caine, their admiration of Moore 
was never greater than at that moment. Yet, 
once this pair of documentarians began to 
make their own film about Moore, their path 
of investigation led to a whole new slew of 
questions and changed the ultimate shape of 
their film. Most of the people they spoke with 
give Moore credit for invigorating the docu- 
mentary form with his homespun approach 
to Roger & Me and for slaying the popular 
myth that documentaries are synonymous with 
automatic box-office poison. However, as their 
interviews progress, we witness the filmmakers 
transforming from unquestioning true believ- 
ers to disillusioned observers. Manufacturing 
Dissent takes us on Melnyk and Caine’s jour- 
ney toward a better understanding of their 
subject. Fueled by neither political agenda nor 
axes to grind, they present the fairest overview 
of Moore’s methodology and filmmaking prac- 
tices to date. 

Their title, Manufacturing Dissent, is a take- 
off on that of the eye-opening documen- 
tary Manufacturing Consent, which looks at the 
beliefs and ideology of the scholar and political 
dissident Noam Chomsky. Chomsky, who is 
one those interviewed in Melnyk and Caine’s 
film (along with Errol Morris, Albert Maysles, 
John Pierson, Ralph Nader, Dave Marsh, and 
many others), has become over the years an 
iconic figurehead of the left, a position that 
Moore is coming close to usurping. Nobody 
likes it when the Great Oz is revealed to be 
a mere mortal run- 
ning a switchboard 
behind a curtain. And 
few, I suspect, will 
want to see this par- 
ticular emperor with- 
out his clothes. Yet, 
Manufacturing Dissent 
is not interested in 
stripping Moore from 
his garments but 
rather retrieving them 
from the spin cycle where they can be washed 
in public. We spoke with Melnyk and Caine by 
phone in Toronto about their experience mak- 
ing the film.

Austin Chronicle: Can you provide some idea of 
the progression you went through from fandom to 
disillusionment ? 

Debbie Melnyk: We started out saying, 
“Hey, we want to do a film about Michael 
Moore,” because we’d just done this film 
about Conrad Black, who is a right-wing press 
baron who owns papers in Canada and the 
U.S. We followed Black around for a couple

of years, and Rick finally said, “You know, 
can’t we do a film about someone we like? 
We don’t really like this guy, and we’re not 
on his side as far as his ideals and ideology. 
We’re progressive liberals.” So we said, “Hey, 
how about Michael Moore? And wasn’t that 
Oscar speech great?” We were watching the 
television that night, and I’m like “Oh, my 
God. That speech is great. I love that. Look 
at all the faces of the audience.” 

Rick Caine: In fact, if you watched the Oscars 
this year, we noted that not one single per- 
son is even discussing the war anymore. As 
Debbie outlined, we were really like wide-eyed 
Canadian fans, and then we reached a fork in 
the road: This way lies the truth, and this way 
lies the celebratory film about Michael Moore, 
and they were to a certain degree two differ- 
ent destinations for us. We had to shift what 
this is about and figure out what we wanted 
to say ... 

DM: ... and do we want to go down that road? 
I remember having this conversation with John 
Pierson [the producer’s rep who sold Roger & 
Me and presently teaches a producing class 
at UT, which has taken on the promotion of 
Manufacturing Dissent as a class project] where 
I said, “Well, if we go this other way, and we 
just say, ‘Oh, Michael Moore is great; we love 
his films and all that,’ it’ll get into all the fes- 
tivals for sure, because that’s the type of film 
they want to see. And John said, “But is that 
what your film means? Is that what you want 
to see?” And we said, “No, but it’ll get into the 
festivals. And then we can redo it and make 
the film we want.” And he just said, “You guys 
are nuts.” 

RC: From our point of view, the easy thing 
would have been to just make the celebratory 
film and then try to sell the film to Michael’s 
fans. So from a marketing standpoint, we 
could probably do a lot better doing that. 


DM: And we wouldn’t be considered the 
bad guys. 

AC: So many of the people you interview in the film 
could be described as former allies of Moore’s. 

RC: That got us wondering right away. “You 
were a big supporter of Michael Moore’s, so 
what’s happened in the intervening years?” 
That was always one of the questions we 
had when we started talking to people. It is 
true Michael is very much the left’s cultural 
touchstone. What we found fascinating, 
though, was the notion that some of his 
people who had known him from way back 
in the day were now no longer allies. So 
we wondered what happened there. For us, 
that is where our wide-eyed Canadian-ness 
started to fall away. 

DM: But we didn’t know any of the backstories 
until we started to do research. 

RC: We didn’t know that there were so many 
skeletons in the closet. We really had no idea. 
It wasn’t our intent to go there. But at some 
point, we had to supersede our own prejudices 
and say, “Look, are we going to try to do this? 
Are we making a nonfiction film and telling 
the truth, or are we just going to stick to the 
official story?” 

DM: And when you do attack a cultural icon 
of the left, it’s very difficult because people 
say, “Why are you doing this? Okay, he’s 
made some mistakes, but why are you throw- 
ing stones at this guy, who at that time was 
the only one speaking out against George 
Bush?” Unfortunately, we weren’t making a 
documentary about Bush; we were doing a 
documentary about Moore. We’re just saying 
what we found. 

RC: We’re not saying that we have the truth; 
we’re just saying we have our truth of what we 
found in the course of making the movie. The 
question I would pose is: How many little lies, 
distortions, mistruths, and deceptions along 
the path to the greater meta-truth can you do 
before the greater meta-truth starts to suffer? 
Let me pose it another way: I get the whole 
notion of speaking truth to power, but what if 
you’re speaking half-truths to power? Is it half 
as effective? I don’t have the answer to that, by 
the way. I’m just wondering. ■

A former Marine's 
unfiltered photography leads 
an American documentary 
crew into Darfur

Babies with their heads smashed in, run over 
by a truck. Men castrated and left to bleed to 
death. Charred corpses of people whose ears 
had been cut off and eyes gouged out. Villages of 
20,000 burned to the ground. In 2005, former 
U.S. Marine Brian Steidle came back from Darfur 
having smuggled out these classified photos, 
which he had taken during his six-month post 
as an unarmed military observer for the African 
Union. Initially, there was some interest, sparked 
by a New York Times piece by Nicholas Kristof in 
which Steidle’s photos were published. He even 
got to physically hand the photos to Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice, who all but blew him off 
while thanking him for his dedication. 

So, Steidle made the cable news rounds, his 
mouth set in the thin, grim line of someone who 
has - in his words - seen things that people 
shouldn’t see. He had proof that the Sudanese 
government was not only funding the Janjaweed 
(roughly translated to “devil on a horse,” the 
name for the Arab militia that does the kill- 
ing and burning and raping of the non-Arab 
Sudanese) but that government agents were 
even, in some cases, riding alongside them. He 
had stories to go along with his photographs, 
names of children who had died in their moth-

ers’ arms. One particularly moved him: a tod- 
dler who died from a bullet hole in her side. 

But Steidle was vying for the attention of the 
comfortable American masses in a territory so 
crowded with misery - not only by our occu- 
pation of Iraq and the resulting violence but 
also by the devastation of Hurricane Katrina 
and our government’s inability to cope with it. 
Eventually, news people stopped calling, and 
the documented deaths of what are now more 
than 400,000 people fell away to make room 
for round-the-clock coverage of one blond girl, 
gone missing in Aruba. 

It was around this time that Steidle met 
with Annie Sundberg and Ricki Stem, who 
were just wrapping up their last project, a 
documentary 11 years in the making called 
The Trials of Darryl Hunt. The filmmakers 
were initially contacted by Steidle’s sister, 
Gretchen Wallace, who was looking for advice 
on how to make a documentary about her 


work in the AIDS crisis in South Africa. After 
learning what her brother had witnessed in 
Sudan, Wallace shifted her focus to Darfur, 
and she and her brother decided to return to 
the region, this time focusing on the refugee 
camps. “Annie and Ricki helped us see how 
compelling a story about Brian as an American 
witness would be,” explains Wallace, who is 
one of the producers of the film and who has 
since founded Global Grassroots, the film’s 
nonprofit fiscal sponsor. “They very quickly 
secured development support from HBO so 
that we could take a film crew with us.” 

And so - armed with pens, paper, his sister, 
a translator, and cinematographer Jerry Risius 
(Our Brand Is Crisis ) - Steidle returned to the 
refugee camps in Chad to reconnect with the 
people he had met while working for the AU. 
There, they captured what turns out to be the 
most emotionally powerful footage of the film: 
a graceful, graying man named Adam Mussa 
eloquently explaining to Steidle and Wallace 
how thankful he is for the scant attention 
his people get from the Americans and ask- 
ing where the Arab countries are, for he is a 
Muslim. As Mussa gets up and walks around 
the corner of a building, Steidle and his sister 
sit, helpless to do anything but offer their sin- 
cere promises they will get this message out to 
the world. Only then, once Mussa believes he 
is out of frame, does he allow himself to pause 
and cry, slumped shoulders shaking, before he 
continues to walk away, back to the camera. 

It is by interspersing moments like this one 
with more than a thousand of Steidle’s devas- 
tating photographs that Stem and Sundberg 
weave a tale that tells more about one guy’s 
stmggle with his country’s indifference than it 


does about the conflict in Darfur. “Ultimately, 
I think that why the film works as an issue- 
based or educational film is because of Brian’s 
perspective,” Sundberg explains. “He’s an 
American everyman to whom, hopefully, people 
can relate. The only way we could get American 
investors and audiences to give a shit about 
Africa was through Brian’s eyes. He has no 
agenda; he went to the Sudan for a paycheck 
and was so horrified by what he found there 
that he has dedicated his life to the cause.” 

But in large part, the film’s purpose is to 
engage and educate the American public enough 
so that people will do something as simple as 
writing a letter to their senators. “We’re really 
excited to be coming to Texas, because there are 
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incredible student organizations and interfaith 
groups who have been really behind this issue 
in Austin, like STAND [Students Taking Action 
Now: Darfur] and the Genocide Intervention 
Network,” Sundberg says. “Texas is also great 
for us because one of the biggest things on the 
books right now is the Sudanese divestment 
legislation, a great example of an incredibly 
effective strategy that doesn’t necessarily involve 
sending troops to Darfur.”

Taking the 'Us' out of It 

Michael Tucker hears the voices calling him back to the war in Iraq

While making the Iraq-based docu- 
mentary Gunner Palace in 2003, cam- 
eraman Michael Tucker was embedded 
with U.S. soldiers raiding what they 
thought was a bomb factory. What they 
found was four brothers in their family 
home - and no evidence. One brother 
spoke straight to Tucker’s camera. He 
didn’t seem angry at the soldiers in his 
garden but bitterly disappointed. Now 
The Prisoner, Or: How I Planned to Kill 
Tony Blair tells the rest of his story. He 
was Yunis Khatayer Abbas, an Iraqi journalist 
working for CNN and other foreign stations. 
He had been tortured as a dissident under 
Saddam Hussein and initially welcomed the 
Americans as liberators. He had no links to 
the insurgents. Yet, instead of being released, 
Yunis disappeared into the machinery of the 
occupation. For nine months, he and two of 
his brothers were held without charge at Camp 
Ganci, the low-risk section of Abu Ghraib. 
With the same clarity that he held the camera’s 
attention in Gunner Palace, Yunis explains the 
increasingly bizarre and terrible treatment he 
and his fellow inmates suffered. Yet he also 
praises the humanity of American guards who 


tried to provide some comfort to the prisoners. 
Tucker spoke to us about Yunis and his film, 
which screens at SXSW Film 07.

Austin Chronicle: You went on several house raids. 
What was it about Yunis that struck you? 

Michael Tucker: I’ve been on raids where 
they were pulling guns out of the walls, and 
I’ve been in places where they didn’t find 
anything, and the people there were guilty, 
so we didn’t rush to judgment. But we knew 
it felt a bit odd to us that nothing was found 
in that house. Just when we finished filming, 
the whole Abu Ghraib thing came out. You’d 


see those pictures of detainees, and all I could 
think about was Yunis and his brothers, who I 
knew were taken under sketchy circumstances. 
Shortly after Gunner went theatrical, we got 
a phone call from someone who recognized 
Yunis and said they’d worked with him in 
Baghdad. We had to go back, find this guy, and 
tell his story. 

AC: You reuse footage of the raid from Gunner 
Palace. How different was it, seeing it from Yunis ’ 
point of view? 

MT: When we first met, we watched that foot- 
age. He was sitting there, and suddenly, he 
couldn’t even look at it. He stopped speaking 
English, would only speak Arabic. It seemed 
for the first time he really deconstructed it. All 
the little details, like his father standing there 
in his underwear. It attached a new meaning 
to the footage and forced me to look through 
tapes from before the raid. There were things 
I’d never heard before that, just by listening 
closer, added a whole new layer. 

AC: Just before screening an early cut at the 
Toronto International Film Festival last year, you 
were contacted by Ben Thompson, one of Yunis ’ 
guards, who substantiated his claims. How sur- 
prised were you when he called and agreed to be 
in the film? 

MT: We were floored. We knew, listening to 
Yunis’ tapes, that he spoke of five or six soldiers 
that were good. We’d done some searches, 
but we didn’t know exactly which unit was 
guarding his compound. But we worried [if] 
the audience [would] believe Yunis’ story, so 


the Abu Ghraib sequence at Toronto was very 
different. Suddenly Thompson appeared and 
said, “I know those guys. They are like my 
brothers, and I love them dearly.” So we got 
him to Toronto, and he spoke eloquently about 
what he went through. He gives the audience 
an anchor, so any suspicions about Yunis are 
alleviated. Thompson tells us a story that we 
haven’t heard before, that there’s a moral strug- 
gle going on for these soldiers. There’s a good 
way to handle people, and his message is that 
you don’t need a manual to figure it out.

AC: This, with Gunner Palace and “Ali Baba and 
the Merchant of Baghdad,” is your third movie 
about Iraq.

MT: People tend to lump these films together, 
forgetting that the war is a work in progress. 
Gunner Palace is about the first year of the war. 
The Prisoner is about taking the “us” out of it. 
We’ve seen footage of raids and people being 
detained, but there’s something condescending 
about it. We’re discussing 25 million people, 
and it’s still about us. People don’t realize how 
much we have dehumanized these people, but 
because it’s not sensational, people aren’t out-

SXSW Film 07 has just started, 
and there are several panels that 
are TV-specific.

Comedy Central is debuting a 
nonscrip ted series that doesn’t 
quite meet the recently wrapped 
Sarah Silverman Program’s stan- 
dard but is still worth a glance. 

The series is Halfway Home, and 
the title is apt, as the show hits 
the mark half the time. 

Set in a halfway house for 
parolees, the series stars several 
actors who are well-known to 
TV viewers, including a couple 
of faces you know you’ve seen 
but can’t quite place. The for- 
mer includes Oscar Nunez of 
The Office, who stars here as 
a flamboyant gay male prosti- 
tute, and Jordan Black of Mad 
TV, as a terrorist wannabe jailed 
for Internet fraud. The lesser- 
known but recognizable faces include Octavia 
Spencer, who most recently appeared on Ugly 
Betty. Here, she stars as Serenity, a convicted 
robber with a hot temper. The favorite target 
of her ass-whoopings is arsonist and tattle-tale 
Alan, played by Regan Burns - who you’ve 
also seen all over TV but will recognize from 
a certain credit-card commercial. Spencer and 
Burns are hilarious, she with her doll face and 
penchant for the well-timed scoff, he with his 
knack for looking like a dork and making racist 
edicts (“black people don’t float”). The lesser- 
known actors include Jessica Makinson as 
Carly, busted for drug trafficking, and Kevin 
Ruf of the Groundlings as the house supervisor 
Kenny, who barely keeps things under control. 

The men are in top form when it comes 
to improvisation. Nunez is great with asides, 
while Burns is remarkably poised while saying 
and doing the most outrageous things. His 
enchanted expression while giving the details 
of a recent bowel movement is both disgust- 
ing and hilarious. Spencer delights with her 
no-holds-barred physical humor and sassy, 
gum-chomping, bad-girl persona. As the good 
boy who wants to be bad, Black is helped by 
his slight physique. Overall, the cast appears 
to be having a good time, making you root for 
them even when they don’t quite hit the mark. 
After a few episodes, I think the show will have 
found its groove.

UNFAMILIAR CUSTOMS 


For SXSW’s ever-increasing roster of international bands, some- 
times getting here is half the battle. “It’s getting harder and harder,” 
says Brooklyn-based publicist Fiona Bloom, who works with several 
overseas acts. To even qualify for a visa, she notes, “It doesn’t matter 
if you’ve been a musician all your life, you have to have been in that 
group for 12 months or more.” Moreover, adds Bloom, bands can run 
up huge tabs hiring attorneys to sort through all the red tape. It may 
not happen often (“Not that many that we’re aware of,” says SXSW 
Music Creative Director Brent Grulke), but it happens, sometimes to 
some of SXSW’s biggest buzz bands: Scots the View and South 
Africans Wild Eyes this year, Iranians 127 in 2005. “The cash to 
acquire a visa is probably a greater issue than being denied one for 
most acts,” Grulke notes. Some bands won’t even know if their paper- 
work is in order until zero hour. “To be absolutely honest, we have no 
idea how difficult it will be,” admits Mark Mulholland of Berlin alt. 
country quartet Two Dollar Bash, scheduled for lam March 17 at 
Jovita’s. “We’ll find out next week when we try to cross the border.”

LONESOME TOWN 



Austin “New Age country” duo the Lonesome Heroes have 
so many gigs, “We’re still really just figuring out what we’re 
doing, and it stems from playing so much,” says Brooklyn-born 
Rich Russell. Navigating country, folk, indie rock, and Daniel 
Lanois arcana, Russell and San Marcos native Landry 
McMeans, who alternate Dobro and acoustic guitar and lately 
have been borrowing the Weary Boys’ rhythm section, met 
two years ago at the Austin Music Co-op. “Living there made 
us realize how hard you have to work to be a musician,” says 
McMeans. The Heroes weren’t sure where they fit in locally 
until hearing Li’l Cap’n Travis on KUT’s LiveSet. “I was like, 
‘We’re going to the Continental Club tomorrow!”’ Russell 
says. After 2006 EP Don’t Play to Lose on St. Paul, Minn.’s 
Floodwater Records (an LP recorded live at Flipnotics is due 
soon), things picked up when the Heroes began hosting 
Headhunters’ popular Wednesday alt.country night, where 
they’ve welcomed American Graveyard, the Texas 
Sapphires, Brennen Leigh, Gary Newcomb Trio, Boxcar 
Preachers, and the Breathers. “Headhunters likes it 
because it’s mellow, a nice change from the rest of the week,” 
says Russell. The Heroes play Mean-Eyed Cat, 7pm tonight 
(Thursday), before a brief trip back East and several gigs dur- 
ing South by Southwest weekend. 


There’s no greater digit in U2 numerology than 
“One,” so for their first-anniversary show tonight 
(Thursday) at Fadd, Austin tribute band 
Mysterious Ways needed an appropriately 
grand gesture. Inspired by the “Where the 
Streets Have No Name” video, they decided 
upon a short rooftop set (7pm) but weren’t quite 
sure on Monday how to get their gear up there. 
“They’re supplying a bunch of guys to help us 
bring it up with a ladder,” laughs lead singer 
Patrick Fleming. Mysterious Ways began when 
Fado manager Robin Moran suggested the idea 
to Fleming, who was already playing the 
Warehouse District pub as a solo act. Quickly 
graduating to weekends, where they alternate 
Friday and Saturday nights, the group - guitarist 
Buffalo Speedway, bassist John Kelley, drum- 
mer Damon Alexander - has now worked up 
more than 50 U2 songs. “They’re not as straight- 
forward a band as I thought they’d be,” admits 
Fleming. “Sometimes their structure is skewed. 
You really have to pay attention.” MW also play 
Fado’s new stage 10pm tonight and Friday.

Wooly Bully 


Over the moon for the 2006-07

1983. The Police’s “Every Breath You Take” 
stalks summer airwaves while everyone won- 
ders what really happened between Michael 
Jackson and “Billie Jean.” Willie and Merle sing 
Townes Van Zandt’s “Pancho & Lefty,” and 
Stevie Ray Vaughan unleashes a Texas Flood. 
Dreamgirls kicks the hits on Broadway and the 
king of the blues, Muddy Waters, dies at the 
age of 68. 

1983 was also the first year of the Austin 
Music Awards as a show. There had been a 
poll and awards given out the previous year, 
but that March, a group of locals gathered at 
Club Foot, located at the corner of Fourth and 
Brazos, to celebrate the Austin music scene live 
and in person. 

“Shambles,” is how Chronicle senior writer 
and AMA director Margaret Moser paints the 
awards’ debut. “It was a good idea, obviously, 
but it had no internal structure. We learned a lot 
for the next year. When the dust settled, it was 
clear that there was a future for the event.” 

Moser recalls the gig as well-attended and 
featuring special appearances by SRV and 
a couple of Joes: Ely and “King” Carrasco. 
Looking at the awards-show rosters over time 
is a historical River City roll call: Big Boys, 
True Believers, Fabulous Thunderbirds, Ronnie 
Lane, Timbuk 3, Lucinda Williams, Doug 
Sahm, Nanci Griffith, Daniel Johnston, Townes 
Van Zandt, the Arc Angels, Texas Tornados, 
Roky Erickson, and on and on. That was only 
the first decade. 

Flipping through a quarter-century of AMA 
posters, currently on display at the South 
Austin Museum of Popular Culture (www. 
samopc.com), what also emerges is a year- 
by-year slice of the local music scene. In that 
sense, the 2006-07 AMAs are no different 
even if a handful of firsts are high on the agen- 
da: first time in the Austin Convention Center 
ballroom after a decade in the Austin Music 
Hall; first emcee duties for media personality 
Andy Langer, who takes over for Hall of Fame 
emcee Paul Ray; and the first AMA poster by 
Federico Archuleta. 

Leading off the evening is another pair of 
AMA rookies: Bobby Whitlock & CoCo 
Carmel. Whitlock, one of the prime catalysts 
behind Eric Clapton’s Derek & the Dominos 
(austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/story? 
oid=oid:424273), and his wife have been mes- 
merizing South Austin patrons weekly with 
their Tuesday night gigs at the Saxon Pub since 
they moved to town from Nashville last fall. 
Mayor Will Wynn should hire Whitlock as the 
city’s musical ambassador simply because the 
Southern gentleman gushes endearingly about 
his new home. 

“I can’t say enough about Austin, Texas,” 
swears Whitlock. “We’re over the moon with 
living here. Playing the awards is the Oscars 
as far as I’m concerned. It’s bigger than the 
Grammys for me.” 

While the AMAs were an unknown quantity 
in 1983, even the Grammys, though important,

didn’t carry the weight that they do today. Now 
polls and awards shows honor music scenes 
all over the globe. Things grew exponentially 
when South by Southwest began in 1987, and 
visiting music scenesters, taking in the awards 
as the kickoff for the weekend, brought the 
idea back home with them. 

Doug Sahm would’ve been one shining 
souvenir memory for any out-of-towner to 
return home with, the Tex-Mex pioneer back- 
ing Angela Strehli at the Austin Opera House 
for the 1988-89 AMAs. Another groover, son 
Shawn Sahm keeps the memory of his late 
father alive with his new band, the Tex Mex 
Experience. Sahm describes it as “just a rock 
band with an accordion,” but they’ve been 
kicking butt opening for Los Lonely Boys, and 
at the awards, TME pays homage to Sahm the 
elder’s legendary bandmate Freddy Fender, 
who passed away last year, with a reunion of

the Texas Tornados. Augie Meyers, Flaco 
Jimenez, Ernie Durawa, Speedy Sparks, et 

al. twirl one up prior to an all-star jam with 
Sam the Sham of “Wooly Bully” fame. 

“I remember talking to Freddy one time,” 
Sahm relates, “and he said, ‘When Doug first 
called me about the Tornados, I thought he 
was crazy - the bilingual stuff and playing rock 
& roll with gringos and Chicanos. I was like, 
“What the heck is this” Then, a Grammy later 
and all this other shit, everybody goes, Ah 
yeah, now I get it.’ 

“What’s funny,” laughs Sahm, “is that now 
it’s the norm to mix that stuff up. We don’t 
even think it’s weird anymore.” 

Ian McLagan remains among the first wave 
of Sixties Brits who transformed polite, hand- 
holding pop into the rock & roll norm, 
first with Steve Marriott and Ronnie Lane’s 
Small Faces and later with Lane, Rod Stewart, 
and Ronnie Wood in the Faces. McLagan’s 
local combine, the Bump 
Band, had a year straight 
out of the flower-power 
decade last year, and one 
that in many ways came 
round full circle in his 
career. One highlight was 
opening for the Rolling 
Stones in Zilker Park. 

The other was releasing 
the heartfelt Spiritual Boy: 

An Appreciation of Ronnie 
Lane (austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/ 
review?oid=oid:361671), which the Lucky 
Lounge’s star quartet will spotlight at the 
AMAs. Lane, an Austin resident in the Eighties, 
gets tributed by “at least two surprise guests,” 
according to Austin’s pub-rock poet. 

“There are a lot of lovely people here who 
knew Ronnie well when I wasn’t around,” 
chuckles Mac. “It’s gonna be a rockfest.” 

Barbara Kooyman & the Unstrung 
Heroes of Texamericana rock their own 
notable cause (austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/ 
lssue/story?oid=oid%3A449447), with anoth- 


er pair of special guests, Carrie Rodriguez 
and Michelle Shocked. Offering a taste 
of Kooyman’ s charitable radio venture, the 
Texamericana Social Hour, these heroes know 
the platform on which they stand. 

“I grew up going to the awards shows,” 
enthuses Brooklyn’s Rodriguez. “To be part of 
it onstage is something that I never imagined 
myself doing, especially singing. It makes me 
feel like I’m still an Austinite. I feel that in my 
heart, naturally, and I know that one day I’ll 
move back home. But being a part of the show 
now makes me feel like it’s still my town.” 

The performers at the first AMAs included 
guitarist Van Wilks, the funky Extreme Heat, 
all-star jazz combo Concept, and Chinanine, a 
rock band that Moser says “was hip for about 
five minutes.” A memorable moment of old 
Austin weirdness occurred when future master 
of ceremonies Kerry Awn portrayed an anony- 
mous rock critic and appeared “wearing a foam 
octopus thing that he got 
from Esther’s Follies.” 
Twenty-five years later, 
vintage Austin will no 
longer be represented 
in person at the AMAs 
by one of the founda- 
tion stones of the local 
music scene, but one last 
tribute seals the past 12 
months of sea change 
here in our groover’s 
paradise (austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/ 
index?issue=2006-05-26). To honor Clifford 
Antone and his Herculean accomplishments 
in putting Austin on the world map of music, 
three of his favorite bluesmen/guitarists, 
Jimmie Vaughan, Derek O’Brien, and Gary 
Clark Jr., will close the show. 

“It will be just the three of us on acoustic gui- 
tars,” explains O’Brien. “Something that Clifford 
would have loved for the simplicity of it.” 

That’s the 2006-07 Austin Music Awards in 
a word, in concept: simple. Clifford Antone 
would have loved it. ■

Thirty years ago, the 
Stranglers crawled from the 
London sewers with Rattus 
Norvegicus, a giddily spiteful 
nest of gnawing melodies that 
was instantly, and incorrectly, 
tagged and bagged beside 
period punk rock. 

Debut single “Peaches,” 
mockney mockery of misguid- 
ed male machismo (“Walking 
on the beaches, looking at 
the peaches”), resembled 
naught else at the time. Still, 

Melody Maker needed a label, 
almost instantly asphyxiating 
the Stranglers. 

“One Christmas eve I was 
standing in a pub watching the 
Pirates without Johnny Kidd,” 
recalls former lead singer 
Hugh Cornwell. “There were a 
lot of teddy boys, who hated 
punks, in the audience. I ended up talking to this big, big Ted, this huge bloke, and I told 
him, ‘Listen, a lot of people say we’re punk but we’re not, really. We just write great songs 
with a lot of energy.”' 

Cornwell eventually tired of the papers plastering this punk pose on the Stranglers and 
slipped the noose in 1990, after 10 albums and 21 Top 40 singles. 

Seven solo albums on, “I’m more able to express myself,” he says. “The image manu- 
factured for the Stranglers was so strong it was almost like being in prison. It’s always dif- 
ficult to break away from something that distinct, but in the end it got, well, boring.”

Charlie

Although Charlie 
Louvin’s first album in 
a decade features 
vocals from country 
legends (George Jones, 

Bobby Bare, Tom T. 

Hall) and indie icons 
(Jeff Tweedy, Elvis 
Costello, Will Oldham), 
the voice that rings 
loudest is the one 
never heard. Returning 
to the canon he and 
his brother Ira stamped 
as Louvin Brothers 
classics, Charlie’s 
voice on the album car- 
ries a weary, lonesome 
joy - proud of the 
Louvin legacy but end- 
lessly haunted by the 

high harmony that’s been missing since Ira’s alcoholism forced Charlie to disband the duo 
in 1963. Ira’s tragic death followed two years later. 

“I really didn’t have a choice,” Louvin says of breaking with his brother. “It was hard to 
get dates. The news got out that if you wanted to use the Louvin Brothers you were just 
buying problems. There’s never nobody said Ira Louvin’s drunk. They say the Louvin 
Brothers was drunk. And I don’t even drink.” 

Charlie Louvin the album represents a reckoning with past and present. On “Ira,” the 
penultimate track and disc’s poignant core, the younger Louvin, 79, sings a wavering trib- 
ute to his brother. “Alabama to the Opry was the second hardest road. The worst was me 
losing you and singing all alone,” croons Louvin lowly, his voice trembling as much toward 
redemption as remembrance. 

“There are no Ira Louvins around,” says Charlie. “I wouldn’t dare try to put out a duet to 
sound like a Louvin Brothers. If I took a boy who was good and sang good, they’d tell me, 
‘Well, that ol’ boy you got, he’s pretty good, but he ain’t no Ira Louvin.’ And I’d say, ‘Hell, I 
knew that before I left home.’” - Doug Freeman

SUPER SECRET RECORDS 



8pm, Beerland Tonight you’re gonna get 
your kicks with a Texas-sized dollop of 
sneers and beers, courtesy of Mortville 
and Super Secret Records. Spawned from 
Austin’s mid-Nineties garage-punk explosion, 
the twin local labels continue to spotlight 
the wildly skewed and the exceedingly snot- 
ty.

a universal “eww.” The self-described “shit rock basement sensations” coast into SXSW on the 
fumes of their second album, What Makes a Man Get Trashed? Austin’s Faceless Werewolves 
serve up a white-hot amalgam of no-wave blues and glam-rock trash on 2006’s Medium Freaky, 
while the Ends maintain a spirit-of-’ 77 vibe with their solid-state punk rock. Finishing right back at 
the beginning are the Chumps. The recently reunited quartet roars through aural loogies like “I’m 
a Chump” and “Needle Beach” like it’s 1997 all over again. - Greg Beets 
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TAMMANY HALL MACHINE 

9pm, Maggie Mae's Rooftop Austin’s Tammany 
Hall Machine doesn’t hold as much sway at 
City Hall as its namesake, but the quartet’s 
piano-driven pop songs won’t make them any 
enemies, either.

“I grew up with a 
Fisher-Price kara- 
oke tape player 
and the Beach 
Boys,” laughs 
Beirut’s Zach 
Condon. That 
experimentation 
with sound has 
blossomed into a 
full-fledged musical 
obsession for the 
21-year-old New 
Mexican. You name 
it, Condon plays it: 

French horn, man- 
dolin, piano, accor- 
dion, Farfisa, glock- 
enspiel, ukulele, 
gorgeous trumpet. 

Beirut’s debut LR 
Gulag Orkestar (Ba 
Da Bing), is a Tin 
Pan Alley sympho- 
ny, a ball of human- 
ity and emotion pulsating out the end of his horn and against his Johnny Mercer vocals, all 
through the fiddle and beats of A Hawk & a Hacksaw’s Heather Prost and Jeremy Barnes. 
It’s an Eastern European block party. 

The gospel spread quickly, and Condon, with a revolving crew of 10 or 11, ventured out 
on his first tour last year. Unfortunately, it ended in disaster one night on the streets of Paris. 

“Basically I just fell apart,” he sighs. “It was my first tour; I guess it was bound to hap- 
pen. I was pushing myself too hard. All of a sudden, my body was doing different things 
than my mind. 

“It got to the point where I actually thought I was going insane,” Condon continues. “It’s 
almost like a storybook ending: I crash and burn right by the time I finally make it there.” 

Currently on “sabbatical” in Albuquerque, Condon plans a return to NYC and the road.

Pat 
Sullivan’s sextet Oakley 
Hall leads this genre-bend- 
ing movement with electri- 
fied strings and former 
Austinite and Windsor for 
the Derby drummer Greg 
Anderson’s swing. It’s a

grew up with, yoking 
Willie Nelson to Sir 
Douglas Quintet. 

Residence in Brooklyn 
holds no weight; Anderson 
grew up in Miami, while 
Oakley’s Southern roots 
stem from guitarist/ vocalist 
Rachel Cox (North Carolina) 
and guitarist Fred Wallace 
(Mississippi). Sullivan, 
bassist Jesse Barnes, and 
fiddle player Claudia Mogel 
are Northeastern. 

“We would play this 
music if we lived in Utah,” 
shrugs Anderson, “If we 
lived in California. If we 
lived in another country. It’s in our makeup, our genetics.” 

Last year the proficient outfit stamped two LPs, the countrified Second Guessing and 
more Krautrock Gypsum Strings, and logged nearly six months on tour. Now in-studio work- 
ing up a Merge debut, they head out with Bright Eyes next month. Oakley’s mix of disso- 
nant harmonies, slurred guitars, and Mogel’s amplified violin jump from dusty to trippy, but 
Sullivan’s dark songwriting places the band in a category all its own. 

“He’s first and foremost a songwriter, a lyricist, and that’s what makes it really special,” 
says Anderson.

Sometimes the sophomore slump yields 
Razorlight. Bookended by “In the Morning,” 
the hangover following the London quartet’s 
splashy Up All Night, and anthemic closer 
“Los Angeles Waltz,” Razorlight shoots from 
the hip noticeably more immediate than the 
group’s more manicured 2004 debut. The 
run-and-gun nature of second albums some- 
times boils a band down to its essence. In 
this case that’s singer-songwriter Johnny 
Borrell’s unfailing melodicism, ample hooks, 
and cocky but plaintive tenor.

With help from famed pro- 
ducer Chris The Pretenders Thomas, Borrell 
punches out 10 tracks in 35 instant-repeat 
minutes. Distribution by Motown parallels 
the stamp and clap of “Hold On,” pining 
“Before I Fall to Pieces” and “I Can’t Stop 
This Feeling I’ve Got,” and marching “Back 
to the Start.” “America” reiterates “Waltz,” 
whose boulevard of broken dreams lands 
on “Mulholland Drive with the radio on. They 
played Augustus Pablo and the Kings of 
Leon.”

No surprise that Willie 
Nelson, Van Morrison, 
and Peter Gabriel wanted 
to perform with NYC’s 
Holmes Brothers.

- skinbeater/singer Popsy Dixon, low-end shep- 
herd/vox Sherman Holmes, and strummer/ivory 
tickler/vocalist Wendell Holmes - is an out-and- 
out jukebox of African-American music. More 
proof on State of Grace, their 10th album since 
1990: spirituals (“I’ve Just Seen the Rock 

of Ages”), blues (“Close the Door”), doo-wop 
(“Three Gray Walls”), and Creole (“Bad Moon 
Rising”). While accomplished composers, the 
threepiece knows a good song when they meet 
it, realizing works by John Fogerty, Cheap Trick, 
Hank Williams, Nick Lowe, George Jones, and 
Lyle Lovett. Cheap Trick’s “I Want You to Want 
Me” is a perfect example. The brethren version 
is a tender, harmony-fueled, torch song. The 
brothers also secure cameos by Joan Osborne, 
Levon Helm, and Rosanne Cash. Again, no 
surprise that State of Grace deposits another 
feather in the Holmes Brothers plume-heavy 
hat.

Loney, Noir (Sub Pop) 

If Scandinavian freak-folk needs a savior, 
then Sweden’s Emil Svanangen may be it. 
Performing and recording under the Loney, Dear 


moniker, Svanangen 
has been haunting his 
parent’s basement for 
years, cranking out 
rather twee record- 
ings that share sonic 
wavelengths peculiar 
to Brian Wilson and 
the transcendent, 
clairvoyant Sufjan 
Stevens. Backed by Sub Pop, one can only hope 
that the shimmering song-craft of Loney, Dear 
finally garners righteous attention. As the title 
indicates, debut Loney , Noir has dark moments, 
yet peppy numbers such as “I Am John” bounce 
along over layers of sharp acoustic strumming, 
ignoble chimes, and an array of other naive 
sounds. A multi-instrumentalist with the ability 
to create unique vocal harmonies on his own, 
Svanangen’s bright falsetto holds his miniature 
musical tapestries together.

About half the students who attend 
the Jewish primary school King David, in 
Birmingham, England, are Muslims, and in 
fact, their parents work hard to get them in 
because they so respect the school’s ethos and 
its halal-like diet.

COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

Robert “Drew” Stephenson, on trial in Fort 
Worth, Texas, in January for “torturing” an 
ex-girlfriend, acknowledged her severe burns 
but said it wasn’t his fault. He said the two 
were having sex in a house that had no heat, 
and to warm himself, he ran the flames of 
a lantern up and down his arm.

FETISHES ON PARADE 

1) George Dalmas III, 48, a 20-year, midlevel 
CIA employee, pleaded guilty in Fairfax, Va., in 
December to breaking into 10 homes and steal- 
ing many items of expensive jewelry, plus 1,074 
pairs of women’s underpants, all of which 
Dalmas carefully maintained, in that, said the 
prosecutor, he was most of all a pack rat. (2) In 
December, People for the Ethical Treatment of 
Animals petitioned to have convicted Chicago- 
area bestialist Dwayne Page, 27, banned from 
further contact with animals (even though Page 
might have already moved on to a substitute 
fetish five months earlier, according to a proba- 
tion officer, by browsing Web sites “relating to 
diapers for sexual arousal”). 

UPDATE 

Canadian inventor Troy Hurtubise made 
“News of the Weird” in 1997 and 2001 as he 
struggled to create an impervious grizzly-bear- 
fighting suit, to mixed success. Over the last 
two years, he has invested $15,000 to create 
what he calls the “first ballistic, full exoskeleton 
body suit of armor” to protect Canadian soldiers 
in combat. He told The Hamilton Spectator in 
January that he was ready to put the suit on and

LEAST COMPETENT 
CRIMINALS 

Joshlynn Feigh, 30, was arrested in December 
at a Pennsylvania state police barracks as she 
arrived for fingerprinting in preparation for 
being hired by the agency. Feigh was discov- 
ered to have driven to the barracks in a stolen 
car (the same one that was the subject of a 
warrant against her in Georgia for auto theft). 


THE LAWS OF IRONY 

• In February, two anti-whaling activists (one 
from Australia, one from Eos Angeles), intending 
to attack a Japanese whaling ship near Antarctica 
with a bottle of acid and a smoke bomb, got lost 
in the fog in their small dinghy and were rescued 
with the help of several boats, including the 
whaler. However, as soon as the activists were 
safe, one thanked the Japanese crew but said, “I 
guess we’re back on schedule, and we’ll be pur- 
suing you again.” Shortly after that, the activists 
approached the whaler and tossed the acid onto 
the deck, injuring two crew members. 


• It is well-known that Saudi Arabia still prohib- 
its women from driving cars (or riding in them 
unless accompanied by a male relative), but a 
December Associated Press dispatch from Riyadh 
reported on female automobile salespeople (who 
are successful in selling to females, who can 
own cars as long as someone else drives). Also, 
in January, a holding company owned by Saudi 
Prince Alwaleed bin Talal hired a female pilot for 
one of its jets. The woman, Capt. Hanadi Zakariya 
Hindi, flies with no restrictions but still requires a 
male relative to get her to and from the airport. 

• In January in Austin, Texas, a 45-minute delay 
occurred between when a nighttime 911 call was 
made to report a building on fire and the time fire- 
fighters arrived. According to the Austin American- 
Statesman, the delay could have been due to 
uncertainty about the seriousness of the “fire,” in 
that the building in question, with smoke spew- 
ing from it, was Bert’s Bar B-Q (which of course 
has smoke spewing from it frequendy). This time, 
though, the building was destroyed.

1) The Netherlands broadcaster SBS 6 was 
scheduled to launch a reality TV show in 
February, Love at Second Sight , which has been 
described as a dating show for the “visibly dis- 
figured.” An SBS 6 spokesman said the show’s 
goal is to fight prejudice (which is why the 
producers changed the name from its original, 
Monster Love). 2) Southern California filmmaker 
Dominic Scott Kay filed a creative-control law- 
suit in January against the financial backer of 
his short film, “Saving Angelo,” starring family 
friend Kevin Bacon, which he wanted to enter in 
independent festivals but was kept from by the 
financier. Dominic Scott Kay is 10 years old.

Ms. Pan Alying, a schoolteacher in China’s 
Shandong province, had her purse snatched in 
January (containing her mobile phone, bank 
cards, and cash) and decided to try pleading with 
the thief by sending text messages to her stolen 
phone. According to Xinhua news agency, she 
patiently sent 21 sympathetic notes to the man, 
with no answer, but the day after the last one, she 
found a package at her door containing her purse 
and all its contents intact, with a note, “I’m sorry. 
... I’ll correct my ways and be an upright person.”

day trips

Port Arthur simply cannot be properly explored in six hours. On a 
recent trip to the southeast corner of Texas, the port city was just a 
quick side trip. It left me wanting to return and explore more. 

I must admit that I went to Port Arthur primarily to see one thing: 
Janis Joplin’s Porsche. 

When Arthur Stillwell envisioned a city in 1895 that would bear 
his name, he saw a tourist resort and seaport. The oil boom at 
nearby Beaumont turned Port Arthur into the 12th-largest port in 
the U.S. and one of the largest concentrations of petrochemical 
plants in the world. 

In fact, on TX 87 south of town you can drive through an oil refin- 
ery. The hundreds of lights on the miles of pipeline, tanks, and tow- 
ers have a certain beauty in the sunset. It was the thousands of jobs 
at these plants that attracted the parents of a long list of recogniz- 
able names in sports, movies, and music. 

Driving the streets of old downtown Port Arthur, the 1960-era 
facades are a testament of the town’s slow decline. The modern pet- 
rochemical workers live in suburbia off the highways near the Wal- 
Marts and KFCs. Many of the roofs in the old section of town still 
wear the blue FEMA tarp bandages left by Hurricane Rita in 
September 2005. 

Along Proctor Street, the seawall that protected the once-stately 
homes blocked the view of the Gulf. The faded paint of the grand pal- 
aces was hardly noticeable under the shade of oak and magnolia 
trees that survived the sea’s fury. 

In a converted bank building, the Museum of the Gulf Coast is 
easy to miss. When I paid my $3.50 admission fee, I swear the 
young man at the desk rolled his eyes when I asked about Janis’ 
Porsche. “Cameras are okay, but no flash photography,” he said as 
he handed me a ticket stub. How did he know that I had a camera 
stuffed in my sock? 

The museum is a combination of art, historical items, and person- 
ality profiles. On one wall is a colossal mural that tells the history of 
the Gulf Coast from cannibalistic natives to the oil booms. I hurried 
past the fossils, Civil War-era guns, stuffed animals, and railroad lan- 
terns. I had come to see one thing, and it was upstairs in the muse- 
um’s Music Hall of Fame. 

It is impossible to explain why Port Arthur has given us so much won- 
derful just as it is impossible to explain why Lubbock gave us Buddy 
Holly and a host of other impressive musicians. One obvious connec- 


tion between the two Texas towns was J.P “the Big Bopper” Richardson 
of Port Arthur, who died with Holly in a frozen Iowa cornfield. 

The list of music legends with connections to the Port Arthur area 
reads like a Hollywood guest list. Huey P Meaux almost single-hand- 
edly invented a new genre of music. Clarence “Gatemouth” Brown 
mixed the country and Cajun music he learned on the waterfront. ZZ 
Top and the Winter brothers (Johnny and Edgar) took the music a 
step further. And Mark Chesnutt and Clifton Chenier returned the 
music to its roots. The exhibit was a journey through memories of 
Percy Sledge, B.J. Thomas, and Tony Joe White. I quickly passed the 
display of George Jones memorabilia to find the psychedelic sports 
car in the corner. 

Alone in a big museum in front of the car with a smiling sun paint- 
ed on the fender, I got an unexplainable giddy sensation that made 
me laugh out loud. The surrounding showcases held a purple and 
sequined bell-bottomed stage suit, a note Janis wrote to her mother 
promising to take her to Luby’s on her birthday, Janis’ high school 
annual picture, and a few other personal family items. It wasn’t 
much, but it was heartfelt. 

As I pulled out of the museum’s parking lot past the empty side- 
walks, I couldn’t help but feel a little sad thinking about what was 
and what might have been.

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Slaughter City

Titles of plays are interesting things. The best of them do 
more than simply encapsulate a story; they are metaphorical, 
implying multiplicity of meaning and expanding outward once 
the story itself has been experienced. 

Such is the case with Naomi Wallace’s Slaughter City, pro- 
duced by the UT Department of Theatre & Dance. The action 
occurs in a slaughterhouse. On the back wall 
of the B. Iden Payne Theatre stage, what 
appear to be vents are exposed, and in front 
of them scenic designer Sarah Davidson has 
constructed an intimidating abattoir of thin, 
metallic vertical and horizontal lines. Huge 
screens are shifted about, enclosing and 
opening the massive space, and occasion- 
ally processing lines drop down, on which are 
often hung huge, swinging carcasses of swine. 
At other times the stage becomes an office, a locker room, 
a cafeteria. Sometimes tables are brought in, and meat is 
butchered. All of this is accompanied by designer Billy Henry’s 
mechanized soundscape of chains, conveyors, horns. Though 
the cast only numbers 12, director Corey Atkins stages the 
scenes so as to imply a huge crowd of actors stomping 
about, and as the set changes occur, the actors march, chant, 
sharpen knives, and pound things on the floor - I cannot 
recall ever seeing a production in which the scene changes 
are as stimulating as the ones you’ll see here. 


In a way, that’s a shame, 
because more often than not, 
what’s happening during the 
scenes doesn’t match the 
power and ingenuity of what’s 
happening between them. This 
is the second Wallace play 
I’ve seen, and while I deeply 
sympathize with her politics, I 
find her plays to be somewhat 
opaque. Strange, seemingly 
inexplicable things sometimes 
happen. A man gradually 
becomes an animal. To gain the 
love of an older black woman, 
a young white man has to put 
on a dress and pluck a knife 
from between her teeth. While 
much of the production’s action 
appears to occur in the present, 
two of the characters seem out 
of time, born a century or more 

beforehand. This fact might have been stated early on, and I 
missed it, but I don’t think so. It’s a gradual awakening, the 
past becoming the present, the workers realizing their power, 
and that power igniting them in protest, the fire that burned a 
hundred years ago burning us all in the here and now. 

Only rarely have I seen a play or production with as much 
of a social conscience. There’s a display of quotes and photo- 
graphs in the lobby, and you’re invited to add to it. Afterward, 
you’re offered a slip of paper and encouraged to become an 


activist. Mine said, “Take Five Minutes to Make Your Voice 
Be Heard,” and offered ways to do it. But what can be heard 
above our modern cacophony of sound? What can be seen in 
the heavens when we are blinded by the nuclear lights that 
hide the vestiges of primordial night? Cities are the bane and 
the backbone of every civilization. We feed them the world, 
yet they never cease demanding satisfaction, and in the end, 
on the killing floor of what we call culture, what is slaughtered 
is our very humanity. - Barry Pineo

Austin Playhouse, through March 18 

Don’t be fooled by the name; the Austin Shakespeare Festival is not exclusively about the 
Bard. The many skills this company has honed in its 23 years of performing Shakespeare 
make a graceful leap to classic 20th century American theatre. Whether it is the iambic 
pentameter of Elizabethan England or the poetic lyricism of Tennessee Williams’ South, the 
cast of ASF makes the words breathe life, no matter how many times you may have heard 
them before. 

In ASF’s production of The Glass Menagerie, the pace and emotion are strong from the 
narrator’s first address. Guy Roberts’ Tom swaggers in from behind the 
audience to tell us about his “memory” play and bring us into this fragile, 
painful world. He first introduces us to his mother, Amanda, one of Williams’ 
enchanting but deluded aging Southern belles. Tom speaks of Laura, his 
pathologically shy sister who lives in a world of glass figurines. And we first 
hear about the Gentleman Caller: “He is the most realistic character in the 
play, being an emissary from a world we were somehow set apart from. But 
since I have a poet’s weakness for symbols, I am using this character also 
as a symbol; he is the long-delayed but always expected something that we 
live for.” Roberts’ delivery of these famous lines - punctuated with pause 
and gravitas - can make you shudder. (Hint: If you want to feel like you, too, 
are in the drama, sit by the middle aisle stairwell; some of the best moments in the play 
happen here, and the intimacy is almost embarrassing.) 

Ah, yes, the promise of the Gentleman Caller: Amanda’s fast track to happiness for her 
daughter and herself. (“Girls that aren’t cut out for business careers usually wind up mar- 
ried to some nice man,” she says.) Ouch. This play is so depressing, you may wonder why 
you are willing to sit through two hours of it. (Williams himself said it was the saddest play 
he’d ever written.) Well, you stay seated because the writing is so poetic and the characters 
are so masterfully complex. And in the case of this particular production, you stay because 
the actors are so convincing, particularly Patricia Pearcy, who plays Amanda. When she 
slips into one of her wistful reveries of her days in the Delta, with jonquils and the planter’s 
sons who courted her, you want to embrace her. (Her Southern accent is just right - not 
overdone, although she manages to make “planter” a three-syllable word.) And when she 
ruthlessly nags her poor children, you want to wring her neck. Her voice lilts with nostalgia, 
and then she prattles like an old hen. She beguiles and vexes, attracts and repels, without 
missing a beat. 

The relationship between mother and daughter - one of the most famous and pitiful in 
American literature - is performed like an awkward dance. Amanda and Laura try to be close, 
back away, and then seek to comfort each other again. You could spend the entirety of this 
show just watching the women’s hands. Pearcy’s delicate hands mesmerize at they flutter to 
her neck, reach for Laura, strike at the air, or rest on her thin hips. Conversely, her nervous 
daughter, played by Sarah Johnson, wrings her fingers so compulsively that you want to grab 
them and hold them still. And when Amanda takes Laura out on the fire escape to have her 
wish for happiness by the moon, the actors convince: Despite all of her moaning and mis- 
placed efforts, Amanda, like any good mom, just wants her daughter to be happy. 

It may be the saddest play that Tennessee Williams ever wrote, but it’s a play worth 
revisiting, no matter how often you may have read it in school. To see it in the intimate 
space of the Austin Playhouse with a strong cast of theatre veterans makes this master- 
piece come alive. - Clayton Maxwell

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“ Owen McAuley: New Work ” 

D Berman Gallery, through April 7 

Owen McAuley returns to Austin and shows 
off some finely rendered images. Both his 
paintings and drawings exhibit technical exper- 
tise in a photo-realistic style. Nighttime scenes 
lit by street lamps and other artificial sources 
suggest a relationship to Edward Hopper and 
the “Interchanges” series of photographs by 
“22 to Watch” alum Mike Osborne. 

Hopper’s work dealt with American issues 
of solitude in public or crowded situations, an 



isolation demonstrated in urban, suburban, or rural environ- 
ments. McAuley takes a similar approach by revealing uncom- 
mon vistas from ordinary landmarks across the country. Daily 
routines become unfamiliar when you step out of the house, 
walk around your neighborhood, or drive down the highway 
around 3 in the morning. That general period is after a lot of 
parties but before it’s time to make the doughnuts. Nocturnal 
insects, the rustling of trees, and buzzing from lampposts 
emerge as major elements. The stillness of late-night air 
inherits an alien character by powerful light sources. 

The light in Osborne’s photos appears to come super- 
naturally from within the subjects. In McAuley’s paintings, 
the light is intruding on the night and reveals surrounding 
objects. The light emanates from its source(s) spreading 


across the picture and electrifying the image. Even the dark- 
est shadow cowers from certain obliteration. This tension 
lends the imagery a Ray Bradbury/Rod Serling sci-fi pres- 
ence. Everything is naturally at ease but still holding a sense 
of mystery. 

Unfortunately, too many of the drawings in the exhibition 
fail to achieve this. A lot of them don’t present a strong 
enough contrast of light and dark, and they struggle to 
move beyond late-night landscapes. When the light softens 
all of the black elements, the air is quieted and the night- 
time character removed. Where light is the underdog, as in 
Thomasville , GA, 2005, the disruption of the light and the 
energy of the better paintings is more apparent. Yet every 
piece is strikingly beautiful. - Salvador Castillo

New Reviews 

BELIEVE IN ME 

D: Robert Collector; with Jeffrey Donovan , 
Samantha Mathis, Bruce Bern, Bob Gunton , Alicia 
Lagano , Chris Ellis, Heather Matarazzo, Kevin 
Wiggins. (PG, 131 min.) 

A few years ago, ESPN released its 
list of the best sports movies of the last 
25 years. At the top of the list, in all its 
inspirational glory, was Hoosiers, David 
Anspaugh’s classic story of redemption 
and basketball in small-town Indiana. 

Argue if you will with the judges’ choices 
(Bend It Like Beckham is better than Rudy ? 
No Hoop Dreams?), but it’s a testament 
to just how worthy Hoosiers is of that top 
spot that so many of the other films on 
the list follow its storyline like holy writ: 

A coach comes to a team that either he 
doesn’t want or that doesn’t want him; 
his unconventional techniques, implacable 
demeanor, and devotion to hard work 
and discipline run him afoul of the local 
nabobs; one by one, the townspeople jump 
on the team’s bandwagon when they start 
winning, which they do a lot of. Believe in 
Me makes no secret of the debt it owes 
to Hoosiers; in fact, it’s not above steal- 
ing from that movie wholesale when the 
occasion calls. Its opening title sequence, 
in which high school hoops coach Clay 
Driscoll (Donovan) drives through the 
Oklahoma plains at dusk, passing basket- 
ball hoops nailed to the sides of barns as 
he goes, is almost a shot-for-shot retread 
of Gene Flackman’s magic-hour, opening- 
title drive through the Indiana countryside. 
Fair enough. If you’re going to steal, you 
might as well steal from No. 1; pilfering 
from Finding Forrester (No. 19) or White 
Men Can't Jump (No. 13) wouldn’t make 
nearly as much sense. Based on the story 
of real-life Oklahoma high school basket- 
ball legend Jim Keith, Believe in Me follows 
Driscoll to the rural town of Middleton, 
population 3,433, where his first head- 


coaching job awaits him. The only problem 
is that when he arrives, the position with 
the boys team is already spoken for; he’ll 
have to make do with the girls, or he’ll 
have to find another job. At first, Driscoll is 
indignant. Like everyone else in town, he 
knows girls can’t play basketball; they’re 
meant to stay at home, washing overalls 
and sewing patches onto gingham shirts. 
The team’s first practices do little to prove 
Driscoll wrong; the ladies may giggle and 
squeal with the best of them, but they 
have no luck when it comes to dribbling 
and shooting. Eventually, though, and 
inevitably, coach has his team whipped 
into shape, running three-man weaves and 
layup drills like they’re the ’84 Celtics, 
and before you can say “Cinderella story,” 
the Lady Cyclones are on their way to the 
state championship. The inspiration in 
Believe in Me comes early and often, and 
writer/director Collector never misses an 
opportunity for a heartfelt locker-room 
speech or joyful practice-session musical 
montage to tug at viewers’ heartstrings. 
But despite all its cliched moralizing and 
blatant borrowings, the movie does offer 
a few clever twists on an old formula. 
Hoosiers may have been a better film, but 
Hackman never had to coach a team to 
victory after his star player quit to go have 
a baby. - Josh Rosenblatt

© IRAQ IN FRAGMENTS 

D: James Longley. (NR, 94 min.) 

If you don’t really understand the 
phrase “sectarian violence in Iraq,” please 
see this documentary by the maker of 
2002 ’s Gaza Strip. It will show you what 
sectarian violence means for the people 
of Iraq, some of whom we meet. Eleven- 
year-old Mohammed lives in a bombed- 
out industrial section of Baghdad where 
buildings smolder without attracting 
notice. While the neighborhood’s men 
politick over coffee (“Why don’t they 
just take the oil and leave us alone?”), 


Mohammed attempts to attend school. 

The film’s second section - in some ways 
its most miraculous - follows members 
of Moqtada Sadr’s Mehdi Army through 
ceremonies, prayer, political meetings, and 
a raid on flea marketers selling alcohol. 
“We’ve returned to Saddam’s time again!” 
laments one, after he’s been beaten and 
abducted; later we’ll see an irritated wife 
negotiating for her husband’s release from 
captivity. The last segment travels north 
to the place that would be Kurdistan, 
where brick-baking villagers welcome their 
first general election. According to the 
press materials, Longley shot 300 hours 
of footage in Iraq between February 2003 
and April 2005. He writes, “There was 
no government in Iraq, and I could film 
whatever I wanted as long as I could stay 
alive.” There is no apparent reluctance on 
anyone’s part to be photographed, includ- 
ing the radical Shiites; Longley’s unofficial, 
unembedded perspective seems to have 
inspired trust among various people bit- 
terly, and not without reason, distrustful 
of Americans. Longley doesn’t practice 
the Pennebaker method of fly-on-the-wall 
documentary, so viewers who expect a 
photojournalistic approach to a nonfiction 
topic may find Longley’s use of subjective 
camera jarring. (We see Mohammed’s 
abusive boss from cowering low angles, 
for instance.) The technique is more 
expressionistic than naturalistic, but it 
makes the film far more vivid and emo- 
tionally satisfying - more like being there, 
among regular people, in the Iraq that has 
been created by sanctions, despotism, 
military invasion, occupation, and ancient 
cultural, ethnic, and religious divides. Yet 
the Sundance award-winning and Oscar- 
nominated film makes these connections 
obliquely, through its storytelling, and 
offers more questions than answers. 

Even the Kurds, who seem the closest 
thing to a success story, long for a 
unified Iraq. - Marrit Ingman

MISS POTTER

In 1902, a 36-year-old spinster and painter 
of greeting cards and botanical diagrams 
named Beatrix Potter published The Tale of 
Peter Rabbit, a modest, delicately illustrated 
children’s book that has since gone on to 
sell more than 40 million copies worldwide. 
Not bad for a single girl living in London. In 
Miss Potter, which starts just as that book 
is being accepted by the publishing house 
of Frederick Warne & Co., Zellweger plays 
Potter as a creative space cadet, lost in her 
own world and most content when she’s 
alone in her room, drawing animals and talk- 
ing to them as if they were real. (That she 
actually thinks they are seems to trouble no 
one in her life.) Her representative at Warne 
& Co., Norman Warne (a wide-eyed, thickly 
mustachioed McGregor), is the biggest fan 
of both the book and its author, and the 
majority of Miss Potter is the story of their 
slow, deliberate, Victorian courtship: demure 
in nature, accented here and there with light 
touches and meaningful looks, but stifled 
at every turn by the imposing social rules 
and familial responsibilities that defined 
that corseted age. Beatrix’s mother (Flynn, 
channeling Margaret Dumont) won’t have her 
daughter marrying a mere tradesmen (they 
“carry dust,” don’t you know), especially after 
all the trouble she’s gone through to parade 
a cast of worthy society men before her 
daughter’s skeptical eyes, only to see each 
of them rejected in turn. Amid this social 
drama, Beatrix publishes book after book, 
becoming rich and famous while introducing 
the world to Squirrel Nutkins, Mrs. Tiggy- 
Winkles, Jemima Puddle-Duck, and a dozen 
other characters that have been floating 
around in her vivid, not untroubled imagina- 
tion since she was a child. Warne’s gushings 
about Miss Potter’s stories - “enchanting,” 
“delightful,” he sings of them over and over 
again, with a growing glint in his eye - could 
just as easily be used to describe this movie; 
at least that’s what the filmmakers are hop- 
ing for. Miss Potter aims to be “enchanting” 
and “delightful” and “charming” and all 
those other adjectives that flow so easily 
from critics’ pens when they’re discussing 
independent movies of a particularly sweet 
British bent, but it never quite hits the mark. 
Which is not to say it’s a bad movie, but you 
can see it sweating to be the kind of critical 
and public darling that movies like Finding 
Neverland, Sense and Sensibility, and Four 
Weddings and a Funeral managed to be with 
half the effort. The film has just the right 
amount of English wit in its script and pizzica- 
to violins in its score to make its viewers feel 
both intelligent and cozy, but the story lacks 
the dramatic tension and sense of purpose 
to elicit any more of a response than that; 
plus, it leaves the meaty issue of Potter’s 
questionable sanity maddeningly unexplored. 
Miss Potter is, in the end, a confection, a trip 
through the imagination on gossamer wings. 
Enchanting, perhaps, but a long, long way 
from meaningful. -Josh Rosenblatt

and very nearly won the day, thanks to 
some cunning battlefield strategizing and 
the then-original combat tactic known as 
the phalanx. Both Miller and Snyder’s cin- 
ematic adaptation are bloodthirsty affairs 
for ex-sanguinary times. Onscreen, buoyed 
up to and past Mount Olympus by some 
of the most flawlessly integrated visual 
effects yet created and a script that takes 
itself, as it should, very seriously, 300 is 
an action film lover’s wet, crimson dream, 
awash in spectacle (Xerxes’ ships are 
dashed upon the rocks during a fierce hur- 
ricane before disgorging what looks to be 
several million of Saruman’s rejects from 
The Lord of the Rings) and set to a terrific, 
rumbling score by Tyler Bates. Not since 
Mario Bava’s Hercules in the Haunted World 
has Greco-Roman movie-house mythmaking 
been so thoroughly well-conceived and exe- 
cuted. Cinematographer Larry Fong (Hero) 
brings Miller’s visceral, instantly identifiable 
splash pages to bloody life and loses none 
of the author’s trademark visual kineticism 
in the transfer from page to screen. On the 
geopolitical military tip (and ancient Greece 
was nothing if not geopolitical), it’s notable 
that these 300 bearded die-hards, attempt- 
ing to repel shockingly awesome numbers 
of foreign usurpers from the lands beyond 
beyond, resemble nothing so much as an 
intractable insurgency willing to sacrifice 
everything up to and including their own 
lives. The parallels between American for- 
eign-outreach programs and those of 2,400 
years ago are too obvious to miss but in 
the end have very little to do with Snyder’s 
film. War is, after all, Hades, no matter 
what the battlefield is.

Arriving in U.S. theatres from way, way out of 
left field, Cerda’s debut feature - a Spanish/ 
Bulgarian/UK co-production - comes with enough 
genuinely creepy Eastern European atmospherics 
to raise goosebumps but suffers mightily from 
an anemic storyline that almost immediately 
has nowhere to go. That’s too bad, because 
with a tighter, more evolved, and involving set 
of characters, this could have been a real hor- 
ror show, one rooted in pity and sympathy for 
its two doomed protagonists instead of the 
macabre but muddled mess it is. After a mildly 
bloody prologue set in the Russian wilderness of 
1966, Cerda flash-forwards to the present with 
the arrival in Russia of a New Yorker seeking the 
origins of her mysterious birth.

Amid the right honorable gentlemen of 
England’s House of Commons, who are debating 
the relative virtues and vices of the African slave 
trade in the 18th century, stands abolitionist 
William Wilberforce (Gruffudd) trying to rouse 
their snoozing indignation. With his leading- 
man looks and unshakable conviction, young 
Wilberforce has charms to soothe his rivals, but 
he’s sorely lacking the political guile necessary 
to sway their opinions. For 20 years, our hero 
is repeatedly taught the lesson that unguarded 
enthusiasm on the side of right may grant you a 
spot in heaven, but it counts for little in politics. 
Unfortunately, what makes Wilberforce great is 
also what makes him a bore: Whether in the par- 
lor or in the halls of Parliament, he’s possessed 
of such intractable single-mindedness that we 
can’t help but wish he would lay aside saving 
the world for a while, come down from his cloudy 
perch, and dabble in sin like the rest of us, slav-

Updated only slightly to accommodate the sensibili- 
ties of today’s kids, with their affection for digitally 
enhanced creatures and wisecracking sidekicks, 
this new version manages to lose very little of the 
sentimental sweetness and plainspoken nobility of 
the original.

Aside from the fictional invention of the 
doctor, this narrative device feels like the same sort 
of miscalculation that marred the civil rights drama 
Mississippi Burning : Both films are stories about 
black populations that are told through the eyes of 
white interlopers. Furthermore, Garrigan is not a 
particularly likable character; his naive self-interest 
is unforgivable in this dangerous milieu, and his late- 
stage transformation and illicit love affair never have 
the ring of truth.

In his companion film to Flags of Our Fathers, 
Eastwood again shows the process by which young 
soldiers become unwitting fodder for their country’s 
war effort. While the flawed Flags tells the story 
of three American soldiers, Letters From Iwo Jima 
instead looks at the story of the 36-day World 
War II battle for the island of Iwo Jima from the 
Japanese perspective. We are confronted with imag- 
es of military men who not only are expected to 
serve their emperor and suffer starvation, disease, 
and overwhelming odds but also die rather than 
face the cultural ignominy of defeat. Eastwood’s 
subtitled movie shows us at least a handful of 
warriors who resisted their orders to die in suicide 
missions, who wanted to return alive to their loved 
ones, and whose capacity to think for themselves 
put them at odds with their orders. The humanistic 
approach makes Eastwood’s movie a war story for 
the ages.

A 
delightful blend of melodrama and comedy, the film 
is the most luscious yet restrained example of the 
filmmaker’s recent work. Volver also returns Cruz to 
the Almodovar fold, and the actress has never been 
more magnificent. Her performance is captivating 
- not only as we gaze at her glorious body (which is 
celebrated from every angle by Almodovar’s camera) 
but as she emerges as a real person with money 
trouble, husband trouble, sister squabbles, parent- 
ing problems, and unresolved issues from her past. 
Although the film is realistic, Almodovar’s touch of 
the absurd and the madcap infiltrates everything, and 
his candy-colored visual palette lends a brightness to 
what in other hands might have taken the form of a 
sordid tale.

search of true freedom, the expected troubles arise 
in the form of tents burning to the ground and a 
run-in with an actual biker gang known as the Del 
Fuegos.

The casting couldn’t be 
better. Yet Fincher’s character shorthand is also the 
film’s biggest problem.

I think I am entitled to take time off from work 
under the Family and Medical Leave Act, but my 
boss refuses to give me time off What can I do if I am 
denied FMLA leave? 

The Family and Medical Leave Act makes it 
unlawful for any employer to interfere with, restrain, 
or deny the exercise of any right provided by this 
law. It is also unlawful for an employer to discharge 
or discriminate against any individual for oppos- 
ing any practice or because of involvement in any 
proceeding related to FMLA. Employers cannot 
use the taking of FMLA leave as a negative factor in 
employment actions, such as hiring, promotions, or 
disciplinary actions; nor can FMLA leave be counted 
under “no fault” attendance policies. 

FMLA is enforced by the Wage and Hour 
Division of the U.S. Department of Labor’s 
Employment Standards Administration. This 
agency investigates complaints of violations. If 
violations cannot be satisfactorily resolved, the 
department may bring action in court to compel 
compliance. An eligible employee may bring a 
private civil action against an employer for viola- 
tions. An employee is not required to file a com- 
plaint with the Wage and Hour Division prior to 
bringing such action. 

Under the FMLA, an employee may bring two 
types of lawsuits: interference claims, in which 
the employee asserts that the employer denied or 
otherwise interfered with his substantive rights 
under the FMLA and retaliation/discrimination 
claims, in which the employee asserts that his 
employer retaliated or discriminated against him 
for exercising his rights under the FMLA. An 
employee can recover lost wages and benefits or, 
where no tangible loss has occurred, any other 
actual monetary losses.

PRIORITIZE NEEDS 
WHEN CAR SHOPPING 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

I’m a rural land appraiser in Colorado. I 
often bring my dogs along when inspecting 
land. I need a vehicle that will accommodate 
the dogs and take me offroad; however, I’d like 
to be able to hose out the dog area occasionally. 
Also, I need four doors because I sometimes 
take clients. I thought I was stuck with a four- 
door pickup with a topper (this is great because 
the dogs can stick their heads out the back 
and enjoy the scenery when I am going slow 
enough). But I will pedal a bike before I drive 
anything that gets fewer than 20 miles per gal- 
lon. I have a Subaru Outback now, but I’d like 
to find something more accommodating, i.e., 
easier to clean. What’s a girl to do? - Anne 

p.s.: The Honda Element ain’t gonna happen! 

TOM: Well, a pickup is the only thing 
you’re going to be able to hose out, Anne. 
Even the Honda Element - which 1 see 
you’ve made a pre-emptive strike against 
- can’t actually be hosed out. It can be 
damp-mopped, but running water can dam- 
age the car’s electronics under the rear floor. 

RAY: But the gas mileage of even the 
smaller four-door pickup trucks is not that 
great. Assuming you need four-wheel drive 
for off-road driving and a crew cab for its four 
doors, I think the best mileage of the bunch 
comes from the Nissan Frontier Crew Cab 
with a V-6, which gets 17 city, 21 highway. 
Barely enough to hug even a sapling. 

TOM: You can get four-cylinder small 
pickups that get better mileage, but not with 
four doors, and sometimes not with four- 
wheel drive. 

RAY: So you’re going to have to decide 
what’s most important to you, Anne. I think 
four-wheel drive and four doors for your 
clients are both musts, because you can’t do 
your job without those.

Of course, 
anyone considering the purchase of rural land 
probably won’t let a little dog drool get in the 
way of owning his 40 acres and a mule. But 
it’s up to you, Anne. Good luck.

If you’re waiting around for a Robert Rodriguez “think 
piece,” it already happened. It was written by a 7-year-old 
and it was called The Adventures of Shark Boy and Lava Girl. 
Smoke a bowl and watch it sometime. SB&LG is like pressing 
a naked eyeball against a glory hole of unrestrained parental 
indulgence. It’s an unwitting 3-D morality play that explores 
the question of whether one should, even if one can. For 
Rodriguez, the answer to that question has always been an 
enthusiastic “Yes!” - and the fact that SB&LG grossed a 
morally compromising $69 million sort of makes the ques- 
tion moot anyway, doesn’t it? What Rodriguez can do is a 
huge part of his creative genius. He’s the Horatio Alger of 
DIY budget filmmaking. Give him $7000 he’ll crank out 
a respectable south-of-the-border shoot-em-up. Toss in an 
extra $18,993,000 and he’ll give you a south-of-the-border 
shoot-em-up with gratuitous gore, exploding vampires, and 
Salma Hayek (or Juliette Lewis if you like a little dirt on your 
eye candy). The bottom line is that Rodriguez has the creativ- 
ity and ability to get the job done for a lower bottom line, and 
that makes him both a hot commodity in Hollywood and a 
hero among independent filmmakers. So what if he hasn’t 
buckled down and shot some terse, brooding drama in the 
Style of Dogme 95? He’s kept millions of theatregoers and 
studio execs fat and happy on a colorful, cheesy diet of green 
screen special effects, fast action, simple plots, and even 
simpler dialog. Most importantly, he’s funneled mountains of 
money into the Austin film community and helped establish 
Austin as a viable alternative for independent filmmakers. 
He’s also friends with Quentin Tarantino, who like Willie 
Nelson and Matthew McConaughey seems to have partied 
with everyone in Austin except you. Recently Rodriguez 
and Tarantino collaborated on Grindhouse, a slasher/zombie 
movie double feature joined by a series of fake horror movie 
trailers - just the sort of stuff at which Rodriguez excels. 
Grindhouse won’t be opening until April, but this Saturday 
during SXSW Rodriguez will make an appearance at Republic 
Park for a special Rolling Roadshow screening of two classic 
horror films: Torso, by Sergio Martino, and Lucio Fulcie’s 
Zombie. Before the double feature there will be a collection 
of classic grindhouse trailers followed by an introduction by 
Rodriguez. Admission is free with a SXSW wristband, but 
on this night anyone can jump into the SXSW Film melee 
for only $10. Rodriguez could probably shoot a grindhouse 
trailer for less than that.

When things get macabre, 
Jonathan turns the tables on Sebastian by 
becoming an instant success himself.

(NAP) 
This intimate documentary digs far deeper 
than her misunderstood media persona and 
examines the last 30 days of TLC superstar 
Lisa “Left Eye” Lopes. Edited from tapes Lisa 
shot herself just before her death in 2002 and 
left behind at her mysterious Honduran jungle 
retreat, the film is a candid portrait of Lopes’s 
life, art and final spiritual journey. In 1995, 
Lopes created worldwide headlines after she 
set the home of her NFL star boyfriend, Andre 
Rison, ablaze after a major fight. Though she 
and her group TLC were already platinum 
recording artists after just one release, the 
media attention arguably helped sell more 
albums and created a skewed reputation that 
would follow her for the rest of her life. Seven 
years, two albums and 25 million record sales 
later, TLC is the best selling female group of all 
time. Feeling highly estranged from the rest of 
her band, Lopes took family, friends, and the 
new band she was managing on a month long 
“cleanse” deep within the Honduran jungle. 
Documenting the trip in order to help herself 
and others get to know the “wonderful world of 
Left Eye”, she would die in a tragic car ac- 
cident 29 days later. Much like in her previous 
Tupac: Resurrection, Lazin presents a trou-

Between the raw and 
inspiring dance sequences, they educate us on break 
dance terminology, proper etiquette in a battle and 
what it means to be a b-boy.

The 
stage is set in and around Austin, as developers set 
their sights for land development that could compro- 
mise the environmental integrity of a beloved piece of 
Earth. With stunning cinematography by Lee Daniel, The 
Unforeseen recalls the slow and steady expansion of 
property and pollution near beloved Barton Springs, as 
it represents a symbol of the last frontier. Dunn cap- 
tures a somewhat sympathetic but conflicted portrait of 
developer Gary Bradley, as he transcends his roots to 
find fortune in the Austin real-estate boom of the 
1970s. With archival footage and blunt interviews, the 
history of Austin's battle between developers and 
environmentalists is given powerful attention thanks to 


skillful editing choices and key music selections from 
artists such as Sigur Ros. With behind-the-scenes 
assistance from Austin native Terrence Malick and 
Barton Springs fan Robert Redford, Dunn balances the 
precision of meditation and agitprop sentimentality 
both filmmakers bring to the table.

A small town nestled in the bosom of Houston’s 
urban sprawl, the Third Ward circa 1930 was a bustling 
cultural mecca for the African-American community. By 
the early 1990s, it had degenerated into streets full of 
abandoned buildings and a population urgently in 
need of positive change. How do you rescue an impov- 
erished area suffering from the effects of crime, drugs, 
and worse yet, apathy? Third Ward residents found a 
solution in Project Row Houses, a neighborhood-based 
art and cultural organization working to transform this 
historic area into a living work of art. Inspired by the art 
of Dr. John Biggers, who lovingly depicted the shotgun 
house as the hub of social activity in the Third Ward, 
concerned residents converted 22 dilapidated houses 
into beautiful and eclectic homes. Social enrichment 
programs placed residents in the made-over dwellings 
in order to foster achievements such as earning a 
degree or opening a small business. As a result, real 
estate developers have taken increasing interest in this 
valuable land, creating some controversy among long 
time residents.

“We’ve always had sheep, so we’ve 
always woven rugs.” Nothing from this poignant portrait 
better summarizes the Navajo weavers’ relationship 
with their land and craft as they struggle to maintain 
economic viability and cultural vitality. The camera is a 
natural extension of that relationship as we see in 
gorgeous relief, generations of artists creating their own 
wool, weaving rugs by hand and passing along the 
skills, history and economics of their craft to their 
children. The weavers’ relationship with reservation 
Anglo traders is one of the many issues at the heart of 
this multifaceted story. Klain, with a keen and compas- 
sionate eye, illustrates the ways in which the modern 
Navajo maintain age-old traditions and a sacred rela- 
tionship with the land, while living with unstoppable 
forces of modernization.

When Walker {Devil's Playground) estab- 
lishes her protagonist Erik Weihenmayer as the 
first blind man to ascend to the peak of 
Mount Everest, our assumption is that Blind- 
sight will be a chronicle of the events that led 
to a blind man beating the odds and conquer- 
ing the mountain. And that would be enough 
to make a great film on its own. But that is 
only a prologue to the unfathomable adven- 
ture yet to unfold. Invited back to Tibet to visit 
students at an independently financed school 
for the blind in Lhasa, and moved by the scorn 
these blind kids suffer in their hometowns 
(even their own parents liken their affliction to 
demonic possession), Weihenmayer proposes 
something to help boost their confidence: a 
23,000-foot hike to the top of Lhakpa Ri, a 
sister peak on the north side of Everest. But 
Weihenmayer’s motivation for this reckless 
mission is troubling: despite reiterating that 
he’s not trying to make a statement about 
blindness, it seems more and more apparent 
that that’s exactly what he’s doing. And the 
kids - none of whom have any climbing experi- 
ence - are not safe. Tempers flare, egos clash, 
and six blind kids who barely speak English 
are caught in the middle like pawns in a game 
they can’t comprehend, and that could cost 
them their lives.

As an unarmed military observer in Darfur, 
former U.S. Marine Captain Brian Steidle 
snapped thousands of pictures documenting 
atrocities and spoke with countless victims, 
proving without a doubt the Sudanese geno- 
cide. Here he guides us through parts of the 
country off-limits to journalists and reveals the 
tragic impact of an Arab government bent on 
destroying its black African citizens. During a 
brutal six-month stint monitoring the Suda- 
nese cease-fire for the African Union, Steidle 
captured damning proof of the Sudanese 
government arming Arab militias - janjaweed 
or “devil on horseback” who systematically 
rape and murder in order to suppress the non- 
Arab tribes. Frustrated by the African Union’s 
inability to take action, Steidle resigned and 
smuggled more than 1,000 photos back to 
the U.S. Deftly weaving Steidle’s personal

D. Kristof, Chief Prosecutor Luis Ocampo, Elie

It’s estimated that 5,600 people 
are kidnapped each year in Mexico 
City. They are taken from their fami- 
lies, their friends, and their lives.

While some make it home, 
others don’t make it out alive regard- 
less of whether or not their families 
pay the ransom.
